JANUARY. 

Tbi* i* one of (he mimt pirftioiit months in the yeir: its femperatiii'* i* t'ooT >''■ 
fi^Rinnir, oinl nstremeljt cnuerniM to nil but the sirlims of gout ntul rhemnntism. The 
a.i’' at mill •ley is gerii'nilly clear ami wholesome, but the niorniMg* ami evenings urr 
•.iiuetimes damp ami to!’g]i. 

The thermometer range*, in the shade, (Vom 52® in the morning to#')® intheafternooa. 

A northerly windpterails liuriiig this month, but seMom blows with much strength ■ 
when it lilies, .iml is acrompanied witii ram, the rold is very disagreeable. 

lu the meat market there is a plentifiil supply of beef, mutton, veal, iamb, pork, 
kid, poultry, etc , of the most superior kinds. 

Oame also is to be had in great abundance—snipe, duck, teal, etc. 

1'lie fikh luarkit is well aupplindat this season, with heckty, or cockiip, rthe salmon «r 
the Ivist,! miiniiiee, roor., cutlahy <|uoye, sowle, aelliah, bimlah, eels, soles, nnd miinr 
itlii-rk id lulenor desenptioDS. 

Ve:..etahIesor all kiiidsare now in the highest state of peifertion: (he markets alinnuil 
with gicen peas, caulillbwers, cabbages, turnips, potatoes, asparagus,yams, carmi*. 
vruiisge, greens, ciiennibi'rs, radishes, celery, lettuces, young onions, knol-khol', 
kuichno, Fmicli-heans. seem, briiijala, red and white beet, etc., etc. 

Friiil trees, in general, begin to show their buds and blossoms this month; manger, 
r-eac,a. pumplenose (shaitdock), rose-applcg. etc. 

Thefrnitsin season are Sylbet and Cliina oranges, loquats, plantains, pine apples, 
eng aim round plums, large guavas, pumplenose, (ipparab and ufew oMiers. 

N. B.—The lollowiiig truitsaud vegetables, are procurable not only in this moiifh 
but throiigliiiiit the whole year. Viz.—p^tains, sugur-caiies, eoconiiuts, guavas, pine 
apples, papiahi,custard spiiles, iack, country almonds, tanisrinds, oinrah, barbiiily, 
mint, sage, parsley, onious, radishes, lettuce, etc. 

FEBRUARY. 

This month is generaliv cool and comforlable, particularly if (he northerlv wwul 
prevails; the weather afterwards becomes disagreeable, tilt a change of season takes 
place aliout the end of the month. 

When the weatlier is variable, the wind blows principally from the N. W,, veering 
round occasionally to the N. E attended with clouds and drizzling ram, this continurs 
till about the 20th, when the Southerly wind sets in. The weather now beeoiues mild sod 
genial, the days, however, soiuetiines rather hot, and the nights cold, with heavy dews. 

Tlie (bermoineter, in the shade ranges, on a medium, fFomSit'' to 7'i®. 

The measles in children, are very prevalent during the whole of tins month. 

Rheumatism and goulbecmnc less troublesome after the sonUierly winds have set in. 
Warm clothuv'beroities rather unpleasant to new comers, but not so to old Indian*, 
whose blood is not so easily heated. Sottielimes this month is rather showery, whica 
protracts the cold season until the middle of the folIi>wtng month. 

Meat continues good and abundant. 

The fish market has the addition of the small hilsah, (the Indisn maclieT«l) 

The additional vegetables are pumpkin aud young cucumbers: and the fruils 
sastard apples, mulberries, aud small water.inelons.

Cii-eeii peas and turnips disappear at the end of this month; .sallnd, ealihagm, carrot ■ 
andieleryare on the decline, bat usparagm and potatoes rtmtiiiue ex(>‘lleut. grern 
nt.tngoes and niiripe iniisk-niellons are to be had; also umrali, greens, ami u ater-cresses 

Kniit IS also plentiful'^large water-melons appear about the middle of the nioii'li 
Slid • unlinuciii perfection till the middle of June. 

TtK iiorth-westcrs with thunder and lightning, and nun, generally appear towaru* 
the end of this month. 


APRII... 

The beginning ot this month is somelimespleasant, particiilarlyifi'te ii irth-n-eslers 
are lie(|iieiit; but (he middle and latter part are disagreeable in the extreme, it is onr' 
nl the worst months in the year. 

The thermometer ranges in the shade from in the morning to iKT'iu (tie afternomi 
but \\ lieu exposed to the sun, it rises to IIU'’. 

The wind blows from the sontii, and is very strong riirniiglioiit the month; and 
when the wind is Lot, from tlie absence ofruiii, it becomes oppressive. This state of the 
weather is very iinfavonible to vegetation. 

The iisrth-westersare at times attended willi dreadful storms of thunder and light- 
fling, during whieti rain and hail fall in torrents- these storiii.s sDinetiines occ.isimi 
much daiiiuge. Tlie iiorlh-wtstcrs coutimie at iiitenuls till the hegiiiiiiiig, and soiiir 
times till the middle ot May. 

This is an unfavorable season fur meal, whirl! begins to be flabby and poor, the fat 
spungy and yellow. 

Tlie tis'< market has Uie additipii of tlie niangoe fish, so called from its annual visit 
to all the lieiigul rivers, at this (the inangoe) se<isoii, to spawn : it appears as soon os 
the milngoe is formed on the lie,., and dis.ippeais at the close ot the season, that is 
about the iiiidille ot July This lisli has, perhaps, the must ugrceublo fiavor of any in 
the world, and is so niurh soiiglit .iftei, 'liy iiatii es .is well ns KnroiH aiis) that, although 
not so liirge as a middle sized wiittiiig, (hey are sold at the beginuiiig of tlie month, at 
fioiii '2 to {rupees per-seoi'L*. Jielore tlie end of May, as they heroine plentiful, they ar« 
polit at one rupee per sim-e; and in Juno, two toihree score may be had tor a rupee. 
The fish market has .ilsu the addition ottheiaipaiid mhagoor. 

Pololoes, nsfiaragiis, onions, cueuinbers and a few cabbage sprouts are the only 
vegeliiblrs tube iiiuriired 

W.iier-meloi!s .ind miiMk-meion.s are in great perfection: but there is not much fimt 
now- (o be liad in the uuirkc-t. Ciieeti iiiuiigues lorpickliug, and coriudafor tui-ts aro in 
great abuiidanrc. 


MAY. 

The weather, during tiiis monlli is most oppressive, especially (be latter hair 
of tlie inoiiih ; tlie wind cuiitinnes seutheri>, and the heat is scareely lieaiable Ofall 
iiiniitiis in iho ve.-ii, the present is the most trying, parlu nlarly to tliiise whose avorativiis 
aiiiiiui I tlieni to lie iiiiieli out of doors. To he exposed to the sun without a covering, is 
exireiiielv d.ingeionsatuny hour, iVoinlUto-i o'clock, ,t would he rum tu any r.unsti. 
lulioii, e\ci pt to that of a native, mured tu the climate by liirtb and practice; and even 
natives sometimes lull a sncnlice to the puwerlul luiluence of the sun. The heat in the 
first lialt ot the month i»suiiietiinesreiicsedl>> noilh-w-esteis,acciiiiipaiiied by reireshitig 
showers; vi\ id lighluiug and loud thunder at limes attend Hie north-westers. 

The tlu-nnoiiieter ruugeaiu the shade, on a medium, troni lib'' in the inaruing to %* 
in the aiternoon - if e.;puMed to the full lullm-iice ot the siiubeaiua, it will rise to Ufi* 
and suinelinies higher. 
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* Grapes of tbe largest size, peaches, pine-apples, limes, row-apples,lichees; jamhniies, 
warn pees, mangoes, jack, water-melons, musk-melons, pomegranates, custard-apples 
and a great variety of inferior fruits, are in season. 

The ment market is very inferior f > that of last month. 

Fish continues good and abundant, the beckty excepted, which, from the difTicaliy nf 
its reaching the market in a firm state, becomes scarce. Mangoe fish is in great per¬ 
fection this month. 

-Isparagiis, potatoes, andcabbage sprouts, with indifferent turnips,sweet potatoes, 
enr limbers and onions, are nearly all the vegetabies now in the market, JPnmpkias and 
several roots are however procurable. 


JUNE. 

The periodical rains set in about tbe middle of this month. Refreshine showers, 
(all ocrasioually, which cool the air and encourage vegetation. 

The (hcrmcineter during the first half of this month, freQuently ri.«es to in the 
shade, at noon; but, in general, the rains, which commence about the loth, keep the 
temperature much below this. 

The weather throughout the whole of this month, is oppressive.in proporlion to the 
guaidity of ram which tails; if the weather be dry the heat is scarcely bearable, it is 
generally very close; not a breath of air from any quarter. 

Meat, as must be expftcted, is now very indifferent. 

The fish market is much the same as during last month. 

Mangoes are iif great abundance, and perfection. The Maldah mangoes arrive in 
f'oli utta about the middle, or latter end of this mouth, and they are considered to he 
the best that can be procured in Bengal. Grapes, peaches, lichees, etc., ditapfiear 
towards the end of this month. Ciistai'd-apples, pine-apples, and guavas are in great 
peri'eclion • 

Asparagus, potatoes and onions, are the principal vegetables that remain. 

J 

JULY. 

This month is attended with much rain: tbe winds are light and variable - the wra- 
iber frequently gloomy, and Boinelimesstormy,witb heavy fnllsofram; whilst at iuirr 
vals it is fair and mild. 

Tbe thermometer ranges in the shade from 80'’in the morning to89^ in the afternoon. 

The showery weallier of tbe present and preceding mouth, is productive of the most 
brurtieial effects to the gram. 

Meal continues lean and poor 

The fish market continues good. Tlie moonjne, rooe, cutlah, quoye, towle, magoor. 
cfaingrce, tangrah, and rhooiiah, are procurable in this month, oiidIndeed all theyeai 
round. The hilsa (orsahle) fi.sh now makesitsappeurance. This fish is delicioiis, cither 
boiled, baked, or fried: butit is generally considered very unwholesome. The natives 
devour it itt such qiiuntilies,as to occasion great mortality among them. Tbe fish, on 
being cured with tamarinds, forms a good substitute for herrings. It is then known 
by the appellation of the tamarind fish. 

Mangoes and mangoe fish disappear this month. 

Pioe-a)ipIes, rustard-applc.s, and guavas continue in seasoh. 

*l'be V egetahle market is very iiiditferent—asparagus is lu perfection, hut prTAtoes 
become poor and watery. Ygiung lettuces,cucumbers and sweet potatoes are now pro- 
owruble: also the.cuinrunga and cormdo. 

AUGUST. 

la the present tnonth also there in abundance of rain;—tbe weather continues 
■such the same as last. This and tbe preceding month are remarkable for heavy falls 
of rain, 'H'liKtlie wettest in tbe whole year. 

The thermometer ranges in the shade from SU^ in the morning to 97' in Iheatteriieon- 

Lightand variable winds and cloudy weather, with smart and light rain, prevail at 
the beginning of the month; the middle is som^mes fair, and tolerably cool: the 
remainder variable, attended, at times, with strong «'.uda and heavy nun. 

From the comblueiheat and uioisture, in this mouth and the preceding, vegetation 
spriags np and spreads with astoaisbing rapidity. 
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The meat anil fi«h markc-ts are nuirh tl«*. fame a» last month. t 

Thr puoiiilenoso (shadfUtci.) apj»enrs Wiis mouth: pmu-apples, cnstard.apples, and 
fiiH< UK cuutiiiue 111 pfriec'iiuii. 

Tlie veffMfublPs protuMlilPcirc sana<l,a>parugu8,cu«.iiinhfr, bniunlls.ltiilney-beaDf, 
radiulics, tiiriiii's, talihiiifp siiuiuts, aiuliiiJitld'ent |iotatOi-K. tii'liau coni, tiiciiiiitiers, 
jiud miinuse, arc to be liad now ami all ilio year ruiimi, but Uioy arc tasldeuK, 
except ut tliiiS aeasoii, wiien they become iirioi good, and very palatable. The aviguta 
pruf I* suiiietimea procurable at this period. 

$EPT£MBKK. 

The raiiiK subside considerably during this month. 

The wind couliiiues light and rauable, iilieudeil with occasional cloudy weather. 
The days are soiiiclnues ihir, nnlU, and bright,-Hind the lenipualurc ugrceablo. 

The tlicrinoiiicier ranges from in (he luorpiog to ha*’ m the afteruoun. 

The meal inairivct is much the same as in last iiiunUi. 

Tlie Usli mui'kci experiences but siiglit improi'emeril; foralthnugli there i.sahundanc« 
of llsh, yet It IS nut aluays (inn ai.d good,except the beckly, which hccomes larger and 
better ilavuivd. Tlie tollowiug are also in the market —the bholah, dessy tangrah, 

' konleh, bheugirs, ganglurali, koweli, tooiitee, pyrali Llioudali, and crav.iisli. 

Vegetables and potatoes are very indiite,rent. yams come in season about this lime. 

In the iniit iimikct, small manges make their appeaiancc, bat they hit very acid 
i;nstard.applcs, pine-apples,guavas, and pumplcuosc continue in season. 

' OCTOBER. 

The first half of ibis month, generally yields a god supply of min, and introduces 
the poweriiil lultiience of a second spring season upon ail vCRctatiiig bodies 

The raiify season breaks up generally between the 10th and llOlh ot this month, 
sometimes, however, it continues a little longer, but this is seldom the case: the con- 
• ludiiig showers are frequently heavy, continuing troiii six to twenty-four hours, iiices- 
•antly > ait'-r which (he weather becomes fair, calm, and settled. 

The thermometer ranges, in the shade, from 73'' lu thfe luorniiig to bU" In the 
afternoon.

The winds are in general light and variable during this month, veering Irotn south 
to north-west thence lu north and north-east. 

t'he inouaooii changes about thcSlat of this month, after which, light breezes set in 
li om the north and iiurto-east. 

A.S soon as the weather sets in fair, the season becomes propitious for preparing 
the kiiciieii g,irdeii. 

The meat m-irkeis begin to revive, and the fish market to improve; the beckty he 
comes lirtn, and iiie other hsh proportiouahly good; snipes make their appeurancc. 

Vegetables uml Iriiii continue much the same as last month, till the latter end of 
the present month, when, it the season is tavorable, both experience a cuiisider.ibie 
uapruvr neot. Ur.iiiges become larger <tnd better ilavoured, and ciistard-aiiplcs arc la 
treat jter 'cction. 

Young potaiucs.soinetniiex, inake their apiKaiiuice this month,but lli<‘y have very 
little flavour.—they are small and watery. Pomegranates are i<rucuraole, also sour 
wood-apples. 

NOVEMBER.

The weather It clear and settled and the lemptrature tcinpcmte. Sometimes the 
days are warm, but the inoruings and evenings are cool and .igrcealile. 

If the nuns cease early inOctooer and the cold wcatherlullows.sliorlly after, No¬ 
vember breomes a ImautituIand delightful month, Nothingoan be more favorable lima 
this season for the reDovatten of .the health of the valetudinarian, alter having expen- 
eaced the debilitating eitects of the hot weathUr. 

Light northerly m imU prbvail this mouth. 

The theimoineter ranges fromTCr* in the moiriag tu 75® in the afternoon. 

The seeds coimiiittcd to the soil during the l»„i and present month start into life, 
with a vigour uiikiiowu to other climes. 

The neat inni^t looks wholcsoflte i beef, mutton, veal, posk and poultry, become 
Arm and gvvd. 
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Game comes in also this inoiftb, in considerable quantities; mid dacHs> raipe> teal ,Su. 

Abiintiance offish is iirocnrable, also firm and £OOd, such as bechty, bansfiatHii, 
inoKtorab, mtrgal, carp, and innngae>iish withont roes. 

The veaetable market beqins afresh fliis month by the introduction of ereen (k-hs, 
new potatoes, leltaces,;lreensof ditlerentkinds, spiiuuse, radishes, and turnips. 

In the fruit market may be had oranges, limes,' lemons, pninplenose, pine-uppjes, 
cnsutd-apples. papiali, plantains, cbcoanats, country almonds, pomegranates, soui 
wood apples, etc. 


DECEMBER. 

The weather contlnnes fhir, cool, and, on the wfaole,eatreinely fine, throughout,the 
luoath, with a light northerly wind. 

The days and nights are cold and clear, ami the mornings and evenings foggy, psf' 
ticularly at the latter end of the month. 

The thermometer ranges froip DS^ In the morning to Cti'’ in the nflernoon. 

The meat and fish markets are la great pertecUoa,botb as to quantity and qualtM: 
game of all kintls in abundanoe. 

The vegetable market la excellent, yielding green peas, young imtntoes, lettavrs. 
reong onioas,.radishes, small sallad, tweet potatoes, French beans, seem, bnujads, 
yam, carrots, turnips, greens, yoangjm^liiages aad cauJittowers. 

The fruit market continues much ue SameM lost moBth«i0r.az}Ilnin gooeeber<K-s 
(tiptwrenhs) make tboir appearance tbts month, together with weod-ap|iles and other 
fruits.

JANUARY^ 

Th« Macon ic too Tar aitranced to sow the i^enoralily of vegetables with much pm* 
l>cct orauciOM; but turnips, carrots, love-apples, vegirtabic majTow, all sorts of pump 
kins, lettuce, endive, radisb, mustnni aiid cress, apumgc and Nepaul apiiMKe may be 
sown doriug ail this inoutli; also successive crops of lute cabbage and knol Utoie every 
rortnight, Tarnips are said to succeed best when placed in rows: they Khould be thinned 
to a distance of six iuriies trom each other. Carrots rarely succeed well wben planted 
at this season; they should be thinned, but not transplanted, esccpi when retfuired for 
seed. Love apples, when two or three inches high, should be planted out in beds at Ove 
inches oiiart: afterwards transplant in rows two feet from each other, with a frume 
work to run upon. Vegetable marrow should be sown in rich light soil: earth up the 
stems as they increase, and peg down the leading branches at a joint. Lettuce aud 
endive should be planted in boxes or beds, and transplanted al one foot apart from ea* b 
other; they may also be sown in beds, and thinned to the proper distance—p lew 
days befoie use (hey should be blaiuibed by tying the tups of the outer leaves ovec- 
the rest. Radish, mustard and cress may be sown'every week or ten da}S (hr 
two last tliroughout the year. Spinnge, to be sown in bedp ami thinned until the 
plants are one foot apart. Nepau^' siunago sboiild be planted In rows, with trellis 
work to run over* this vegetable "continues ta^ower and bring forth fresh leavrs 
tbroughont the year, and rOiiuires no care, ^abbage and knol-kliole should be 
planted in boxes or beds, and transplanted into dther beds ulmut three or four tut hes 
apart in three weeks or a month : they may be transplanted a second or ttiinl time; 
especially the latter, when transplanted for the last Umr they should be put in well 
manured trenches at two feet from each other. Home manure and ground bones are 
strongly recommended for all the cabbage tribe. With cure common cabbage and kno) 
khole may be procured during every mouth i” tlie year; but those produced from the end 
ot October to the middle of Febrnary, are far superior to any others. 

Potatoes may be planted during the first week of this montli also; and if the season 
prove cool they muy lie expected to arrive at considerable perfectiou. From the middle 
el July to the early part of .September, is the most favourable time for pioutiug potatoes 

In tbU> mouth the following vegetables and ftruits are procurable in the market, in 
large (luantities and at veiy cheap prices,—carrots, tnrnips, cabbage, kiiol-khole, beets 
Bombay an<l country oiihiiib, country double French, white and Windsor beans, and peas 
Puniplenose' Sylhet and country oranges, pomegranates, guavas, custnrd-applcs, limes. 
plantain, long plums, tippareah or jlrnzlUian gooseberries, and several other kinds of 
common fruits and vegetables. 

Peach trees should be sligblly pruned during this month, and the small frnit thin¬ 
ned, where too thick. 

Hie finest flowers are now in bloom, and at the end of the month the collection of 
flower seeds should commence. Indeed early mignionette and larkspur seeds may be col¬ 
lected in the beginning of the mmith. Sow early melon and woter-melon seeds, also the 
I ast crop of red pumpkins, 

FEBRUARY. 

The remarks on last month apply generally to this; but there is less chance of 
success In rearing vegetables, as they seldom acquire much strength before Uie hot 
winds set in. Turnips and carrots rarely succeed; but radish, mustard and cress, lettuce, 
•ndtva, spinage, and some of the cabbage tribe, may all be planted in this month and 
tbrongbont the year. Ttaronghoat this inontta the collection of flower seeds is carried 
on rapidly. 

All the fniHs, vegetables, and flowers, menriOned as procurable in (he market in 
January, may be bad in as great perfection and as cbeo^r cheaper during this month. 

In this mouth peas are plentiful, and the foll^jng may be obtained of good 
quality,—Jeriisaiem artichokes, aspflragus, duffin and French beans, scarlet run 
ners. beets brucoli, cabbage, earr^» cauliflowers, celery, endive, lettuce, knul 
blinie, onions, parsnips, spinage, turnips, and yams. Also the luUuwing fruits,-mustard 
apples, ttrazil gooseberries, guavas, lemons, mulberries, pumplenose, raspberries. 
Strawberries, peaches, pine^ipples. and n few other kinds. Melons and encumbers 
should be sown duiing this mouth. Gather winter flower seeds. Lay bare, for a fort¬ 
night or tiiree weeks, the roots of peach trees, to harden, and preserve them from being 
destroyed by wUta aau. Use boase-plaister rubbish, as manure, wben closing the roots. 
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MAIK'H. 

But frw vegclnblesrotne to»ny ptirfrctiun tiint are Down in tiiis mnnfh; but it ia 
d»sir;ih1«! to mow successive iTotis of cabbati:!* uuU lettuce wliich may be iilanted in 
beds wjiii'h are puilly piotectedironi tlie svtn, nijd transplanted into rows as required. 

In the iiiarkef, brinjal, carrots aud turnips may bn procured in ronsidenible quant, 
ilies nu'l pretty frood. Turnips are generally very stringy towards the end of Morcb- 
Country inilish and all kinds of country greens maybe bad in large qiianlilies, and 
all the kinds of fruit procurable iii February are obtainable witb the ndditiiin of 
green mangoes and Jakes, luqiinls,a few dates and black borries. Young phtuis should bo 
weeded in this months, and encircled with a slight embaokment, to refaiit the water whiili 
they must be aiforded during the greater part of this and the Ivro succeeding muntbs. 
Melons and cucunibei s, should be sown during this month also as w ell as grape and apple 
seeds, liidiaii corn and sugar-cane. Still gather winter flower seeds. 

I'lie remarks on March apply equally to this mouth; but as the hot season advances 
the chances of Slid css in rearing most kinds of vegetables iliininisb. Late nieltuis and 
riicuiiibi>r.s tnuy b;. sown duiiugthis nj^j^h likewise. Sow melons in rich lightsoil, ;;iviug 
llic pl.iiiU pli iity of room to run, Wii^h they have thrown out four leaves stop them by 
pmclnn^; ult the leading bud. they will thru produce two lateral shoots, whuli stop in a 
siimUr nianii'-r; and so continue to treat each new formed shoot, stopping it at the 
second or third joint. 'When the plants begin tosliow fniit, stop the fruiting lirani-hcs two 
joints bet ore the fruit. Cover the ground with leaves or straw to keep Ihu roots cool> 
and to iircveiit the iViiit from becoming .spotted. 

Ill this niniitli planiains, pinc.-apples, puinideiiose, black berries, ripe mangoes, 
peaches, liclicfs and all the other fruits procurable in March are nbundaiit iii the 
market. Cairots, turnips, beaus and cabbages are reduced in quantity, and their prices 
arc ciiobidcrably iiicrcs.sed, when good Uinijal, radish, water pumkins, aud greens in 
plenty arc to be liiitl Musk-inelons, and several other country melons, come into season 
about the iiinldle of this unmth. 

In the latter pnit of thi.s mouth filant nil the amaryllis or lily tribe, and in fact all 
bulbous routs and plants, sliuiild be sown or planted. Sow early rncumhers, okra, 
liidMn corn, sui'ar cane, grape, apple, aud all country fruit seeds, so that the plants may 
have, the advantage ot the nun to grow up vi.goroualy. Gathor winter flows'T sccd.s and 
«. ommcncc gralting aud budding. Flentifiilly water young plants. 

M VY. 

Manrors, pine-nfpplcs, punipleiiosc, plantains, and all the fruits procurable lavl 
inonlli ai e supplied abiindaiitlj. ilriujals, gn'eiis. and siiinmer flowers of almost all .sorts 
are to be had plc>ililully in Ihemarket Musk and water-melons, etc, are plcntUuIly 
lupplicil to the niiiikct about (he end of tins iiiOiiUi. 

Grufling and budding, of all kinds, should lie performed duiing this month, which is 
the most favorable for such operations. And thegatbcrhigol the seeds of wintenftowert, 
should be linishfd at its eiM. Water young plants. lachecs and peaches get scarce, 
at the cud of this mouth, but wninpees, wild lichees and melons, continue plcntitul. 
Sow lung cucumbers and white pumpkin seeds, grape seeds, peach blunes >ii:d fiuil 
seeds generally. 

JUNE. 

A-sparitgus seed should be sown in boxes towards the latter end of the mouth, and 
rransplimted 111 November, in rows two feet apart, and the plants one foot from each 
other. The soil should be mixed with h large portion of rotten horse iimnurr. it is 
scarcely possible to make the ground too rich for asparni^us. Fresh aspurogiLs seed 
should be sown W'hcuever procurable, and especially between the end oi June aud the 
beginning Of December. 

Ill this month mangoes, oranges, pine apples, pumpicnoses, plantains, pomegra¬ 
nates, encmnlv i s, melons, limes, wilddiehees, jake.monkcy.jukc, and a grant vatiety 
of berries and other fruit.s are abundantly supplied at low prices in the market. Cui • 
rots, tiniiipg, cabbage, and other European vegetables, are very scarce unifdear; but 
country greens and briiijals, are procurable in smsll quaiilities. About the end ot the 
munlU melons disapt>ear. 

Young and tender plants sliould be carefully wntered every evening during Ibi.s 
month, aud chillies, okra, Indian-coru, pea-sticks, jute, red and China spmage and 
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tlie Rommon native ftreens in freneral. including pnlbul, kurrula, jhingab, burbuttee and* 
ebichingab, ahould be sown. The plnntiug of vnltinga of all kinds of frniU and flowers, 
should be comment.ed at tbe cud of thin month Sow pencil stones and fruit seeds 
generally. Sow long cucumber seeds at the end of the mouth. 

JljLY. 

Af the pud of this month it is desirable to sow seeds for early parsley, heals, fcnol 
hhole, cabbage, caiilillower, brocoU, asparagus, endive, lettuce, carrots, luniips and 
other wiufbr vegetables. 

Cr/rrp.—Sow in boxes in this and the five following months. Remove to beds when 
about three inches Jiigh, and into trenches, as required, after being a month in the beds. 
Tbe trenches should be 3g feet deep, filled up with a foot of light soil and stable manure, 
and atleruards gradually, as the plant grows, with light soil, till within ubout six inches 
of the top. Water for the first two months with the hand, after which they may tr 
occasionally flooded. 

Another wuy.—Having sown and transplanted os above, remove into trenches 
four feet apart, and about IS inches deep, nearly filled with horse manure and rich 
earth As the plani grows, bank up into ridges with light soil. Oy this metJind the 
root of the plant, and not thd stem, is watered flooded. 

Knolkhote, nabhage, cavlifttnoer, and brocoti.—^ov/ in boxes during. this and five 
following moutlis. Remove in beds when two Inches high, and transplant the cabbage 
and hnol khole twice, and ceuliflower and brocoli at leaA three times, allowing the 
growth of tt couple of new leaves between each planting. 

Aspar.-ttpis ,—Sow in beds in July, and remove tbe plantain November, into mised 
beds of one or two rows. When the berries become red, cut tbe plants two inches above 
the ground and top di-ess, when they will be ready to cut in ten days. By dressing 
the beds in succession, asparagus may be produced for the table all the year.—stable 
manure is the best, and the plant should invariably be watered by the band, and never 
flooded except iu very but weather. Flant.s if taken cai% of will produce for eight or 
ten years. They should, however, be wintered (roots cleared of tiic earth and eijiosed 
for some days) and the ground dressed every second year. 

Lettuce amf cHifit'e.—Sow in boxes or pots surrounded with wate.r, till tbe plants 
appear, otherwise the small red ant will destroy them. Plant out as required, and tie 
up a few days before you cqt for use. 

Carro' So«t^ in a light deep sandy soil. 

I'urnips.—Sorr in a rich soil, well manured. 

In the market all Europe vegetables are very scarce and dear this month. 
Rriuial.grfmus, and other native vegetables are supplied. Pineapples, and melons are 
getting »ut of season. Plantains, pumpkuis and cucumbers, are plentiful. 

Alangoes contiuiietill towards the end of the month. Pine apples, jakes, monkey jakrs, 
boneb, and guavas are very abundant. Young plants and grafts should all be planted out 
during this month, and the trees pruned as soon as they have done bearing, as that is the 
only time whan it can be done with benefit to them. Cuttings of all trees and shrubs 
should lie put In this month, as well as slips of artichokes, tvhich, as soon as tliey have 
established themselves, should be cut down close to tbe ground. Standard flower and' 
dalilia seeds should be sown. BaJsom seeds should be sown in the beginning of the 
month and until the end of October. 

Alt grafting and budding should be finished this month, so tliat the rains of the two 
succeeding montlis may cause then to shout up with vigor when plantnl out. Wuinpees, 
blackberries and wild-licboes go out of season during the curly part of this mouth. Sow 
niangoc, jake, blackberry, date, and all kinds of summer fruit seeds during this inonth - 
they will thrive well—likewise sow gooseberries Expose the roots of young plants from 
the middle of this inoiitli to the middle of September, to harden then, or they may fail 
■acriAccs to white ants. Sow' the irregular earlv crop of potatoes. 

AUaUST. 

Successive crops of all tbe vegetables sown in July should be planted a* the end of 
this month, more especially celery and beet, which should be lit to transplant a second 
time before the luonsoon. These two vegetables are less likely to siitt'er by excessive 
ram than most others. Artichokes should be sown in beds during this month, three 
inches between each seed, sous to allow the removal ofthe plantain November, without 
disturbing the roots. To propagate by suckers;—take off the suckers, and prick them 
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oat six inches apart; and when they become well rooted, transplant into deep rich soil* 
settiuR them two feet apart. If large, suckers may be planted at once where they are 
intended to remain, 

To prerenl nrlichokes running to leaf, and producing small heads, when the 
plants are from ten to llftcen inches high, cutltaem off close to the ground, and covet 
lliem over with liKht d>-y old manure: when they have advanced a few inches repeat 
the operation. If the yoniig plnuUare tied up fbr afew days before being out off, they 
will become blanched and may be eaten as salad. 

French beaus and scarlet runners may be sown during (bis month, and until 
Pehruai y. I'hey should be planted in rows two fret apart, north and south, and be will 
siippoi ted with stinks, nr with an arched bamboo trellis, which Is very ornamental. 
Sow also early radish, turnip, cabbage, cauliflower, passley, celery,,onions, tobacco, and 
early flower and vegetable seeds, geuemlly at the end of tbu month. Sow the Itrst re. 
guiar crop of potatoes. 

Mangoes are very scarce. Plantains, pine.app1cs and guavas continue in nbnn 
dance: and custard-apples, knmrungahs, puniuallas, avigoto-prjtrs, and corroudas, coma 
into season. 

Insects are excessively numerous and ^estrnctive. The orange tribe should be 
budded and inap’hcd, and propagated by seeds. Continue grafting mangoes. Trans, 
pint cotton. Propagate carnations and pinks by layers. Finish cutting peach and 
lichee grafts. About the end of this month sow dahlia, balsom, early mignionette, sun 
flower, cox comb, polianthus, bybisens, holybock, lark spur, lupin, poppy, swcebsultu 
onion, cabbage, salsafy, canliflower, lettuce, and all the other seeds sown last month, 

SEPTEMBER. 

Continue to sow all the vegetables mentioned for August, Transplant early cabbage, 
cauliflower, hrocoh, beet, celery, endive, and lettuce. Two or three crops of peas may 
be sown during this month, if the weather is favourable, but not with much prospeC| 
•f success iinless sown at the latter end. 

Pens shonid be planted in trenches, in double rows, about two feet apart. TheJr 
should be watered by hand fur the first fortnight and afterwards flooded until they are 
two or three feet high, by which time the wiutei* dews will be sufficient to separate them. 
Peas require no manure, but should be planted in good soil. Sun-flower seeds for tbe 
winter should be planted now; but this flower grows all the! year round. Coxcomb 
larkspur and mignionett seeds might be sown. 

Avigato-pears still continue, and early loqnots, and sonr oranges begin to make 
their appearance about the end of this month. A speeles of hard, tasteless musk 
melon is procurable in abundance. Sow avigato-pear stones. Yonng potatoes 
1 n season. Tlie American cotton soivn early inf|bll fruit. Plant Cope bulbs, either 
itt the ground, or in very deep puts well drained. The turnips and cabbages are much 
infested by a small dark caterpillar which may be destroyed by sprinkling tbe plants 
with powdered lime. The rice begins to flower. Put down cuttings of geraniums, roses 
violets, ]ieart84:ase, etc. Flowers in great perfection. As most of the peach trees wil 
have lost their leaves, the roots should be, opened and exposed for 14 days, and then 
strongly manured. Potatoes should be sown during this month. Tbe whole of tbe grafts 
•bould lie cut this month, if possible so that they might still benefit by the showers of 
rain that fall at this time. 

OCTOBER. 

The remarks on last month apply equally to this. Continue to sow nil kinds of 
vegetable seeds in boxes ; transplant foom the boxes into lieds; and immediately after 
tbe first heavy fall of rain remove into beds, rows and trenches, more particular!} eelerr, 
beet, cabbage, knot khole, cauliflower, and brocoli. Care shonid be taken in fiimlly 
transplanting all tlie cabbage tribe this month, to provide against heavy falls nf ram, 
by making trenches to carry off tbe water. Crops of peas should be sown eveiy week 
or ten da} s from the lieginning of this moAth until tbe end of Deceiiiljer>,>peas sown 
after tlmt time s^-ldum pod. 

Onions and leeks shouldhbe sown during this month also, in light rich earth, rare, 
fully covering the seed. When leeks are a few inches high, plant them in drilM, eighteen 
I nt hes apart, and nine, inrhes, from plant to plant. As ^liey increase in sixe draw up the 
eaitli totheir stems, in order to blancii tiiem, as leaks are luucli improved by blanching 

Sow parsnips in rich deep soil. Trench the ground two feet deep, sow the seeds in 
drills one foot apart, and ihiu the plants so as to leave eight inches from each other. 
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The mdiiilifiilH for strawlierncs ulioul'l he pldnteil. Oranges besin to get palatable, 
this montb, aii.l the cuttiiie of the snaar-(nnf commcnceK IJvinials and native 
greens Iwr-ome plentiful, end the Inst rrotJof Indianrom is Kothered Tlie laj,- of 
Rie grafts slio'iild positively be eat and siicIh'Ts fransp’anled. Plant larKsi.iir, man ild 
sweel'Siilt'iii.niignioneltc, pinks, carnntioti, asters, and all annual plants during ds 
month. Propa'-'ule Ruraninms by slips, and sow all kinds of vegetable and tloner st ds 
over) six or eight days, ihronghout the month. 

NOV EMBER. 

Thisis the month foraeiivity Intbc vegetable gardens, as hilt few things .arrive t 
much perfection which are not plnnlml before the end of this inontli. The pi itu i) .a 
crops of pens should be sown during the first week; aud eontinue-d every «ix ilays 
during the month; also scarlet ninner.s, Freneli, broad and VVindsor I' hiis. Sow 
beet, kiinl khole, enbhnge, brneoti, and caiihlliiwers, in beds, and reinnve from beds 
into rows Tr.insplant celery aud remove into Ireiiches. Plant out artichokes and 
asparagus. 

The middle crop of potatoes should be sown nl>oiit ilie middle of this montli. They 
riioiild he plriiited in light soil, in which no horse dung is inived. The polntoe .should be 
cut ni cording to the iiiiinher of eyes, tal ng care tliiit each picre is of snlKcient sr/.e to 
nourish the eie, uiilil it routs—twice the size of a inuii's llmi.'ih nail round the 
eye, u >11 do well. Ulien planted, not more th.n.ii one inch, or one and a hall inch, of soil 
Bbonld he ptm ed over it; and it should not he watered ofteiter than once in four days, 
Kreti tlurihtz thr hottest ueather. ds it grows up, the soil should be hanked np to IJic 
stalk, (I'leal rare .should be iakea nolle give too much water, and not to put too 
■nurli soil ii|i(ui the potatoe when first planted. 

Tins is the last month in which the generality of ve,.etables can be sown syith 
advantage. Sow winter fruit seed.s of all kiud.s, except orangc.s. Oranges, guavas and 
pluntiiins and all Kuropeau uiid Cape vegetables are abundant. 

DECEMBER. 

In the beginning of the month sow Preneb beans, scarlet runners, broad and 
Windsor In aiis. Peas sown in this month produce scantily : Plant out lale celery 
from boxes In bcd.s, and remove from beds to trenrhe.s. Sow late calib.igc.s and 
knol-kliole; and transplant ns above. Vegelnble-niariow may be sown in the early 
oarf of this month in Iig Ilf rich soil Earth up the stems of Die plants as lliey increase 
n growfli, and peg the leading branches down al a joint, and they will strike root. 

Pol .does may be planted uniil the end of this month; but tlinse sown diiriog the 
drst foitiiight are most likeiv to succeed. When potatoes are planleil wlude, the 
firotluci is(iiinr lliait when they are divided into two or three pieces; hut the saiiie 
number of piitaloc-s jielda farlarguScmp by the latter than by the foririQr metlind. 
Potaloc.s should be planted in ticds fully exposed to the sun. In rather shady ]>lsi< cs I ha 
•rop is small; and when altogether excluded from the direct rays of the sun, they 
proiliu e nothing. > 

Europe and natiic vegetables arc plentiful during this month; and oIko all sorts of 
hriiiials, sweet.pot.)loc, yams. Fruits arc gcarce, except plantains, plums, goose, 
ben ies, guavas and oranges. Flowers of all kinds arc abundant. 

Agttodmnnili for sowing early rnusk.meIon aud dwarf cucumber seeds, ns well us 
peas, radish, and spinage , but tery few other vegetable seeds. Host of the exotic 
pjunts will also now he flowering.

5^, add to tba 
time indicated in that saiiia cotnmn, about 63 minutes for every hour after Iwi^ve, but 
should the dial show 6A., KA., or ilA., as many minutes must be deducted for every hour 
before IS. *

The two columns of the Sun's rising and setting include (he refraction, which causes the 
Sun and hit the heavenly bodies to rise on the eastern horiwon about two minute's earlier, 
and to set on tiie western, about two minutes later than thev would rise or set were the 
Earth not surrounded by an atmosphere. Refraction is not exactly of the same dura* 
tiou throughout the whole year, the duration is in proportion of (be obliquity of ihCF 
Sun's rising or setting. 

At the bead of each month, will be seen whether Saturn, Jupiter, Mars, or Vepitf, 
are visible in the Morning or Eieuiag, and on which days of tlie month (heae. 
Rlauets will be in boujunction } with the Moon, or with each other. 

When the tymliol (^) denoting opposition occurs, such ns on the 30th July, we are 
to understand that the Muon does not pass the Meridian of Calcutta, on that (eiviO day. 
This IS the case once, sometiinas twice in a Lunar month and arises frum the circum* 
stance of the Lunar dayheiug lunger than the mean Solar day,

And because the Moon does not pass the Meridian in every civil day. bat fajia 
to do so, once at le.ist in every civil month, apd as one Meridian passage of the U.OOA 
produces only two High Water tides, there are in every Lunar month not less thaq two 
high Wotei tides soioetimes three wanting; therefore on two days every inbnjh, fOiliAg 
sometimes after Midnight snineiimes after Noon, there is but one High Water given. 
The march of the tide-wave over tbe sarfoee of the ocean is of immettse rapidity,'the 
c;est of the wave uavelling round the globe m every Lunar day,. 

In aplace like Calcutta, so far removed firorti the Sea, the thlesare strongly affected by 
tbe moiisuous, occasional winds, the freshes, and varittus local causes, so that it will 
always remain an imperfectly solved problem to give the times of the High Water with 
accuriicy ; ft will always, however, be found that for any period there will bo only 
twice tbe number of High Water tides, as the Moon passes the Meridian. 

It should he recollected that tbe time of High Water is not thptt avhen thb ships' fn 
the river tuna round, but .that when the water is actually bigliest, which always bap 
pens abiiut halt an hour before tbe current is dianging its direction.

The divhion* of time, each as they ore p>reieM<ail lo the Calendar, ars com* 
posed of days, weeks, months, and years. The modes of determining these flivi> 
sione. have been vadinus amongst the nations of antiquity, and there ere stttl van* 
auons tn (iiese modes in the au^em world. 


The manner of reckoning the ns vs by the enrieni Jews, and which suhMstf 
ameng«t that people at the present time, is, te eommenee the day at a csrtaio hour 
Ol the evening, anil to dmsh it on the aext evening at the same hour. Thus ttiMr 
sabbAth begins on the afternoon of Friday, and is oonipieted on the afternoon 
of Sataniny. I'he Roman Calbofie ohurch tUo oommences ite Isettvnis in the 
evening; and this custom f» reteinsd amongst ooieelvee in aone oi our piopulisc 
observances, Such ea the eve of St John, end Cbristmaa eve. 

The civil day now commences at 12 o'clock at midnight, and lasts till ibu 
same hour of the tollowing night. The Civil day It distinguisheil front ihe tsuu* 
nonucdl day, which begins at noon, and is counted up to 24 hours, termingtidg nt 
the succeeding noon. This mode of leckonmg the dsy, is that used in the Nan* 
tical Almanac, and It sometimes leads to ntistaksS with peisoos not familiar with 
this manner ol computation; a lilUe consideration will obviate the diflculiy. 
Thus. January 10, filteen hours in astronomicll time, is January 11, 3 in 
mdrnmg. civil time tn France, and in moat of the states of Europe, as with uS, 
the liQuisflie counted up to 12^ from midnight till noon, andliom noon till mid* 
night. In parts ot Italy, and 6f Germany, the day is held to commence about 
siin*set, anil the houia are couoied on till the neat sunset. This mode le eery 
ivconventent to troveiters, ae the noon of the '* Italian boura" at the summer 
soliticoH 16 o’clocit, and 19 o’etork at the winter solstice. 

The English names of the days of the wars aro derived from the Sapona } 
and they partly adopted these naiiirs from the more, civilized natiaos ot antiqaitfr 
The foilowiog lagefiioHS origin ot ihe oncieni names has been suggested in' eou* 
neiion with astrooosatent seivnce. rheplanetaiy airangement ot Ptolemy wee 
tbue I. Satitm; 2, Jupitvr; 3, Vters* 4. the Sun; 5, Venus , 6, Mercury; 7 thn 
Moon. Each oirbere pUneis was supposed to preside, successively, over each 
hour of the 24 of each <lay. in the order above giveo, lo this way Saturn would 
preside over ibeAist boihr ot the first day; Jupiter over the second hour; Mars 
over the third; the hue over the loiirih,end so OP. Thus the Sim presiding over 
the fenrih, eleventh, and etgbleantii hours of the first day. would preside over 
the Atst hour of the second day, and carrying ou thoaerios.ihe Moon would preside 
over the first hour of the third day, Mars over iha first hour of the fourtn day, 
M^icury over the first hour of iho filth day, Jnpiier over the first hour of the siztii 
day, and Venus over tlio first hour ot the seventh day Hence, the names of the 
days yet useil in the learned prbfessions thfoughout Europe. The present Eugltsh 
names are derived from the Saxon

I he year, properly so called, is the solar year or the period of time in which 
the sun passes through the twelve signs ot the Zodiac, The period rornpCrses 335 
days Sf hottis, and 48 uiinutes 51 seton Is, 5 decimals, and is called the astronomi¬ 
cal year.

ttiH more correct, coneuUetl the astronomers of hia time, who fixed the solar year 
as days, 0 hours, comprUins, as they thought, the period from one veroal 
equinoji to another. The f^ix hours were set aside, and at the end .oi four years, 
formins a day, I he fourth year was made to consist of ^66 days The day thus 
added, was called intercalary, and was added tuihe monili of February, by doubliog 
the 2 itli of that mopfh, or according to their way of reckonina,. the tixth of the 
Calends ol Alarch. Hence the year was called Bissextile. This almost perfect 
anangement, which was denominated the Jatian style, prevailed generatiy 
throughout the Christian world, till the time Pope Gtegory X111 > The Calender 
of Julius Caesar was defective in this pariiriilar; that ihe solar year, consistinc 
of 3€.i days, .i houM, and 49 minutes, and not of .%.5 days, (i hours, as wassuppOseil 
in the time ol Julius Cssar; there wa^ a difF^renco between Ihe appareni year and 
the real year, of eleven mintiles. I'bifi difTi-renre at the time ol Uieaory XIII., 
had amonnled to ten entire days, the vernal eqiiinrix failing on the llih, instead 
ol tlieSUtof March, ai which period it fell correctly at the lime of the Council 
of Nice, in Ihe year 3‘i^. To obviate this inconvi-nience, Gregory ordained, in 
l.W'J, that the I.iih UciobershnuM be counted instead of ihe .iili, for the futurO; 
and to pievent the recuirence oi this error, it was fuilher'determined that the 
year beginning a century, should not be bissextile, with the exception of rite 
beginning ot each fonrlh ceniuiy. Thus. 7Ui) anil IHOO have not been bissextile, 
nor will i9(H)beso; but the year200<i will be hissexiile- In this manner, llireedays 
are reiieoclied in f^our hundred years; because the lapse of the eleven minutes 
makes three days in about that period. ' 1 ‘he year of the calendar is thus made, as 
nearly as possible, to conespond with the trun solar year; and future errors of 
chioBology aie avoided. * 

Tbe adiiption of this change, which is called the Gregorian, or New Style, 
(the Julian being called the Old Style,) was for some time resisied by slates net 
under the authority of the Seeof Rome. The change of the style in Biulahd,' wag 
establUhed by an Act of Parliament passed in 17,^2. It mss then enacted, tliafjhe 
year should commence on the i<t of January, insteoj nf March %.iih ; and that in 
the year l75f, thi^ d,>y 8 should he numbered as usual until Seotember K4, when tb« 
d ay following should be accounted the 14li of September, nmuiiog 11 ilays. The 
Gregoiian principle of droping one day In every hundredth year, except the fourlb 
hundredth, svas also enacted. The atieraiion was, lor a long time, opposed by tho 
prejudices of individuals; and even now, with some pcr.soi.s the Ohl Style is so 
pertinaciously adhered to, that rents are made payatde on the old quarter days, in¬ 
stead of tlie new. For this reason, and not m defi-rence to the picjudice, the old 
festivals are mentii.ued in the flntz'tb Almanac, The Russians still retain ilie Old 
Style, thux rrcaiing an inconvenience in their public and commercial intercoQiMt 
with other nations, which, we trust, that the growing iatelligeoce of Ihe peopt* 
will eventually correct. 

Duriog the permit in which France was a Reputdic, the anthoriiies inlrodueeif 
an entire uhan$e in the calendar, which was in existence in«re than twelve years; 
and IS inipor'aut to be noticed, as alt the pub'ic acts of the Freurli nation were 
dated aecoiding to this aliere«l style. The National Convention, by a degree of 
the nth Ocioher, 1793, cstahlished a new Era. which was called, in the place or 
the Chrisiian era, the eia of the French. The commencement of each year, of 
the first *• Ven'limiaire,” was fixed at Ihe midnight eommenring ihe day, oi', n hich 
the autuiunal equinox fell, as determined at the oliservsroiy at Pans. This era 
commenced on the 2‘2nd of Sepiemher. l79i, ol being ihe epoch of the foundadon 
ot the Republic; hui its establishment wsM not decreed nil the 4ili " Fiimaire* 
of the year It. '(4ih November. 1793). Two davs alietwafiU the public acu 
were thus daterl. This calendar existed litl the lOtli “ Nivocp,” year XlV. (ti,B 
3lsi December, 1SU5,) when the Gregorian mode of computalicn was restored.

It waa inatituted by the 
Churrb, to comineinorate the ceremony uiidei the Jewiab law. to which Chriat 
aahmiited. Oil the eiah’h day oi the nativity ; and waa introduced into the Liiurgy 
of the Church of £nt;land in 5)0, 

6. Epipftany.—The word Epiphany aiattifies oppcaronce or opparitien. This 
featival ia kept in commemoraiion of the " Maniieataiion” oi the Saviour of man* 
kind to the Gentiles and a ppears to have been first obaervrd as a sepaiale feast 
in the yeai Bid. 'I'he piinntive ( bnstians celebrated the Feast of the Nativity 
for twelve days, observina the first and last with the greatest solemniiy. From 
the pircumsiance of this festival being twelve days alter Christmas, it 1% vulgarly 
called “ Tweliih days.*’ 

$. Plough A/undny is the first Monday after the Epiphany, and received this 
appellation Irom Its having been fixled upon by our forefathers, as the period 
when they returned to the duties of agriruUure, alter the festivities of Christmas. . 

30. hitig Charles ihe rirtt's Afartj^rd'oin.—The death of Charles I., is cele* 
brated .as a fast ol the Church. 

FKBUUARY. 

y, Pnri/Ecotion.-Tbis day is kept in the reformed Chgreh. as a solemn festi¬ 
val, in memory of ihe Pur fication of the Viigin Alaiy. who suhniiiled lo-ihe in* 
yniirtion of the law, under which she lived, and presented the infanr Jesus in the 
Temple. The festival was ceiehraled m the Christian Churches with an abun¬ 
dance of light, and was oriainalty called " Candlenias l^ay,** as well as the Day 
ol Purifiealion. The practice of lighting the Churches baa been discontinued in 
this country since the second year of Edward the VI. In the Roinieli Church, 
the oiginal name and all ns attendant cerimonies, are still retained. 

' 8. Septuagesimit ^un'/ny.—Sepiuagesima Sunday, is a Sunday dependen 
upon Lent as that season is upon Ka-ter. It is to be considered as the ptepsra 
lion for the fast of Lent. Its observation was instituted by Pope Giegory the 
Great. The name of the first Sunday in Lent having been distinguished by the 
appelleiion of Quadiagc*ima. and the three .weeks preceding, having been appro¬ 
priated to the.iiradual introduction of the Lent Fast, the tliiee Sumlays of these 
weeks were called by names significant of li.eir situation *. and reckoning by De¬ 
cades Ctenths), the Sunday preceding Quadragesima, recieved its present title 
of Quioquagesima, the second Sexagesima, and the third Scptuagesiroa. 

14. St. Piufenttne. - The practice of '* choosing a Valentine,” as it is called 
on ibis day, is too well known lo need explanation. 'I he origin of this custom has 
been much controverted : it is indisnutsbiy of very ancient date. Valentine was 
a presbyter of the Church, who suffered martyrdom under Claudius 11. at Rome, 
A. D.sri. 

18. Shrort Tuesday,—After the people had made the confession required at 
this season, by the dicipline ol the ancieni Chuirh, they were permiued to indulge 
in festive amu«emenis, although not alloweil 10 paitake of any lepast beyond ihe 
usual substitute* for flesh ; ami hence arose the custom, yef pieserved, of eating 
pancakes and Intiers at ShrnvetMe. On these days ol amhonzed indulgence, the 
most wanton recreations were tolerated, provided a due regard was paid to the 
abstinence commanded by the (.'hurcb; and from this origin sprang the Popish 
<!arnivat. From the loose pastimea ol the age in which the Cernival originaled, 
are also to be traced the neaily exploded diversions of coch-ighting, and cock- 
throwing, 

’ 25. Ash Wednrsday —The primitive Christians did not commence their 
L^ftt, udiii the Sunday now called tiiefirst in Lent. Pope Felix III, ,in the year 
487, first added (he four days preceding the old Lent Sunday, lo complete the 
Bumher of faa'ing days to forty. Gregory the Great introduced the sprinkling of 
asbes on the fiist ol the four mldiiionat days, which give it the name ol Dits Cine- 
Turn, or Ash VVednesday. At the Reformation,'this practice was aboliahed, ** as 
being a mere shadow, or vain show.” 

2$. Afid/eat .Sundav. —This day received its appellation, because it is the 
inH&le Sunday hetwevn Quedrsgescima and Easter Snnday, It is by some called

THR CEUiSTIAL PHENOMENA OF THE YEAR. 

It is impossible for any one, lealried, or unlearned, to live ihioueh the yesr ; 
«r even through the nuiiiths or the day, without aoiicing the induuiife wli'ch ili« 
ehanging positions of the heavenly bodies, have upon fits own conpoit, and upon 
the staieol all ihtngs atoutid him. I'iiis i.s the book »l wondcrjiwhich,at the tirat 
dawning of reason, hoHi indiviiluals and nations, otiempi to read, It is .alway.s 
open; no perception is so dull as not to he able to iiace iia gieater lines; anu, 
fiom the magnitude of these, and the ntierriog certanny ol llieir recurrence at 
their regular tintes, and the changes which they piodnce upon eveiy thin|t that 
grows or lives. It IS difficult to imagine the existence of a mind, so itieuriouv a* 
not to from to itself some theory of Iheir nature and caiiaes. 

To a rountry like K.nglend. witerc the changes are so ireqnenl, and the e ti 
tract fo strilirng. the subject is cotiSUoHy, belore every body ; au>l hi it iri city o- 
on common, in hall or in lint, ihe season, the day, and Hi.' we.tiher, are amoni' 
the very fii«t topics of conversation. If even, ui Hi<* reiitie ol a crcwijBil ctiy, 
where Paiure ts, asic wlieie, es('.iuiled,.4{)ii man and art lulo .suprrine,—if there, 
amid all the dis; ta;'9 of maaulactuie. ail the buoHe and ui;c\iiir‘riei.s ot soeiet<y, 
and all the n*ws ol nations, the pbenoin^Ha of H'C day and the yeai can 
the attention, how mm h ino»e must they do^ this, to ihc reople who ina gcai- 
tered over the cnmtii y, and spend mos^ ol their i me in the <'pen an I I o all tneae, 
that volume, of which the Almanac is ihd index, iS'a d.iily book to itiin; and 
especially to those who have nut the advantages of education, it is the

In 
the eaily set's ot the wurUI, ami beiora reyeUtion bad eubstiluted a moral and 
intellectual system )or an ideal ami Sttpersti^iuna one the pbeaumena of ihe year 
and more eapecrsHy the luminaries iliat are attendant upon and produce these 
phenomena were acknowledged and wor'ihipped as gods--substuuted in the place 
of Jlim who-<« ips trunienls they aie, and who implanted in them those propeiiies 
and assiianed ihern those inotiuus, dn consequence ul w lnrli they produce there 
elfeoK In mouidine iheni for this purpose, there IS no doubt that the artful par. 
lioh of socH'ty employed ail ihetr ounning, in owler lo enslave the minds oi ihe 
mullitudH, and enable ihenmelves lo piofii by the darkness which they occasioned. 
But tl the »iiiiject KSelt liad not heeu the best adopted for siipersliiion, Ihe /try 
cunning winch made use of it would have necessarily chosen that which answered 
its purpo^el batieis, iSo far, however, as research can be made iniu the early 
history ol inankind the sun the moun, anti such stars as have any thina rcmaika- 
bfe in their appeaiaiice, have been thefintt ehjecis of adoialion; and that Adora¬ 
tion has alwiivs lieen the more marked, in pioporlion as ihe appearance ol ih« 
lumi'iaries have bt'cn li e moie varied. We find it much more in Ihe Laplander 
and the inhabuani of Greenlanii who have their months ol suiumer's day and 
wifiier’s riighi, than we dn in tho>a tropical euuntnes, wiiere Che day is always ot 
nearly the same lenc'ili and where fiooding rain and burniog drought are the chief 
phenoihena that very the year. 

But the superstitious adoration of the celestial appearance is -not confined, to 
the early and baibaious state of nations. When this superstjtioa was expelieil 
from leligioo and tile liiinirianes were deprived of Iheir godship, they did not at 
biiCe lose the whole of liieir i-ousequence ; but held then place as the agenls and 
^rhiters ol huinao destiny. Upon tins arose a sysieni of supeistitinn. which left 
.Pol a thing in usture. a member of the human body or an event of human life 
upon which It did nut by hold. 'I'he individual bodies had each their special 
virtues* their good or (lieir had infineiice; these were modified by the grouping ot 
be stais into constellations and Ironi the pusiHuiis of the sun, moon, and pianou 
among these there aiose other..compound influences till the system bocawe as 
complicaled as It was ndiculnus., So (irmly was this believed at one time, that 
A.oihiQg could be done or uudertaken without a previous con«ultation ot stars, to 
find uuj; whether it was their pleasure that Ibe iitsiie should be prosperous; and 
the aspect of the stais at a man’s birth was admitted to have ten times as much 
ioflueuee upon his success in lite, as his talents, his education, and bis conduct. 
Jfiiteed tt'liad much more; lor if it was not the pleasure of the stars..-aDd ihe 
levealing of that was committed entirely to the astrologer -the man could not aei, 
or bo educaied.. 0 T even bpin. If uqe wished to know wlielher any subglanco 
would anevver any^iurpose, he did uot try it, he consulted ‘lia muon ; and it any 
thing was lost aearch wa« not made lor it ihu iiioon was questioned through the 
medium of the astioioger, who always contrived, by his confederates Ip be in 
ppshescioti of as many lust things as kept up the credit of the cralt. 

By this most absurd system of superstition the reason and common oeuce Of 
the people were rendered completely useless; and which was far worse the foun* 
dation of morality was cornpltlely taken aw8y,Mbec’ause, il Ihe success or the 
failure the good-or the liad of human actions, did oot depend upon men them- 
eeives, but upon an unerring destiny, to be read in the aspect ot the ilais iheie was 
ap.end of all virtue and attempting.to do rightly; because, as the deeviuy was 
fixed, no elTurl on the part of the man could alter it—ipileed be could make no 
unless that was also set down in the aspect of the heavens at bis oativny. 

' When superstition haiUihusdestioyed both the intellecttand the morals of 
irtttn.'ktod, the al>sutdtiies into which il'led them were endless; and as any subject 
in',order to be worideicd at, requites only to be incomprehensible, the deiusipn 
.caine vei y geueraL Nor is it yet eradicfited. Language contributes a filtle to tfiis ; 
evHi the well informed talk about'•siaiff^-aud “destinies.” and thnke vrho_ have 
Ijttte information believe tb.ii these words have a Inei'al signification. The disposi- 
lion whijrti'all people have to pry into the futi'ie'also tends to perpetuate ’ th>s .«u- 
pbr^itiooi The proper key'to the futuie is inducioh fiotn'ihe past; lui the proper 
iphe bt' that supposes habits d( obsorvmg and rcksonine which cahit^ot yet be jegard'- 
id' ifeneral amodg the people of any country; so, they who caoiodt aplicipatq.ihe 
uttttT, by conoecUng it with ibe'preseat and (he past, still follow after ili« dela* 
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«t«B not only of astrologers-rmoon-ai^il-star nci«.n,->l>nt (onune’ieliine iinvostorf 
of allaortc; and tlie delusion U iielpe'l.in be, p»riietunte^f. l>y> }|)o«e pvbticaliOius 
in wliicii the nonaence of aatroloiey is s^ll retailed to ilic public. 

These circumstances render it necewary that the phenomena of the yeai ihobld. 
be explained in ilie most s'inple and philosophic manner ib«t tbe real causes .of 
ibose phenomena shonid be made palpable to the most et'dinnry capacily; ar^d 
that It sbonld be plain to every one, that there IS no mysiery 'n the mailer,•r'lhat 
the revolutions of the heavenly boilies produce the appeaiances of :he sea^oni, 
and nothing moie. The motives ol these have, in lact. no more inftuenre Upott 
the comitict and the rieetinies nf mankinri than the moiion ol a river towards the 
sea, or tbe fall of a stone to the Kioand, when it is not borne up by some thitic 
that can support Its weieht} and it would be just as rational to catmlaie the 
liairviiyol a man from the nio'ion of the 1 hames towanls tlie sea as from the 
motion of the moon or the plaiieia. Nay. tbe levolution ol a roach wheel upon 
the road had just as much to do with humao destiny as ihe motirrn ol the heavenly 
bodies; and when, in ils revotuimn upon the dial, the imnnie hand of a clock 
passes ovei the hourhand, that has just as mm-h influence upon ihe laie of naiions 
or individuals as an eclips of the sun or the moon. 

With the exception of the light and heat produced by the sun, and the light 
of the innoD, and still fainter illumination ol tbe stars, there is no reason lo itifur 
that the celestial bodies exert any influence, other than that of gravitation, upon 
the eaiili itself; and as their influence is whnllv of a physical natnie. it ran havu 
no effect whatever upon the minds or conduct of men, any more than can be pro¬ 
duced by Ihe natural or artificial motion of any Other suhstatices. So far as tbe 
luminaries make men morei^r |e«s comtortable at the lime they have an inflitubce 
—as the genial temperaiure of the day raises the spirits in the same way, and to 
the same extent that they are Iaised by a similar temperature of a common Are; 
or the light uf the moon enables a man to find his way at Oighl, just in the same 
way «$ he would find it by the same degree of lamp light; but beyond thw 
phtsical effects, iheie is, and there’can be, nothing. If the luminary is al 'lho 
same distance, shines for tlie same length of time at the same height gbove tbtr 
horizon, it matters not in whai sign of the zudiar or in what part of the heuvens 
it may make its appearance, any more than it signifies whether the fire by which 
one is warmed, or the lamp by which one is ftehled, is one of the east or tho 
west ol St. Paul's; and it would lie just as philosophical to calculate tbe Inltito 
destiny ol a man liom the " bo^se” in which he happened lo be boro, as from 
the*' house’' of the plant'is at Ihe time of his btitb. Indeed it would be much 
more so, for if intelligtnce and good Miise happen to be fords of ihe atetHdeni in 
the honsp of the patent, they aie veiy raiinnal grounds for predicting the' fOtiiro 
welfare of the child; and so. al-io ignorance disdpatlnn, anil vice to Ihe patent 
are far more malunont csperls lor the infant that has the misforlune to be bofO 
under them, tlisn anv configuration which either the atars, or any thing else ogt 
of any faintly can assume. 

'I heie was a lime when not the people merely hut the titled and the iearhod, 
were thrown i(ii 0 tfie greatest consteination by an eclip'^e of the sjn or ipoon, or 
tbe appearance nf a comet or the aurora librealis. And why ? Kerausetliey are of 
comparatively rare occuriences anrt when mankind do not bnnw the rait’onaf capse 
of any thing, thev always troia In themselves a snpcisiitious one A candle is' to 
the ininaiesol a room at night what the sani« to the inhabiianis of the earth do* 
nag the day; it gives (hem liglii.and, H the fiame he large enough it grves them 
heal. If, too, there be a minor upon the wall and tbe candle be so placed as ibat 
the light reflected by the mirror IS fhriine into a riKini which the candle does not 
illuminale, the mirror will give a sort nf moonlight to any one who happens to ito 
there, N.OW, if one of ihe family wdre lo stand hg'ween snpiher of Ihe family 
andifie candle,the candle-ihoir sun for the lime-wou'd he just ^ much eclip¬ 
sed to the One from wlie<e sight il were'htddep, as tho^sup of fhe world is 'whgn 
the hibon comes between it and Ihe earthand so 1 isd‘if any one pljpced himset- 
ip such'manner, as that his shadow fell uttoit the mirror, that mirrorythe Jem^pf 
rarytnohnbf (hose to ihedarV chambef-^fluld |w jnsi as much eclipsed, as ttia 
moon of the world is when the eartfi,comes between it snd the sun, deprives it,^o^ 
the fight of that luminary, and prevcon It from reflecling that .light to ihe eaith

0 / much leas consequence than the other. 

WitJt regard, again, to a comet, it is much the same as if one were'Mo come 
intfl'tlie room with a burning torch or taper and then go out again: an occurrence 
wjitch .coaid do no harm, u^ess the bearer of the torch were to run against cume- 
iiody or set fire to the house. Ko also, if the comet be a solid suhjstance, apd if 
ihflight which It emita be of the burning hind, (for cometa ate so distant, and 
romintie so short a time, that we arc unable to be certain about their nature,) it 
rinaiit if It came in contact wnh lire earth, shatter it as a cannon ball shallets a 
house,or born it aa a reddiol short or a shell does; but as tong as we are out of' 
rts way,-we are.jusi as safe, from harm as we would be it we stood on a , high cliff 
and saw rockets let off ten miles at sea. A rocket let off* in YatixbflU Gardens 
has juatas much influence on the fateol nations and individuals, as all the comils 
that ever appeared; and if the slick of the rocket happened to iail upon any 
body, it would have a good deal more. 

There was a time when the “ Jack-o’-the-lantern”—inflammable air over a 
fen, a piece of roHert wood, or a putrid fish—both of which, in a certain state of 
ipttevness, give out a gas which becomes luminous, was accour.ierl as something 
aiamiiig; but as every bungler in chemistry ran now {>ro<luce the same appear* 
ances whenever he pleases, they have ceased to be regarded with any degree of 
apprehepnon. 

Alf'tliese follies, with which people wasted their lime, disturbed their imagi* 
tVittooc;; and made themselves uneasy, resulted Irom the want ol a liitle—a veiy 
liUte^ober and ihdependent thinking. Effectshtusi he similar to their causes; 
And every subject which is matter cannot affect the minn in any other way than 
by affecting the body. The arsenic which lies buried a mite under ground, or 
that which ia contained in the stores ol the Apothecaries' Companv, is just as 
deddly in its nature as that which has, by accident, crime, or madness, got /oto- 
the human etontiach. _ But while it remains (here it noisoos nobody; and iWugh, 
by eootinualiy alarming himself about it, a man or weak mind might, io time, 
bijnp himself to he iieve that it would; and (iKiugh this aliould injure his health, 
ox eveiLfrrghleii him Io fteaib the aisenic would be quite innocent of the matter. 
Whal would even the most ignorant man now living think, if he were told. Hiat 
it a fdneh of gunpowder were to he stolen from the stores of the Grand Sfgnior, 
brought to London, and burned Bccordjoe to the rules ol art, it would tnsianrly 
blew up aB the magazines in Turkey 1 Well, there was a time when the hetial of 
such an influence io powder was far more prevalent than that ol the influence 
of the appeaiaqqgs of the year upon human life and fortune is now, 

' ^e sun, and moon and the planets and stars, are merely niassea of matter—• 
thanimate. and.’of course, wiihoui any power of thinking and acting as whofgS'- 
th'difth they may haVediffeient classes of growing and living beings upon ihenij in 
the same way that tlie earih has; and it may be, that while ,we are fiighieiiing 
Oureefvea with the changing phases of the moon, the people oh that Inmioary are. 
in tfie'aame alarcn at our planet, Bui bodiek placed at so gieat a. distance (roTh 
each other, as'th'e planets and stars »ie, can havje no influence upon each oihef, 
ravin| that of gravitation, and light and heat, which will, of course, change 'with 
e^ry 'change of posiiion and disiaoce. As, if'ihe moon be far north the-sky, 
iy’wjll be longer ** up.*'or above thehorigon, to os iii these doribern latitudes; 
if'it be near to the sun. on (be eastern able it will shine in the early part of' the- 
tyiilHf »,|f it be near, on the western aide, it will shine in the latter part of the night 
it ij tut'rlirectiy opposite to the sun, it wilLif.jOAt as farnonh-ift the sky, »is» at, 
s'l^iiitapd set at su’nnse ; if it bn fartber-h^lh, it will rise before the apn eeta,;

There are sotpe other particalacB id 'the moon'll appearancli, upOn wKiefc 
superstition is still apt to lay hold, anjl predict, il not eontetliitig as tn huntad lif*', 
at least sometuing; auuut the weuitiei which \» a let tile subject fur impostace.' Qpp 
oj them IS the position of the cusps, or points, of ihe now moon when firsf see,o'. 
Tliese are.alyvays both.at equal disiannes hom the sun, and,of coaiae, llteu Stantl'* 
ing straigltt,'or leaning backwards, or torwaidB, depends upon ihe..distance ^het 
the moon ill uorih or soutb of the sun. Any one cno see ibis by a veFy> sirnple 
eXpeihnent. Take an orange oi an apple, or any thing round, amt bald it in your 
left hand between you and thu caudle, only as tar to the lull aa that ihe light'wdt 
sliiiie on a part of it in the shape ol a new muon. Tina muon may be nvU'*^!; 
narrower or broader, acocoiding as you Imld it nearer or fmilier truin ifie I'u.c 
between you and ilie camJle. If you hold it just as high as die candle, the^hnu 4vf 
the points will be upright; M you move it higher the candle, tiie, linn will lean 
l>ackwards, more and moie as it is raised; and il you move it down lower than, tho 
aadle. the line will lean lorward, mure and more as it isluweied. 

Two other peculiarities of the moon, .that occasion a good deal of- speenlatinii 
among those who aieignoiant of the causes aie, " the harvest moon," 'in SepteHif* 
ber, and “ the hunter's moon,” in March; the fuinicr ,oi which, when near 'the 
lull, rises for several nights at nearly the same hour, and the letter, at the sam'o 
age, is equally lemarkahle tor the dilference between the tunes of ns rising. The 
moon moves tieaily to die same distance from the sun every day, but it, n'Oves tn 
a path, the 0Qe*iiHll of which is much nearer the north than the pih^r;,aad Ahie 
is the case also with the apparent annual path of the aim ; that luminary epp^r^ 
ing much nearer to the iiorih in summer than in winter. Thus, wh>‘h the inonjo i* 
iQjpying northward at the must rapid rate, it escapes from the lioiiaon northward, 
ami rises earlier; and when it moves southward ai the most repaid rate. i| up,, 
proaches to ihe horizon, and sets earlier. The full moon can^ he in tha.,foifn«r 
pbiltion only in September or Uciober, and tn the Utter in hi arch or April; aqjd 
hits the harvest ami hunter's moons are occasioned. 

Such are the principal changes in the moon's appearance; they are<ail tb bo 
explained upon the simple fac's of the rauiiuDS. of the moon and Ihh earth ;‘aq4, 
herefore, they neither have, nor ran have, any of those lufiuenues which superiili* 
ion, the child of ignnrance, ascribes to them. 

The planets being all much more reniotn ftom'the eatfh lhan the moon !s,^,an*l 
having little difference ID ihtrir appearances, saving What arises irorh IfieVf oWii 
motions and that of iheeanti rouml ilicsuii, have Intle abou^'iheni that "claims 
aiientton, as connected'with the appearances of the year. Influence upon the 
earth, upon the changes of the seasons, or upon any thing that in any way affects 
the comfort or the ordinary puri^uiis of mankind, they have ^ none whatever; apd 
therefore, the exjMaoaiions of their appearaiuvea and motions tnay very piopcriy 
be left to the study of astionomy. 

Thus, the only tiling that remains in order to complete this simple notti^e td 
the phenomena of the year, is some account of the annual uppearancek of'lhn 
sun-^ihat grand Bourse of light, and life, aud eujuyment. u all the animal and 
vegetable tribes. 

. In order that the whole may bo clearly understood by those who-have’'not 
iinuch kndwietfge OT geography and astronomy it may not be impropcr|io hegtii 
with the apparent revolubon of thhbeavens, every day, as arising from ihe ^al 
rutaUoii of the carih. Wlien a round body, luch aS'an orance. or a briliard baff, 
is made tO'Wbifl round in tho same place upon the table, by spinaing'ii,' although 
tbeie may be no mark upon it, one can easily perceive that there is one poiirt 
the midille of the upper part of if, round Which all the rest turns, just a« s 'wb«;el 
turns upon an axle; and if one could see it frinn below, rbere would be fobtid' a 
eiuutar pbUitui ihe middle of the upler part, round which thv whole wonld 'tie 
seen loturn. •These two-jiared potnit would be the poles of the bail Of- orance Uhri'd 
il^ we uffagine a line drawn fiUta the foe, through the ceuire to ihe'other, thqiVfffia 
would be the un* d/ wtution.

Gloetn on the windows ami doora of the room intended to be porified,'.e^x^jtpt 
llte one by which yon propose to retreat, and make np the apertnre <>f the chlO>- 
neyor Bre^plaoe, except for aboiit on inrh or two at the bottom. Having put 
three table spoonsfnl of common salti {muritate cf soda,) rubbed fine^Jntd, a 
ehaltow dish, pUre it upon the floor of the apartment,-"if such, a few hot oi;*- 
ders beneath It, the better; aitd than poor, at once, npon the salt, a quarter, bf 
a pint ot strong oil of vitriol {sulphuric acid)', retire, and close the room fur 
■orty-eight houra. lmiiie,diateiy the acid is poured upon thp-anlt.a pungent va- 
fioiir, (cA/ocme,) is given out freely, which is extremely unpleasant to hrg^thet 
and very riestructive to most metallic snri'riees. It is on this account that thg 
Operator alionId leave the apartment quickly, and that all the iron and brasq 
furniture should be previously removed. This vapour continues funning Tor 
many hours, and dilTusiitg iUelf comnletely through all parts oi tiie room, effec* 
tually destroys the matter on which infection depends. At the expiration of 
forty-eight hours, the room may be entered, the doors and windows thrown opeq, 
aud afire innde in the chiiiiiiey, in order that the apartment may be perfectly 
ventilated- It may thenbe safely occapied- The above quantity of salt, &c. if 
quite.soiioient tor a chamber of the usual size; for a much larger looin, doiddf 
the qnaritity, divided into two vessels, should be used. The meie.ly offensive odour 
f>l sick rooms, or of any other apartineuts, may he I'eadily corrected, by placing 
tn IheiD plates containing the ehlorosodiac solution of Laharaque, whiph is fow 
well known in this cooutry. 

Bnt no fumigation will be of any avail in purifying stagoant air, or air that 
has been breathed till it has been deprived of its vital part; such air mpst'^he 
driven .out, when its place should be immediately supplied by the fresh, pure 
atmosphere. The readiest m^nns of changing the air of an apartment is by light¬ 
ing a tire in it, Bn<l (hen thiowing open (lie door and windows; this will set 
the air in rnotirm, by establishing a correct up the ebimoey. The air which hqs 
Doen altered hy being breathed is essential to vegetable life; and plants, pideci 
by the rays of the sun, have the power tq absorb it, while, they theinsejves, at, 
the same time give out pure vital air. The process, going on by day, tim re* 
verse nl that described before, ns taking place during the night, is cootiouallj;. i'u 
operation, so that the purification of the stiiiosphero can only he prevepted by its 
being preserved in a stagnant state. 

In the country, there are other circumstances which reqaire to be uttended 
to besides cleanliness in the bouse, and the free admission of the air into .it at 
alt times. Care ought to be taken that nothing be allowed to exist very'neiir 
the house that can injure the purity of, or produce bunuddy in, the atmqspber^, ■ 
heaps of pvtrifying vegetables, dunghills, pools and ditches of stagnant watvi, 
privies and open drains, funiish a conatint supply.of the oihalations which 
produce fever. In hot seasons, especially, every breeze in siirli neighftqurf 
hoods most carry poison with it These tilings are morti too common before 
(be doors of cottages, and even of large houses Tlmse who build .honsfs (or the 
poor would do wrii to choose situations sufficiently elevated to allow the waters 
to be dtuined off with facility: without- this, they must stagnate and pdfrify to 
the'({auger of the health of the inhabitants.

NATURE AND USE Of CHRONOLOGY. 

Tho CHaoKOLoflY is made np of two Greek words, Ckrones, “ time,” 
sud Logos, literally “ word,” or “ descriptionso that the simplest deflnitioni 
m( its meaning is, tub OTOliY on TtHB.— or the narrative of the snccsssiou of 
recorded events, to their proper order, noticing the portions of time that adspse 
bweteeo ibeni. 
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N;iruaE ANO USE OF CHKONOLOOY 


As tbe past is out ouiv safs guuie /»r lira prasanr, and our only usefdt 
to the tijturr, tb« story ot itnio, or tbe coneidrratton of erenrs, hi I be' order ;n 
srbich ibey bsppeo, becomes a matter ot tbe iiimoet importance. l'>en to our 
tlieiely bialorical kiiowleiige, tbal la, our .koorrledje of tbe events ibemselre-t. 
end wiibout pay reterenoa to tbe coinpnnsim of them tot;etfaer, cbronology ie 
iinportauti beciauae, without that, our koowiedee ia not correct. Hut when 
we tyislt to tuiru our biarorioal knowledge to a praeiieal use, by reflecting upon 
tbe oausea ami results of human actiona, chronology beeomes indispensable. 
I be great practical use of past eventa is the efleots that the antectdent event has 
upon ibe cou4«9ueiit; and if we mistake I be order of succession, (and where 
we bare no intorinaiion we are niora likely to be wroag than right;,) we are in a 
worse condition than ifwebsd no informalioa wbai 0 ver,'^we ere in « similar 
conditio.'i to a man travelling along tbe road from f^oodoa to iJover, in order to 
arrive at LiverDOol, farther from t)ie object we wish to arrive at, than if w« 
bad not moved at all. 

Now. men seldom take tbe first atep'ill any art or science, until they are 
goaded on by necessity; and as tbe use of chronology is phiiosopliical, and 
thus does not appear till men begin to compare the former evenie with ibe latter, 
and draw conclosions. it cannot be known among very illiterate nations, and 
could not be known in tbe early ages ol the world. The memories of inbabi- 
tnnis of the 8outh Sea Islands do not extend backwards above an age or two; 
and even then they are vague, not sgieed about tbe events themselves Or ni- 
formed as to the intervals between them. Of the recorded events of the early 
ages, of the world, the iiiforniaiion is so very uncertain, that the most actiio and 
laborious inquirers into ibe subject are at variance. 

Dafore tbe story of time can be known, we must know semeihing of time 
itself; we must know how to compare two portions or periods of it, so as to be 
able to say either, that they are nt equal lengtli, or that the one is longer than 
the Ollier, and bow much Iqngei it IS. in order to do ibis, we must fix upon 
snme stand(ird of wbicb tbe leiigtb is kiiown ; and as we cannot keep a portion 
of n'lne by us to apply to oiber portions as we do a standard poutid for weight, 
ornstamlard busliel for dry measure, we rnust have recourse to some event 
which we have reason for believing duos not lake up a longer period at one 
ti'iiB than at uii< ther, such as the rotation of (be eaitli iipon-ais axis, the revi>^ 
•liituii) of .he moon round ihe earth, oy that of the eanb round the sun. Of tbs 
ahvolu'e equality of any |wo portions of time, wliatevar may be tbe evgnt by 
wbirh ibey are measured, vve. never can be cenuin; because we cannot be in 
possession ot two of them at once so as to cciiipHie i]ii.ni together. If we can 
find n j other difl'erence belwet'n ilie events, wo have no rvasnu to believe chat 
tbe times in which they happen are Of different lerigibs ; and this ncgaitie proc't 
is all that we can get, lu uMiis (be measures of tiinx we observe tbe same ine< 
thud as.wi;b other measures. (I the pcnud bi leas ijhaq a day, we inentiofi the 
ndrAbgit of hours, or parts of an hour, that aie in it; if. it be of roodenue length, 
saeli ks'thelifepf ainiin, we count it ui years; auil if it be lung, we count it in 
eer.iuriokt or fiundreils of years. 

'I'bougb to all natione, tbe various lengths of tbe day, ss arising from tbe 
r. trtiioil of tbe'earth';'ol the month, asarUing from the revolution ot the moon , 
aucl of tbe year, ss arising from the revolution of ihe eanh, be each (iep,e«i.dent 
upon tbe Bawe cause; and though, ve 'heather circumstances of jiisise csusits — 
tbotpocM over which those bodies pass, do nin vary much tbs same dav, or 
montb. or year, still they must be'of tbe sairte length to the people of all natioiM, 
anil there cannot be much difl'erenco beiween one and another, yet difiVreut 
aalions have had dilFerenl muiies of leckoiiing tbein. illoiue of those difl'ereoccs 
aro pointed out in Alt. I. " On the Calendar.’' 

When a nsiion came to such a degree of iii.forrnntion and, impoytanee,.as 
that it felt a desire of recording tbe events of it.s own hisiory, it generally began 
with some great evout, as a fixed point or kpoch, for which it eonirted (be' gea 
i|r suoeession of portions of tune, nil presumed lobe equal, and each equal' to 
(bat which tbe nation happened to tike for stsiidHrci. The day being the por- 
lion with which people are most fnmiliar, and ntsn the one of which the appear¬ 
ance ia tbe must sinking - lijfit uiut .larkneas hHlric the greatest of all con'rasi 
—most nations made the day tbe absolute mensure; but as tbe day is rather 
short For measuring lonr iiitervaU, they cenerallv bad periods of so many days, 
iiod of an many times ih<»ae again, rovreattnnding with, or rather having soma 
lesen,Vince to, our weeks, mouths and years. 
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Abah «xaot numbar of times of tbs roistiou of th« entih U not eontsmsd iu 
tbs rsi'oluLioo of tbe moon, anti aaen exact minrber ot limes of siibe^ this rota* 
tiou or tUis rsrolutiou la not contained in the reroliition of the eaitb i er*s9 
wbicb are reckoned in terms of eitber of ibese fixed periods, do not stErea with 
each otbar. In oibsr words, as days, Jiiuar niontbs, and year, are not ereti pant 
or tiiuliiplisk of each oUier, two eras whicb ure counted, one tn ao many times 
of one of these, end the other in so many trines ot aiioiber, cannot be made to 
agree, so as to point out the time at winch any erent happens, without 
correotiou for the fractional cliiferertcea I be period of time iit wliicb those 
fractional differences amount to an unit of the ahorter measure, ia Oklled »«yole. 
—&efc An. ii. 

Those nations among whom the Chrfaiiin religion has been disseminated, 
have, ever since Its introdiKtion, abandoned all eras, .save that which began at. 
^the birth of our Saviour. Tins is called the Cwuistian Kra , and wbep. the 
date or linmhst af tba year is spoken of in a soleiiin or formal niaunec, ibst'. word-i 
Anne iiomirii. or the contrartroii A. D., meSi'iing'* the year of the lAiid** are. 
prefixed to ibo uuiaber, to dislinguub ii from other eiaa. When we rount From 
the birib of our Saviour bach wards, we eitber put B. G., “before Gliriat/^ or 
Anno ante Vhj'istum, A. A, C., wbicb is lire same. 'Events are Bometiiues dated 
from th« creailull of the world ; and the leim Anno .tJundi, A. M.,thai is, “ y^ar 
of the world,’* prefixed to ilie dale i lint as opinion is divided as to tbs preL’i.ie 
date of the creation, ill terms ot the Christian era, the commencement of that 
era is considered as the preferable epoch. 

To find the distance of any event—if it he before tba birth of our Saviou'^, . 
edd the date of It to ihe dale of tbe year; if after, substract; the sum in the 
first case, as the difference in the second, is tbe tuna from the preaeoi date, or 
f .ie distance of the event. 

As tbe eras of tbe nations of antiquiiy have become obsolete, and ae the 
principal events in ibeir histories fabve been re'duded to (bp respective years of 
the Ghriatian era. either before or after the birth of oiif'Saviour, those eras are' 
needed only by those who read tbe writings of antiquity ; and, therefore, it n 
uot unoeagary, in the present case, to detail them. There is, however, one era 
wInch is used by a very large portion of tbe inodarns, the Hejita, or era cow* 
meiices ai the epoch of tbe flight of Mahomet from the city of Mecca to (but 
of Medina, wbicb took place in tlis 6SSd year of the Cbristiau era. The Meho* 
metan year is regulated by this event.

COINS.—Accouuls are kept here io Hupees, with their suhdi- 
visiuRs, Aaaasand Pie-, 13 Pie make I Aiiua: 16 Aooaa I Hupee. 

Tlie standard of llie Bengal luonej has ever been silver. Gold it 
ovcasiuitall; coined, but the great bulk of the curreucy is silvev-. 

There are various kinds of Rupees to be met with in Bengal, 
whost ilneness and weight are different, though their deiiuininati* 
o:»s are the same. From this, and from the natives frequently pimcb- 
tng holes in the Rupees, and illling up the vacancy with base metal, 
and the"* wilfully diminishing the weight of the coin after coniipg 
from the mint, the currencies of Ktipee.s from the different provinces 
are of different values. This defect has introduced a custom ofvm* 
ploying shroff's or money-changers, whose business is to set a valor 
upon these dilTerent currencies, according to every circumstance, ei¬ 
ther iu their favour, or their prejudice. When a sum of Rupees is 
brought to one of these shroff's, he esainines them piece by piece, and 
arranges them accordisg to their ffneiiess; then liy (heir weight; he 
then allows for the different legal battas upon Company’s Rupees, 
Siccas and Sonauts; and this done, the values in gross by (he 
Rupees current what the whole are worth ;so that the Rupee current 
is the only thing fixed, by which coin is valued. 

A Lac of Rupees b 1,00,000, and a Crore, 100 Lacs or 
1,00,00,000 Rupees; and in accounts, sums are distinguished into 
Crores, Lacs, and single Rupee*,by marks or divisions, as in the 
aforegoing examples.

hy Act N'». XXXI. of 1837, directing that certain Silver Coins iieued 
troiii the Mints within the Tcriitories of the East India Company shall

Thejortr 
vf (ixrha}ige \»t for these reasons, a somewhat ambigtious terra, requiring 
ro be ilistniguished under two more definite denominations. Ist, the 
par, which represents that case in which the pure ntetai con¬ 
tained in the parallel denominations of coins is equal. 2nd, the com* 
nu'rcial par, or that case in which the current value of the coin at each 
])U(’e (at'ier dedueiiug the seignorage levible for coinage) is equal: or 
iu other words, ,* two sums of money of different cmtntries are cemmer* 
ciaVy at par, while they can purchase an equal quantity of the same 
kuiii of pure metal.’''' 

Thus if silver be taken from India to England, if must he sold to 
a Ituliion merchant at the market price, the proprietor receiving pay¬ 
ment in gold (or notes convertible into it.) The Lomion mint is closed 
agrtinat the iraporler of silver ; which metal has not therefore a iiuni- 
mnm value in the English market fixed by the mint price: although 
it tins so ill Calcutta, where it may alwa\s be converted into coin at a 
charee of 2 per cent.

By stan¬ 
dard is meant the proportion of pure gold or silver which it contains;

Ministry. This tall and rise, in the relative value of money, princi¬ 
pally takes [dace whenever there is a paper currency.

As the Chinese have no gold or silver coin"*, but make payments in 
those metals by wei>;ht, this table applies equally to money and to 
weights of all kindx, excepting that, in money reckonings, nothing 
higher tnan the leaiig or tael is employed. The only coined money the 
Chiuesetiavu is the le or cash. It h made of a very base alloy of Cop* 
per, is round, about the size of an E'lglish fartliing, and has a square 
bole in the middle, by wiiich a tiuiidred or more are usually strung to¬ 
gether; on one side are CliiTiPse characters, denoting ihn reign under 
which the cash WHS ca^t; and on th^ oilier side, in those of the present 
dynasty, are either t'hinese or Mautcboii characters, designating the 
place of coinage. Under preceding dynasiies, two, Kve, and ten cash 
pieces have been in use, as well as other coins of various descriptions ; 
but the single CHsh is the only mill now current throughout the Em¬ 
pire. It is cast also in Japan, Corea, and Cucbin-Cliioa ; .and is clan¬ 
destinely imported from the last named place, to adarge amount.

The Mun (or that weloht to which it closely accords ju v.iliie. 
iiul to which it is legallv equivalent iu the new ficale) has been hi¬ 
therto better known among Europeans bv the name of Jiattir 
ftioiih but upon its general adoplion, under Hegulation VU. 1833, 
tbr ali.lransaetion.s of the Ibitish (ioverniiient, it should lie deno¬ 
minated the British IMai ni), (in Hiiulee. Vn^rezee to distin¬ 

guish it at once from all other weiglirs in use throughout the 
fouidry*. 

The Passi'ree is, as its name denotes, a five-scer weight, and 
tlnrefore should not form an integrant point of the scale; but as 
it» use is very general, it has been introduced for the contenienco 
vif reference.

Symptoms^ —Taste aerid and nnlailic ; tongue dry and parched ; con¬ 
strict iu 09 of the throat, and copjtery i roelationa; severe voiniiiiiff, or 
fruitless attempt to vomit ; dragging at the sloinack ; dreadtui colic ; 
Idack bloody stools, abdomen ilistended ; pulse smalJ, hard and quick ; 
syncope ; great thirst, anxiety, cold sweats ; scanty urine ; cramps, con¬ 
vulsions and death. 

Prca/wien#.—Large draughts of niillc and water to enrournge vomit¬ 
ing ; whites of eggs stirred up with walcr, tnken freely ; inflamma¬ 
tory synaptoins to be reduced on genpral principles, and iho nervous 
ikymptoms by anodynes and anti spaisniodics ; sugar |is not n specific 
autidote as Orfils, once promulgated ; but it may bo given with advan¬ 
tage, dissolved in copper. The lerro-cyaoete of potash is an antidote 
next to albimieu in efficacy. 

Tesfs.—Liquor aininontiia produces a green precipitate, which is 
re-dissolved by excess of ammonia producing a beautiful deep bliie-co- 
loiired solution. Ferro-cyanate of potash gives a brown precipitate. 
Oxyd o arsenic a grass green precipitate. Polished steel reduces it to 
the metallic stale, coating the article imiuersed with a bright film

Rijmptoms —Similar to ihusa occasioned by corrosive poisons.

Symptoms .—When taken in large quantities, it produces a sugary' 
astringent metallic taste ; constrictinu of the throat; pain in the region of 
the stomach ; tmintui, aud often bloody vomitings; hiccup, convulsions, 
and death. When taken in small, long-continued doses, it produces, 
what is called, painter's colic ami paralytic symptoms.

Oxit’Muriate or Sublimate {Rasharpur). — Calomel.—Nitric 0.vid, or 
tied Precipitate.— Bi'Sulphuret or Vermillion {Rurdnr). 

Symptoms. —Acid nietallic taste ; immediate constriction and burning 
in the lliroat with anxiety, and tearing pains in the stomach and boweU ; 
nausea and vomiting of various .coloured fluids, sometimes bloody ; 
profuse diarrhoea, and sometinoes a great difficulty in passing urine 
fDysuria); pulse quick, stfiall and hard; faiutirg, difficult breathing, 
cramps, and cold sweats ; great debiiily and death. 

Treatment. —Whites of eggs to be mixed with water, and one given 
every twoor three minutes, to promote vomiting, and by deedinposing, 
io h'sscii the virulence of ‘he I'oisou, Milk in large quantities, gum 
water or linseed tea, sugar ainl water, or water itself, at about 80“ 
Pahrenheit. Gluten as it exists to wheat flour decomposes sublimate, 
and should tie given mixed with water, Inflaniraatnry consequences 
slioiild be anticipated and sutidued by the usual remedies. 

7’t’sfs.—Mercurial preparations lieateil lortdness in a glass tube with 
potash, are decomposed, the qnick*silver being volatilized and condensed 
in small metallic globules in the upper part of the tuhe, if kept cold. 
'J'he oxy-oiuriaie is [irecijiilated while by ntunionin, yellow by potasli, 
and of an orange colour by lime water; lirown by nitrate of tin, and 
white by alluitnen mixed with cedd water. A few drops of solution of 
sublimate, i>!aced (ina bit of gold, form a silvery aiculgam on it, if 
touclied with an iron pin. The liydriodate of potash produces a beauti- 
lul vermilfion precipitate with corrosive sublimate. 

Tin—t^Qitlui ) 

ISturiaic used by Pyert, —Oxydor Putty Powder. 
Symptoms.—\\\s\c austere, lue'aUic} constriction of llie ibroaf; vomit¬ 
ings, with pain over tbe w-hole abdoiilen; copious stools ; pulse small, 
liard and frequent convulsive movements of the extremities aud lace; 
r-oiiieiimes panilv^is, and mostly death. 

Trciitmenf, —Milk to be given first in largo quantities, to distend tlie 
frtouiacli, and produce vomiting, and afterwards to decompose any 
TeiiiHinitiir poison. Inflainniatory or nervous symptoms to be subdued 
by blfpilinsr, warm baths, opiates, See. Sec, . , 

Tests. —The muriate precipitates gold of a purple colour, and it is 
itself precipitated of a bright yellow I’nlonr by strong tea, or^ an 
alcoliolic intti'.iou of galls. Albumen or gelatiu occasions a copious 
fli'ccub-nt precipitate. The oxyil is volatalized by heat, is soluble m 
nitric acid, and is easily reduced by calcination. 

ZrNC—(DrsTA.) 

Sulphate or White Vitriol—0.xyd{Svftud Tutiya). 

Symptoms. —An acid taste ; a sensation ot choking nausea and vomi - 
ing ; pain in tbe stomach ; frequent stools; difficult breathing; quick 
pulse; paleface; cold extremities, but seldom deaih (unless taken in 
very large qunniities) owing to the emetic properties of the poison 
J’/’ettfwewf,-—Vomiting, which is the usual consequence ol .poses of 
sulphate of zinc, to he rendered easy by copious draughts of warm 
water, and particular symptoms to he met with appropriate temeoies. 
Milk and albumen may be given as in poisoning with copper.

Oxialic or Acid of Su>jar. — Phosphoric.—‘Fluoric.—Tartaric.—Prussic 
or Hydrocyanic. 

iSr/wptomi.—Acid burning taste ; acute pain in the throat, stomach 
and bowels ; Irequent voinUing of bloody matter, which etferveaces with 
chalk or alkaline carbonates, and reddens litmus paper; mouth and ‘ 
lips excoriated, shrivelled wliito or yellow ; hiccup ; copious stools, 
more or less bloody ; tenderness of the alnlomen ; difficult brvathinp ; 
irregular pulse ; excessive thirst; drink increasing the pain, and seldom 
rptuincd on llie stomach ; frequent, but vain efforts at niicturation ; cold 
sweats • allprud rountenance; convulsions and death. If prussic acid be 
taken in laige quantities death is the immediate result ; in smaller 
qiiAiitities it pn^duees stupor, nausea, giddiness with loss of eiglit, and 
Muneliinessalivaiion, difficult breathing, dilated juipils, and faintness, 
wliii'h if not soon relieved, terminated in death. When applied to sores, 
or the snriiice of the body, incautiously, the same effects are produced ; 
all the sails formed with this acid are more or Jess poisonous. 'i’Le 
essential oil of the bitter almoml is a deadly poison, and smelling a 
bottle containing auihydrous prussic aci»l, proves instantaneously fatal. 

Treatment —"hUx an ounce of calcined magnesia with a quart of 
water and give a wine glassUil every tvvoMiinules ; soap, or chalk and 
H8ter*may beused until the magnesia can be jirocuntl; carlionaied 
alkalies must not be nW. Vomiting to be excited by tickling the 
tliroat with a leather. Diluents to be taken after the poison is got rid 
ol for some time. Inflammatory conseqaencos to be met by the usimi 

remedies. , ., . . 

If aulphuiic acid has been taken, water alone should not be given, 
nor should cwlctrtcrl magnesia, but the common carbonate of rnagnesnt 
may be given Ireely, ini.\ed with water ; there is too much lieaD 
renerated in the stomach, if the above cautions be not attimded to. 
<.!halU and wate.' should be given if oxalic acid has been taken ; if pnixsic 
acid has been taken, use emetics, or the stomach pump ; dash the body 
well with cold water; make the patient iiibalH ammonia or cliluriue, 
or any other siimulauts, and rouse the system in every possible way. 

Tests.— Sulphuric acid is known by its great weight, evolving lieat 
when mixed with water, Barytes throws down a sulphate, insoluble in 
nitric acid or water. 

JVifrtc rtcrrf emits orange colored fumes on the addition Of copper, 
and is changed blue l»y it; potash tnrows down a nitrate which difia- 
gra'es when thrown in the fire. Jt tinges the skin yellow. 

* Muriatic acid cm’Mi jmngent fumes; niirate »l silver throws down a 
white precipitate, soluble in ammonia, but not in nitric acid. 

Oxalic acid is ptecipitated by lime water, the precipitate being solu¬ 
ble iu nitric acid, but no excess ol oxalic acid. 
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Phosphoric acid precifiitates barytes end Jime water ;>the precipitaie 
*oliible in nitric acid, charcoai at a high temperaiura, 

evolving cerhoni<* acid gas, and phospboros is sublinjed. 

jpluoric acid pvHH out wtiicu v^^pourg ; h^at is evolved with a hisstag 
uoi'^Cf when water is added tu it ; it diggoives glass. 

Tartaric acid gives a precipitate with lime water, soluble in excess of 
acid, and in nitric acid also. ^ 

Prussic ac/d smells like bitter almond or peach, which is icsoliibie 
in cold nitric acid and leaves, it (ireuipitates nitrate of ailver wJiite 
when dried, and heated gives out cryauogier gas, which burn.-* a rich 
rose coloured flame. 


Alkalies, 

Caustic, or Carbonated Potash—‘Soda-~Ammonia {PJiar ka Xeemttk 
Snjt.) 

Symptoms —Taste acrid, urition«, and caustic ; great heat in the 
throat; nausea and vomiting o: bloody matter, which chaugos syrup of 
violet to green, and effervesces with acid ; if the carbonated form ot the 
alkali has been taken, copious stools, acute pain in the stomach, colic, 
convulsions, derangement, and death, 

7V^tff/»cnt‘.~Viiiegar and oth^r vegetable acids to be given largely, to 
neutralize the poison there ;'dilate freely vith demulcents, and treat 
iIIilamoratory symptoms with the usual remedies. Almond or olive oil 
may be given largely, for it not only makes Vomiting easy, but con¬ 
verts the alkali into a soap. 

Tests. —Alkalies have many properties in common, their solutions feel 
eoapy to the touch, change the vegetable reds and blues to green, and 
yellows to brown, reinaiu transparent, when carbonic acid is added to 
them, which distinguishes them tmm the alkfhlirie earths, barytes, stran- 
tian and lime. Niirate of silver is precipitated by them, in form of a 
dark-coloured oxyd, soluble in niiric acid. Potash and soda may be 
distiiigoished Irom each other by evaporating their solutions to dryness; 
potash will become moist by exposure to the air, while soda will remain 
dry. Ammunia is known by its pungent smell, and precipitates the 
salts of copper blue. 


Alkaline Earths. 

Lime {C1mnam.)-~Baryta Carbonate Muriate. 

Symptoms. —Violent vomitings; eurivuUious ; palsy of the limbs; 
distresi-iiig pains in the abdomen ; hiccup ; alteration of the countenance, 
and very early dpatli, when baryta, or any of its combinations, which 
are very energetic puisous have been talten, lime sometimes produces 
death. 

Treatment. —It lime water has been taken, vinegar and other vegeta- 
' hie acids are the best antidotes. 

If baryta has been taken, a week solution of Epsom salts should 
be drank pleuteously, to produce vomiting, and at the same time to 
decompose the poison, which it renders inert by forming the iiipoluble 
sulphate. 

If Epsom salt be not at hand, large draughts of water, acidulated 
by sulphuric acid should be given. 

yesfs.—Solution of lime change vegetables blues to grjeen, and is 
firecipitated white, by carbonic and oxalic acid, while no ebange is 
produced on it,by sulphuric acid ; its salts are d^’composed by the 
fixed alkalies, which piccipitaie the lime, but not'lhe ammunia. Pure

Test'f. —It’nitre he thrown on a fire, it deflagrates; if powdered 
and sul|ihuric acid he poured on it, it gives out nitrous fumes; it is 
decomposed at a high tpinppratnrp, giving oi)t oxygen gas. 

Mvr'ate of Ammonia or Sal Ammoniac —(Nuuslutda.) 

Symptoms.~V,KKe^«\vet vomitings, with convulsions and general 
stiffness of the muscles; grci.t pain in the bowels; early alteration 'of 
features, and death. 

Treatment .—Large draughts .of warm sugared water, to eicite 
vomiting, and the throat tickled with a feather,

poab; .if rubbed up with quick lime, it gives out the fumes of ammonia, 
u solution at it in water is preeipitateri ivhite by nitrate of silver. 

Iodine. Uydriodate of Potash and Soila. 

Symptoms, —Ihirniiig sensation and constriction of the throat; 
bilious vooiniiigi'hearthuni, salivation, pain in tbe eyeballs, obscured 
vision, palpiiafum, tremor, paralysis and death. 

Treatment, —Mucilaginous drinks to be given plenlifnll}', and large 
emollient clysters to be throwrt up the rectum.

Tests. —If phosphorus, ortho rejected contents nf ths stomach, after 
it-faas b«tn taken, he boiled in a retort, (with its beak tinder water,) 
with a solution ot caustic potash, pliosplioriUed hytlrogen gas is foimed , 
which explodes, with a green fl ime, as soon as it reaeliea the aurlace 
ot tbe water. > 

Azoohol. —(Sh/ah MoJiuter .) 

JBranely, friites, andaa Spirituous Ligwrs. 

Symptoms. —1 aloxication, and when taken very treely, corardete 
inseiifihiiity. Apoplexy, paralysis on one'side, eonntenance swollen, 
and dark red colourbreathing difficult, often siertorous with a pecu- '' 
liar puffing out of the (ips, cndigg very frequently ia delirium tremens, 
aitd sotoiximeadeath. 
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By smelling the breadth, you may readily diatingnUh the symp- 

toms troni tho«e of spontanfoas apoplexy. 

Treatment.— grains of sulpbaTebf zinc should be got into 
■jhe stomach ns soon as possible, and if the person has lost the power of 
swallowing, a flexible tube should be the means of ronveying it ibere, 
limiting should he induced, by ail possible means, such as large 
draughts ot warm water, r.lystei8 of salt and water, shoiild be thrown 
up the rectum. The patient should be placed erect, and if the counte- 
nance does not improve, the jugular vein should be opened, cold wet 
clbibs applied to the head, particularly if the body is hotter than natii* 
ral. If the extremities become cold, warmth and friction shoiil.d be 
'perseveringly used. 

If vomiting cannot be excited, the stomach pump may be had 
recourse to,

afterwards insupportable; a sort of intoxication; stupid air; pupil 
of the eye dilated ; furious or lively delirium; sometimes pain, con¬ 
vulsions of different parts of the bof! 3 ’, or palsy of the limbs ; ,pulse va¬ 
riable; breathing quick; great anxiety and dejection, and if not 
speedily removed, terminates in death, 

When nux vomica is the poison taken, its symptoms are very 
similarjo tetanus in its worst form ; the slightest thing throwing the 
palienWiitfr horrible convulaions. 

Datum ainmoniurn produces hlindnew, and a peculiar creeping 
of the muscles belonging to the extremities. 

Treatment.—hn active emetic should he given and repeated every 
quarter of an hour, until it has effect; but in case oi had <ayi^''pl 0 ios 
presenlitig themselves, it would be ndvisahle to have recourse to the 
etomacli pump. Large and strong clystqxs of salt and walrr siioHld he 
thirownup, to assist in getting rid of the poison, and after vomiting ceases, 
strong purgative.s may be given. I f the drowsiness, which is aqpnetintes 
jft-tlte extreme, and the insensibility bordering on apoplexy bo not 
rentsdied by thes^ means, lose no time in applying "bisters t^ter the 
necl(, chest, and legs. In absence oi blisters mustard poultices in«y be 
applied. The warm bath should be had recourse to, and if all faiJ^ 
oped the jugular vein. > If the natural temperature of body sink, friction 
anoutd be perseveringly used. Alter the |ioi8Qn bps been completely 
evacuated, a tumbler of vinegar may be given h 8 a drink ; but 'on no 
aeCoWnt mmt the vegetable acids be given, until yOa feel sattsfled that 
the 'fioiioa'ik got rid of. Rouse the patient by , a very means in' your 
power.

, Symptoms .—The general effects of this class of poisons are an acrid 
pungent taste, with more or less of bitterness; excessive beat; great 
dryness of the mouth and throat; violent vomitings, the effect l>eiii|p 
continued after the Stomach is emptied ; purging, with great pain in the 
stomach and bowels; pulse strong, frequeni, and irregular; breathirg 
difficult; appearances of intoxication ; pupil of the eye dilated; insen¬ 
sibility reeeuabling death; pulse gradually dies away, and death .closes 
the scene. 

If applied externally, many of them produce violent infiamittation, 
with eruptions of peatules. 

Plants, whose flowers have fine stamens, one pistil, one pemi, and 
whose fruit is of Ihe-berry kind, may at once be pronounced poisonous. 
The uobe^lerouS plants which grow in water are mostly poisonous. 

ireatn^nt .—If the poison causes vomiting, it may be rendered 
easy by large draughts ot warm Vater; but if insensibility comes on. 
Without vomiting, 20 grains of sulphate of zinc should be given, and' 
repeated every quarter of an boor, until it has effect; and when the 
stomach is well emptied, a brisk purgative should be given.' After, the 
poison Is j^t 'r^ of^ a strong infusion of cofleet or vineghr dilated with 
water Inay be given. Camphor, mixed with ether, may be given, and 
if inseiiHhiliry be considerable, apply blisters and friction, as recom¬ 
mended ill the treatment of narcotic poisons. Inflammatien to be , 
treated on general principles. 

Teste.-^li Lull Chitra be the suspected poison, the matter should 
be treated with sulphuric ether, and shntceii well in a long tube, SMled 
at one end, the etberfal solution decanted, and any alkali thrown in tt* 
a test, when, if Latl Chitra be present, the solution will tarn to a deep 
red rosy colour. ^

after stale fisli hcen eaion, at; ihe stomach is fctt, with 

slight gifldincss afKl.i'siin in the It-Jifl, ami u sense of heat about the 
hf'Bfl and eyes; eiwj-idt'nihh* thirst; often an eruptiou of the skin 
(urticaria), and in many cases death has followed. ^ . 

Treatment. —An eni* tic. simuld be given ijntiiediat^Iy, and repeated 
until vomiting takes piece freely; after whith active^ purgUtivus should 
b« given. Vinegar and water may be drank after above remedies 
have operated, and the body mav be sponged with the same. If spasms 
eosue after purging, 100 drops of laudanum may oe given to an adult 
patient, and if inflummation sets in^ reduce it on general principles.

part; or a Uttfe sugar placed over the v/onnd ; or a rag mqistened with 
salt and water may be ap[died till the pain ' is removed ; five or six 
drops of ammonia may be given internally, mixed with half a wine 
glassful of water, or a little wine may he given. The pain may in 
general be removed by strong pressure over the part affected With thu 
barrel of e small watch key.

' sopp«™dna and gangrene (mortiBcatioo) follnwed by death. 

Treaimmt. —Apply a -ligature above the wound ; enlarge the 
wound,, and apply a cupping glass. Give the patient 50 drops of.tan-' 
dqnum-tfap adult, and repeat it every half hnnr fov 3 doaes, taking care 
that the patient is kept walking about, and does-tiot lie d'owtV 'tP sleep. 
«lf cold and clammy, give ten grains ot the carbonate; of - atmimnia'in a 
wine*g1assfnl*ol campborand repeat every ball hour; Or some warm 
berndy and water.

Saliva',OF THE Rabip Doo. 

SymiHoms.-—At an uncertain interval after the Lite, 'Sgencrally. 
however, between the twentieth day, and three months, |)(iiu or uneasi¬ 
ness occurs in the bitten part, though the wound may have been iooE 
healed. Anxiety, uneasiness, langonr, spasms, horror, disturbed sleep, 
dittienlt rtspiradon succeed, and are soon very much increased. Violent, 
eonvulsioi.s afifiut the whole body, liideonsly distorting the muscles i-t 
(be bice ; llieejes are red and protruding; the tongue swells, and otte.; 
lungs out, and viscid saliva Hows from the mouth. There is pain in the 
.stori!Re!i, wifb bilious vomitings;a horror of fluids, and an impossibility 
ot r.wAll(in;r.g them ; all these ey iiipioms ere aggravated till tliesulierer 
is rcl’pved by ileath. 

TreahnenU —Hydrojihohia is more easily prevented than cured , 
indeed it ISoxtrcrnely doubtful if it ever iiaa been cured. Mercury, 
e.rsGnie, o|dohi, musk, hemp, camphor, acids, wine, vegetable and 
mineral alkali, various herbs, and many other remedies luve been 
tiifd, but lOioe can he relied on. Large blood-lettings, the warm 
and cold hnfii, and almost all other remedial agents have been 
tried without success. The bitten part should be comjdetely cut 
out, even tiiougii it has healed—if the symptoms have not yet 
coiut^ on, the pari should then be immersed in warm water, or washed 
with it as long as it wilt Ideed : the cupping glasses may he applied, and 
after the most persevering abloiion, caustic should be applied to every 
part of the surface, and then the wound covered wiih a poultice, and 
sufl’ered to licul Uy granulation. No milder discipline can ensure 
safety.

Treatment of Drowned Persons. 

llemove.|,he body on a plank or hurdle, with the bead elevated, to 
the nearest dwelling hou.se ; or if it be very far, to some other pl^ce ; 
first strip it of the w-'t clothes, rub it dry, and put on the spare -clothes 
«if bye-standers. This is to prevent evaporation, and consequent reduc¬ 
tion of heat. Place it between warm blankets, end keep up the tem¬ 
perature by application of dry heat in every possible way. Water 
extinguishes life, as it does fire by keeping off the air —therefore restor¬ 
ing air to the lungs by inflation, ie the lu- ans most to be relied upon ; 
and should be commenced without a moment’s delay, and continued 
perseveringly during several hours. This is best accomplished by 
pressing tbe^ tongue downwards and forward?, and passing a small 
curved tube into tlie gullet (larynx), and attaching a pair of bellows to 
it, (the Bengallee goldsmith or tinsmith's bellows will do), or in tlift 
absence of bellows an assistant must blow into it—to di:.tend the lungs, 
which must be emptied by pressure with' the head on the chest or 
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t.ellv—these exiwdients should be done Rlfaruately so ea to 
ar^rnrsl breathinpf. U oxygen gus could be used instead ut atiuo? 
jii.eric air, it would be prelerable. 

Friction with warm flannels should be goingon all the while, and 
Rititnonia applied to the nose. Warm clysters, with salt and mustard, 
or of brandy and water, may be thrown ii|>, and warm spiced wine gut 
into the stomach, by means of a flexible catheter and syringe—not to tie 
attempted without such instruments, till the patient can swallow. 
Bleeding must not be had recourse to, unless the face be very dark, 
and the limbs warm and flexible. Tobacco in any form is useless, an<l 
very dangerous. Opening of the windpipe, (Laryngotoiny) may be 
had recourse to, if all other means fail to distend the Jungs. Electricity , 
nr glavar.ic electricity may be used, passing the shocks through tiie 
heart. 

The body should be insulated from the earth, by placingit on a plank 
of wood, supported by quart bottles perfectly dry, on the outside. It 
recovery happens, small quantities of light nutritious food may be given, 
and perspiration kept up by warmths, and tepid drinks. 

Treatment of Persons Hanged, 

Bemove the ligature as soon as possible, and act as for drowned, with 
tlij exception of openiug the jugular vein, and removing, if possible, six 
or eightouiK'es oi blood. Death i-i caused rather by suflbcntioii than 
apoplexy, therefore the lungs should be supplied with air without 
d'^lay. 

Treatment of persons supposed to he dead hy Carbonic Acid Gas, and 
other poisonous ex/ialatious. 

If the body retains its heat, expose it to the air, and dash eold water 
over the head, neck and breast. The lungs should be inflated, the nos¬ 
trils stimulated, aiul if the veins of the neck appear lull, some blood may 
he removed from them. If the temperature ot the body lie below the 
natural standard, beat must bo ajiplied instead of cold, and friction may 
bo useful. 

Treatment of still barn Children, 

The lungs must be persevrringly inflated, by means of a quill, or 
small female catheter,-the heat kept up by warm flannels, or immersion 
in warm water.* Stimulants may be applied to the nose, and pit of the 
stomach, and gentle friction should be used. 

Treatment of Persons Struck hy Lightning. 

Inflate the lungs as early as possible; apply stimulants, more 
particularly gentle electrical shocks, passed through the chest, and 
along the spine. Keep up the temperature by external beat, and get 
warm cordials into the stomach, by means of the flexible tube and 
syringe. 

Treatment of Persons who have been exposed to IrUense Cold, 

First use gentle friction with iced water, but in case this is not at 
band, use the cold bath, and whilst the person remains in it,'small 
qaantiiico of warm water must he added at intervals, so as to raise the 
temperature gradually, the friction being continued. The Jungs to be 
inflated ; warm wine, or any other warm fluiil to be given, very cau¬ 
tiously a i first, and solid food to be withheld, for some hours alter 
recovery.

Act No. III. Dated Fbbrcart 15,1045. 

An Act efstinj Courts of Appeal iclih the discretion to retire or dispense 
with Security for Costs from the AppeHnnt. 

AVIiereasit is not now by Lnw necessary within the Territories subject to tlie 
Presidency of Fort William in Heiigal, to take any Security for Costs in Appeals 
before the Sodder Courts—and whereas no Security for Costs is now required by 
J aw III Appeals from the decisions of MoDusiifs, nrwl'wliereas it is expedient that 
A).peais from dl C'Urts should be put ill this respect upon a nniforin footing; — 

It is therefore heroliy enacteii, that within the said Territories it shall not be 
necessary in any Court of Appeal of t1i<> Eist India Company to take any Security 
for Gnsts.'hut it shsU he in the discretion of every such Court: of Anp'eal to de¬ 
mand Senurity for Costs from the Appellant or not, as it shall see fit, ^fore the 
Respondent is enlled upon to answer,—any Law or Regulation to the cOMtrary 
notwithstanding.

An Act to amend the Law regnrdiatj the Registration of Deeds. 

I, It is Iierebv enacted, tiiat from and after the passing of this Act Deeds 

inav he registered in any Registry Office within the Presidency of Fort William in

II. Provided always, and it is lierehy enacted, that when the Registry Office

thesaW Office to forw trd to the office of the Diatrict or Districts In which the 
whole or any part of such property is situated, a copy of thh Deed 89 registered 
and endorseii in his office, the said copies to be fnrnish^ and attested as prescribed 
inCIrtiwp First, Section f. Regulation XX. 1812, and the. Register of any office 
receiving such copy so forwarded, shall dnly register the same as if it bad- l^eq 
presented to him in the first instance by the'par ry registering. 

. III. And it is hereby enacted, that for every such copy required fbr.trapstnis- 
sioft to any offiee’hs aforesaid the party registering shall pay the nsnad'fw;

Whpreas by an Act passed fh the third and fourth years of tbe reiftn of 
Hie Mnp'Sty Kitifr Wiltiam the Fourth, intituled an Art for rffbctlng an'arrAn^'. 
ment with the East India Con^any and for the better uovoriinient of Hffe Alajee* 
ty’o Indian Territories till the Thirtieth day of April, One T}>aii«Hnd Efght liun> 
dred and Fifty'fntir, ir was Bmongat other things enacted, that it wontd be lawriil 
for ihe Ooverher General of India in Cntineil, (rora time to time« to make Artldek 
of War fur the government of the Native Otilcers and Soldiers in the Military 
Serrice'flf the Companv, and for the adniinistration ot justice bv Courts Martial 
to be faolden on sucli officers and Solilieis, and such Articles of War frafn time to 
time to repeal or vary and amend, and that such Articles of War ahoald he made 
and taken notice of in the s me manner as all other the Laws and Regnladoiil td 
be made by the said Governor (ieneral under the said Act, and sliouid prevail and 
be in force and should be of exclusive authority over oil the Native Offii^ers And 
Soldiers in the said Military Service, to whatever Presidency such Officers a^d

officer (to be called the auent fur the suppression of Meriab Sacrifices) and his 
suboidinates, as shall from time to time be appointed by the governiiiuril oi Bengal 
in that behalf.

«x«rcl|ed by the president in council daring the absence, of the govgrupr .ganerul, 
and excapt (ha power of making laws and regulations. 

And U is further enacted, that this emt sliall commence froita the day on 
whidtU shntl ho notified by an order publislied in the otfidal Gegette, that the 
governor general has qtutted Calcutta Cor the purpose of to proceeding as aforesaid.

.'ipplyfbr, and obtaiit, uiir permission either to return to hU duty or to resido 
a farther time in Europe, failingin which he shall be liable to be strush o0 the 
list of ei'vil servants. 

That the act of the 33d Geo. 3d. Gap..53. Sec, 71, as it respects civil servants 
applies ^nty lo cases of sickness, infirmity, or inevitable accident, and that no 
civil servant be hereafter considered eligible to return to the service affer fi^e 
years absence under that enactment who has failed to obtain from us agreeably 
to the foregoing regulations, an extension of leave under the circumsUrtccj 
rererti^d to in the act

the proper division, .shall b> him be forwa'ded to tlie Collector of the disriict 
where it is ordmaiih pa> able, and that offi> e shall, if it be duly receipted, »|tie 
dnd transmit to the officer a bill for the amount as per audit, pat able to the 
individual at the Treasury of the place wheie he may lie rmplojed on dpty. 
Such btiia to begra»ted,at par without any char, e of hoondepp. 

This complex piocess is sometimes superseded by laking fbe certificate of 
the officer himself (opou Iwnor) and by passing a bill with »he charge of one 
per cent, if eominu within the oilier rates, and that of flth June 1834,

The bills aramed under lliis rule to Oliicers who may be on leave on account 
of privuie affiira will be subjected to a premiuin of one per cenr. Bills ffrant- 
ed to O'fi.-ers who may be abseni on medical certificate will be exetnpied from 
such piemiutn.

The appointment of writers appen s t i l>ave been oricinaily eatabUshed by 
CO Act passed in the 24th yeai of his late blsjesty. Geo. Ifl. Cap. 25, f*ec. 43 
preseribimr admissions betwi-en the B.es of 15 and 22 years. 

The Act 47tli of Geo. Ilf. Cap. 68, prescihed ilie passing of two years 
or four terms in (he Coilet'e esto li*lied in Enciand for ilte education of such 
persons as were intended for the C'vil service in India, ‘ and so much of the 
lime spent ihe'tin alter tiie age of 17 y< ars shall be accounted as lime actually 
spent to India.’ Tliis is kv q'jalify Hum to draw certain salaries under the. 
Jinaiiafions assigned io pr« vioiis .Vets.

PRECEDFNCE IN OFFICE. 

The last Act on this subject makes, it lawful f>r the Government of India to 
appiiint any meritorious civil sevant inidei the rant; «'f membc'^ of emmcil t<; 
fO'irts, Boards, and otlicr nfHcal estalxisbinent in which several servants hold 
office collectirrlr, and ortlains “ that .«ucli seivant shall take precedente nt or 
in such courts, boards. Sir. acco'ding to the scnimjiy of his appointinent a* a 
meinher thereof altliouuh he may h'liby not take precedence therein according 
fo the seniority of his appoiriiinent in the service.’ 

IIAU.EVm:RY RANK. 

The Act passed in the 10 h yeirsof Geo. IV'.cap, 16 h exten-ted the pri¬ 
vileges Ritinted by the Act 47ih of fteo. III. cap, fiS in favci' of young men who 
may have spent « le.ss time than two years in the college establ'shmcnt in Kitg- 
land, and enacted ‘ that all sncli time not evceeding two year'^ bon.a fide «pend 
in that college after the age cl 17 years, on proceeding to India, shall be ac¬ 
counted as time spent in India, in regard to offices, places,^ and employments, 
wLicl- such persons ate entitled to be appointed to hold, the saharies, perqui- 
rites, and emoluments whereof shall not exceed the sum of one thousand five 
hundred pounds per annum.’ 

KANK OF CIVIL SERVANT.S hETL'RMNG TO INDIA AFTER nVF. ri.AR.s’ ABSENCE 

IN rtJROfi;. 

When and as often as any person having held any civil situation in India 
j'n the service of the said company, and having departed from India by legve of 
the Governor in Coiiticil, or Governor in Counril, shall he resorted to ih'e said 
rotnpany’s service after an absence of five years from the lime of sudi depar- 
tn#e; sugli'pcrson from and after Rucb restorations shall take rank and prece-

N. B. The order of Rank is'Sjow settled by tlte hon’ble conn and llio 
Of»vernments of India are informed hy periodical communications specifying 
the names of Writers, the period passed after the age of seventeen, the date of 
the court’s order and that of sailing for India, with a reference for Rank to the 
i;er(iiicates held by the individuals respectively. These data howevet do not 
appear to indicate any change in the mode previously adopted of Cdmputing 
seniority by actual service with an allowance of time passed in College in 
England. 

Temporary absence under the furlough rules, docs not interfere with tlie corn* 
piitation of original rank or seniority in tlie .service, unless .such ahsente be pro-- 
longed beyond five years; in which case restoration hccome necessary. HeiKS 
ail the period of non-residence incidental to those lules or not exceeding I ve 
years at any one time is included in that of seniority. 

Temporary absence f.oin the picsidcncy to which the officer belongs, tv;th 
the express leave of the Government ot India, limited by rule to two years is 
likewise included in the period of seniority, or so long as bo may continue within 
the geograpliical limits of such leave. But :<ny absence wiihout such ie-sve 
must be held prejudicial to tank as also every refusal to renew the term thereof. 

Withdrawl from the seivice by a Civil Servant joining any mercantile 
concern or firm has been lield a relinquishment, or sunender of the original as 
well as the local appointment, and all rank in the service cease.s tliencc-forwaid. 

Such surrender involves a necessity of fomial Restoration by the aulWuiea .at 

Home. Upon such re'.iovation the loss ol lank would follow unless it be made 
express * without prejudice’ to it. 

Suspension or removal from the service affects rank under the provisions 
nf Act 5dd of Geo. Ml. sec. 8.3, which enacted, that ‘no restoration by the 
lion’ble court of any servant so suspended or removed by the authority of the 
presidencies and Goveinments in the East Indies, shall be valid or effect»al 
wjtliuur the approbation and consent of the Board commissioner for the affairs’ 
of India.’ Upon restoration, seniority would equally in this as in the precedi 
ing case he governed by the express tcrni.s of the order granting it. 

The recall of a civil servant from India by a warrant under the sign Manual 

being only icvocable by another warrant of 

Jtfon’ble court’s Order, No. the sovereign ; permission, ('after such re¬ 
s'«/ 1832. Genl. JJept. ISfft vocation) granted by the Hon’ble court to* 

Jan., 1833. Birn to India as a senior merchant’, or with¬ 

out piejudice lo past rank, was held ft victual 
restoration tn ifa general piivilege. 

Here it may be noted that by the Act 3id and 4lli of William IV. Cap. 85, 

.1 povier lias been vested in the lion'blc court lo lemove or dismiss any of the 
officers pr Servants of the East India Company, at their will and pleasure, 
with 'll' specie) reservation in favor of any officeis appointed by Her Majesty’s 
Government who are not to be dUmissed or lemovcd without Her Majesty’s 
.ipprohatlon. 

'fhe tnnsfer of a civil servant from one sister Prc.iidency to another (which 

has sometimes taken place under the old 
Buie 8rcf July, 1795, rules) has given rank from the day of the first 
Gch- liepf,. Isf. I'eb. 1B07. arrival if the season of his own appointment, 

and'thc same goveins the case of a Military 
Officer who is appointed by a civil cos'enanc. 

Tire Transfei of the civil servants of the late China and $t, Helena estsbiish* 
ments of the company was provided for by the Act 3rd and 4ih of the last' 
lletgni enacted that a civil fiwvant of the company^ 

fuiploycd in the Factory of Canton, or in the Island of St. Helena shall.be capa¬ 
ble of. taking and holding any office in dny’jFresidciicy or .Establishment on the 
Indian wtritories wlii(h he would have oOen capable of takihg and holding,-it 
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lie had been a citUiSerraot of 8iig}i Pfesidemcy of ^<1 each £stabj|lahmen|t duiing 
the saTne Upne aa he shall have been in tfesarvice lof the said eplnpany. < 

The preliminary o)der of the hoiThle court bearing date the 27th December 
1333, assigned to the China civil servants tlieR rank oh the Bengal Establishment, 
from thg date of their respective first appointments, with ceitain specific allow- 
aucesof time, to imm their election upon the ufier of tiansfct to the India 
sc vice, the same being varied in sonde respects, according to the sitaatipti 
of the ofiioersat the time, hut not exceeding six months to all .servants ii) 
China, from the date of this Gove'Binent leceiving the hon’bie court's despatch 
and the same periods, as respected servants in China, were to be considered 
part of the time of residence necessary to (}unlify them for* anmiiiies in the event 
of their accepting the transfer.’ The p esent po.sition of those sctvunis who . have 
done 80 , is that of the last of the season of theii own appuiniinents, Tlic same 
principle was formerly applied to ccitain civil serv.tnts of the then Fort 
Mailbro’eatalrlisiinient, who were trunsteired to that ot Madias, and by an 
expiesa act o( Pailiamcnt weiedirected to be considered tlie youngest of (isttr 
respective ranks. 

aefX'i.\L CASES connected with the rules on r.anx. 

Jtank of a ciuiliait supposed to be wrongly stated 

Mr. A. B. represented to Govemment that tlic Scciet.arj to the C. P. A. F. 
had made an error in regard to his standing in the set vice, and urgea a claitn to 
piiority of option of taking the annuiiy ovei certain other civil servants in 
v m^equence. He was told that the rules of the Annuity Fund pi escribed , defi* 
iiiteiy that annuities should be tendered to members of tiie civil service in t'nc 
order of CBitk as fixed in the lists received from the Hon'ble Court of Uucctois 
and combined in the civil Auditor’s books. 

The rules of determining ilic inetliod of computing the period of service Is 
distinct from that which refcis tu rank, and though the period of service may 
have been ronipleted undo tliat rule before that of otliers ::iandiHg highci in 'the 
gradation lists of rank, the latter would ire entiilcd tu take precedence, when 
both are alike qualified by standing and residence for the annuity. 

Similar Case 

Mr. A. B. brought tu notice a supposed mistake in regard to the position of 
tiis name in the gradation lists of the ofiiceis of civil service published in the 
Diectories, and submitted a certificate granted by the Board of Examiners in 
Europe shewing his standing in tire SCI vice and solicited that he might be res¬ 
tored to his rank. lie was told that the circumstance repicsented by him would 
be brought to the notice of the t'oint of Director.s as it was from the Honorable 
court that the lists of relative rank of civil servants were received, and thaf the 
Governor of Bengal did not fuel that he would be wairantcd in making any.al¬ 
teration in tlieui without a special sanction. 

Similar Case. 

Mr. A. B. left Hailcyhury College in Dec. |.S13, and signed his covenant af 
the E. 1. House on the 24th March 1313, and arrived at Calcutta in No^Ojber 
ofthatyeai. in the E. 1. H. register of 1S12, Mr. A. B. was entered as nomt* 
Dated for Bengal I2>b Jap. 1810 and a-< tiansfcrrcd from the Madras nominations 
OYi 30th March, IKIt). The rules in force fix the period of 25 years’ service to 
commence from the date of intimation of appointment, or fronithedateof 'pove- 
»Ant« which ever may be antecedent. By the Honerable Court's letter to the 
Ojsyerninent of Bengal, dated 1 st April, J&l 4,, rank was assigned to Mr. ';B: as 
a writer of the season 1808-181)9, whereas by the Honorable court’s despgUh.bf 
13th. March 1816 rank wab assigjyed to Messrs. C. D. and E. F. who reliie^ hn 
au/mhies of the season 1837-3.8, and who entered the college at the eapte.-Bnig 
withiiMir>.'A,iB* but wbp in consequence ot being implirated in. a disturbance 
wcTtsi sentioat to India before,the completion of their^ fourth term, as wtit'et's of

^By^fekru.- S-pftbe H. Ccurt’s letlera idkted 25th January 1813 .^nf^aaaUon of 
tbeit^jMaitichielstof Jit< 0.

At the end of 1837 he 
applied for one of the annuities available in 1837-38 on the favorable terms of 
value and was told in reply that the date of intimation of bis appointment as h 
writer * hot being traceable on the records of Government, the period of his 
twenty-fivc yca'rs service must be held to commence fiom the date of his coye- 
nant, rii.

In consequence of this con.struction of the managers, which was suhse- 
qumly upheld by the Government of Bengal, Mr, A. B. was debartdrl ftom 
taking an annuity before the 24ih March 1843, by which period the avdildMe 
annuities of the season had been taken up (one of them by Mr. F. G. who Coim-' 
plcted his 22 years' actual residence on the 24tli March 1838 only) and Mr. A. 
B. was consequently deprived of an advantage to which he Conceived he was 
justly entitled. 

Mr. A. B. urged that the circumstance of the intimation of his appoint¬ 
ment ' not lieing traceable in the records of the Bengal government,' was a 
tuatter which was entirely beyond his own control, and further that it was bbvibiii 
he must have been appointed to the JI. Co.’s service at a period coincided with, 
if not antecederit to Messis. C. D. and E. F, and those other servants to whom 
rank was assigned by the court of directors of a date one or two years subsequent 
fo that as.iigned by the honoriible cour* to him, Mr. A. B. 

Mr'. A. B. cornpcUcd by ill health and other circumstances to embark for 
Englaui* on furlough, and bad no cliance of obtaining an annuity of the season 
of 1838-9, the then supposed last year of the annuity on the favorable term»«f 
quarter premium sanctioned by the honorable court, by reason of the large 
numbeis of civil servants at the head of the list who it was understbod had 
resolved to avail themselves of the six annuities of that season. Mr. A- B, 
tbecefore prayed that the court would asceitain from their records the actual 
date of his appointment to their service; and (not permitting him to suffer so 
serious a loss as would be entailed by Ins being lompclled to pay rs. 50,000 to 
secure (lie same advantages, which but for a roniingcncy entirely beydnd his 
own control, would have been his for a payment of 25,000 ts.) would be pleased 
to assigned him an annuity out of the smplus fundi., or out of the one-iliird 
annually carried to the credit on the court, of the favorable terms of quarter 
premium. 

The home authorities fond that Mr. A. B.’s appointment took place on the 
29th January 1821 and ihat the fact ought to have been duly brought to the 
notice of the local government within a reasonable period of its occurrence, Siud 
iu that Case it should have been so, on a luUch earlier date than that botne by 
Mr. A. U.’s covenant. 

Further, tliat Mr. A. B. ought to have been admitted to an annuity from 
the 29th /hnuary 1838, and should uiidoubtedly have been so admitted but from 
lti$ being unfoitunatcly deprived of the requisite means of proving his period of 
service. On that defect being remedied, the court of directors desided that Mr. 

A. 8. might be pennittcil to purchase an annuity at a quartet value comitiencing 
from 1st May 1838. and he was adniiitcd to an extra annuity. ’' 

. The point relative to the possible conflicting claims of rank and service; 
did not appear to the hon'ble govertimeiW to tail for iuterpesition, beciause it 
was expressly stated in the rules of the funu ;hat the knAuities bhould be t^Adcred, 
to the subscribers according to their seniority. 

Further, the court of directors ruled that it Was not neefessary to disturb 
tkc rule by which the commencement of service is at prespiift computed. If of 
the two I'ocuments, (the covenant and court’s letter of nolifleatioA,) npoii which 
the decision rest, oiie only can be found ; the question is to hie decided by that 
one, unless as in thena.se of Mr. A. evidence'exisis which supplies (bb 
place of the docupient which is. wanting'.' In such cases the servant is'to be 
restored to the advantages of which'acefdental circumstances have deprived him- 
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Mr. 0. D. vfw appointed a writer at the same-period as Mr. A. B. via. the 
29Lh Januatv 1842, and under similar eircumstauces, his length of service must 
therefore be reckoned from that date. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


RESPONSIBILITY FOR DF.LAY OF AUDIT, 

From a delay of audit of a case, loss was occasioned to the Govprrimerl; it 
was ordered to be adopted as a tule of the government and di.stmoiy explained 
to the officers of account and audit that the home authorities would lioid each 
officer upon whom the duty of ctinsing audit devolved, irsponsible tor every loss 
incurred in consequence of his neglect in needlessly delaying to have recourse 
to the means which were available to prevent such loss. 

Officers in cliarge of ireastiries are to f. iwmd a'ong wiih ihe half yearly 
reports on inefficient bahuice's, .t suflirieiit proof that the non adjustment of smh 
iteiri* has been occasioned l»y ciicuinsiances beyynd their contiul. Should any 
one item appear in two sucLes$ivo statements without proof being furnished that 
an adjustment had been applied for, it will lie deemed a culpable leniissuess on 
the part of such officer ; and ihe amount of ihe item will be deducted from bis 
salary without reference to his having been the disbursing officer or not.

The president in council ohserving the difTorence of practice 
stated to prevail in the diifcrent divisions of the Bengal presidency, .Ihiuki 
that it wilt be expedient to provide by definite rule for cases of traiufer pub* 
he officers from one division to the other 
.. Hia honor in council is of opinion thet the servants of one divisian' ought 
not tolic: considered eligible to fill situations on deputation in the other divisi¬ 
on exc^t,under special circumstances, which being stated to the ‘ government 
of India, the loan of the servants lor the particular duty would, of course, be 
sanctioned. 

Hit honor in council is further of opiplon tliat the same rule ogght to he 
established lor all classes of servants, and that if the transfer of a servant be 
asked with a view to his being appointed to any particular office in another 
division, the transfer being made and notified in the gaaette, the appointment 
to the office vacant should be ordinarily be made to take effect from the date 
of transfer, from which date the civil auditor and officers of account will reck¬ 
on the period allowed lo join the new station and pass the bills accordingly. 

If an officer of one division be asked for, to fill a siiuation temporarily, 
preparatory to pelmanent appointment to be made when the incumbeiit shalJ 
after the usual period have embarked for Eu upe, or retired from the service, 
the circumstances being staled, the case may he brougiit under the first rule, 
and in lieu of a fitiai transfer the officer will in such case be gazetted as au¬ 
thorized to proceed on duly for a definite time to the other divisii-n, prepara¬ 
tory to obtaining permanent emplxyment thcic. At the end of the period 
mentioned, the salary of office in the division from which the officer has pro- 
reedetl wifi rease, unless an extension be similarly granted tinder orders from 
the government of India. A fresii order ot final transfer will he necessary either 
af the close of the period or from any earlier date at which efiecl can he givpn to 
the ftpptdntmeat, which the officer » intended to find in the new division.

offices of iinpoi lance in which a knowledge of the languages is not indispensable,

Resnived, that having taken into consideration the situation in which tho 
Members of the China F.ietoiy will he pl.iced by the discontinuance of the coirt- 
pwnyV trade, the following arrangement be adopted, subject to the confirmation 
of the Board of C'>minissioiiers f-r ihe aft' irsof India, vi?..

vaicaney; and if the salary, perquisites, and emoluments of any otffice, place, or 
employment, shall exceed three thousand pounds per annum, the same shall 
not be granted to or conferred upon any of the said servants who shall not have 
heen actually resident in India in the said company’s scivice for the space o( 
nine years at the least in the whole; and if the salary, perquisites, and emolu¬ 
ments of any office, place, or employment shall exceed four tivousand pouodg 
per annum, the same shall not be granted to or conferred upon any of the<addd 
servants, who shall not have been actually resident in India in the company’s 
s.ervice for tlie space of twelve years at the least in the whole, antecedent to, such 
vacancy; and that all appoiiHmeuts, advancements and pomotions which shalt 
be ffladp for supplying aug such vacancies, other than as aforesaid, shall ,be null 
and void.

Civil Servants are allowed to sell private property to natives reporting the 
actual cost of the property to be sold to them, the name of the purchaser, his 
situation, end the price ofthe purchase money.

RESOLUTION, 

Cilftumstaoccs having recently come to the knowledge of Government which 
suggest the evpediency of preventing .sales of valuable property, fimu being made 
by the Civil and Military Officers of ilie honorable company’s service to foreign 
princes and chiefs, or to natives of rank or opulence residing under the protec¬ 
tion^ of the British Goveinnicnt, without due iiitiiuation to Government through, 
the priiicijial local authorities, of the purposed sale auel transfer of such property 
and the consideration to be received for it. Ilis E.xcelleiicy the Governor Gene* 
’t!ll'’in Council is pleased to prohibit in futiiic all sales, puichases, aipt ttansfer, 
between the Ci’l'il and Military servants of Governinent on the one hand, and 
natives of the description above noticed on the other, of groniuls, lioosys, boats, 
equipages, horses, elephants, plate, furniture, .md generally, every desc ipuon of 
private property exceeding tlie value of five thouAand i5,(i00) ilupecs, without the 
sanction of Government being previously obtained, uniter surh penalii|s as , the 
circumstances of each particular case of disobedience to these orders may de^ 
matid. 

The Governor General in Conncil takes this opportunity of adverting to the llc- 
solution passed in iha Political Bepariment under date the l7ih Seynimber I.*!,,!* 
and published in General Oiders of the J8th ofthe same month, c,iutioiii«g all Civil 
atid Military Officers of Goveinment against cariying on any eoniuuinica'.ioiis with 
native princes and chiefs, cr tlieir wakcels, except tlituugh the clianucJ of the Poli¬ 
tical Authorities.

Regulation XXXVfll. of 1793, covenanted servants of the company 
employed in the administration of justice, or the collection of the Revenue, are 
prohi^ltbd lending money to proprietors of farmers of land, dependent talooicr- 
dats, under-fartners, or ryots, or their sureties. v,* 


By Revenue C. O. of June 4, 1822, it is ruled that there is nothing more to 
be deprecated, thaiv that the officers charged with the civil administration of the 
country should be under peciiuiary. obligations to zemindars, or other holders, 
or farmers of land, in the districts under their authority; the objection applies 
still more directly to such loans received from the Guardians of Wards, or the 
managers of their estates. 

In this respect the practice of borrowing money is likely to prove pineh 
more'hurtfut to the public service, and injurious to the good names of the officers 
of Govsfhiment, than that of the lending, against which the Rule of Regulation 
XXXVIII. 1793. is directed. ' 

The Revenue C, O. of llfay 23, 1823, re<iuires that no public servant shalb 
employ, or appoint, or continue in office, any relative to whom, or to whose re¬ 
lative ot‘ dependant, he is, either directly or indirectly, iiulcbred, without in- 
catting, whenever the circumstances may be made known to his superiors, the 
m^t'serious responsibility.

■ In framing the rules-iwhich have been above prescribed, the right honora' 
hie ihe'governor of Bengal.has discharged the duty eoinmitted to him of inr* 
proving, as far as possible, the established system fc the ronirui of the civil ad* 
ministration ; for ensuring to ediciency its just reward ; and piotectiiig the public 
interests from the coivseqnentes.of incapacity or neglect. But he cannot allow 
the opportunity of prormtlgating tlie nites to pass, without making known to the 
civil service in these provinces the high .satisliiction with which since his arrfVgl 
Mi'tndtHf 'he has observed the seal, the justice, and the success ni<h which, with 
rare creeptions, they hnvc applied tlientsclvcs to the performance uf their various 
and'arduous funrtioDs. To their cliaractt-r and public spirit more than to the

Exchanges between servants of Bcngitl and Agra respectively may he sanc¬ 
tioned when the arrangements m;ide for th.'t exchange preliminarily by the*'parlies 
concerned is nnobiectionabic in its nature ; hut application for transfer is not 
usually complied with except under special cirtiimstanccs uf which the govern¬ 
ment judges, taking into consideiation the merits of each particular case. 

LAW OFFICERS OF GOVERNMENT. HOW TO BE CONSULTED. 

No district officers should consult the law officers direct, or otherwise than 
through the government secretariat of the department unde^ which they serve.

SETTLERS IN THE COLONIES.

No. 456, General Okdzks,—-H^ rse Guar cU, 24ik August, \627. 

His Majesty being desirous of holding out further encouragements to offi- 
rers on balf<pay, to become settlers in New South Wales and Van Diemant* 
Land, has been plea»ed, in reference to the General Orders of the 8th Junej 
1826, and 16th May 1827, to command that the following additional inducements 
shall be promulgated to the army, for the information of those officers who may 
be disposed to avail themselves of the benefit of this arrangement. 

All officers on half-pay, who purchased and were reduced, whatever may 
have been the period of their service, or officers on half-pay who did uot pur> 
chase, but who, after having served twenty years, half of which on full pay, have 
been reduced, or have retired to half pay on account of wounds or impaired 
health, shall be exempted from that part of the regulation contained in the Ge¬ 
neral Order of the 8th June, 1626, which requires the officer to relinquish one- 
tliird of the valne of bis commission to the Crown, and shall be allowed to re> 
ceive the full value of such commission, in the same manner as officers on full 
pay, who having purchased the commissions, or having served twenty years, are 
desirous of selling out for the same object. 

His Majesty has further been pleased to command, that this advantage shall 
be extended to officers of all ranks, whether on full pay, or retired fnll pay or 
half-pay, but that in the two latter classes, all sales shall be subjected to the 
ronditioiis and restrictions established by the General Older of the Sd May, 1825, 
noiwithstanding that a large portion of the officers on half-pay would be excluded 
thereby from sale, and in order that the government may have full security or 
the appropriation of the sums produced by the sale of commissions to the intended 
purpose, it is His Mtgesty’s command that the agent to whom the purchase mo¬ 
ney be paid, shall be instructed to retain in his hands one-third of the amount 
in each case, to be paid to the officers .who propose to emigrate, and who shall 
have obtained permission to dispose of his commission, or his half-pay, with 
that view, upon his producing to the agent a certificate, signed by the master of 
the vessel, that he has engaged his passage on board such vessel for the ptirppse 
of proceeding direct to the colony.,

cretary at War,

tuity in money of one year’s full pay of the regimental rank, or staff appoint¬ 
ment, held by him at the time he was wounded.

7th - If vrithin the period of five years after a wound has been received, an 
officer does not apply for a pension, or applying for it, the wound shall not have 
been proved to be fully and peimanently equal to tlie loss of a limb, such officers 
claim to a pension shall not at any subsequent period be entertained. , 

8th—No gratuity or allowance for any wound shall be granted after the lapeg 
of five years from the time the wound was received. 

0th—No pension for the loss of one eye, from a wound received in action, 
shall be granted, unless the actual loss of vision shall hare occurred-wi*hin lire 
years after the wound was received, and be solely attributable to^dliteh' wuood. < 

lOiJ ]—As a general rnie, the pension shall be granted accordirig‘to"»j^men> 
tal ranks ; but in cases in which officers with Brevet rank shall have bOeri' em¬ 
ployed at the time they were wounded, in discharge of duties superior to those 
attached to their regimental commissions, the pension shall be given according 
to tlie Brevet rank. 

' 11th—These pensions being granted as a compensation for the permanent 
disability sustained by wounds received in action, may be held together with .any 
odier pay and allowance to which an officer may be entitled, without any deduc¬ 
tion on account thereof.

ORDER AGAINST DRAWING BAYONETS. 

General Order, Horse Guards, ISlA June, 1335, No S30. 

Sortie casrs Iiaving lately odritrred, fi» whicfi soMlelfa hive drawn tbeir bay* 
oneta upon each other, and also upon other persona who happened to come in 
contact with them, whilst quarrefitng bi Ui» streefo and in publie houses'. The 
Generat-commandinK-in-chief desires, that the soldiers of the army may be 
reinniiled, thatf»the} are armed for the protection of their King and countty, and 
for the support and execution of the laws, when lawfully called out for these pur¬ 
poses , that they wear tneijr side arms as an honourable disHnctioit of the pro¬ 
fession to which they belong; that they are not to use them in private broils, 
or even for iheir own ptrsonnl defence upon such occasions; and that it is the 
duty of the soldiers to avoid resorting to places in which such broils are likely 
to take place, more particularly vrhen dressed as soldiers with their side aims. 

The Uenerai-conimanding-in-chief is determined to put an effectual stop to 
so dangerous and dugracefui an oifence, by the punishment and degradation of 
every soldier who shall iiereafter be convicted of it. 

To this end Loro Hill desires, that the commanding officer of regimental 
depots, will bring into summary tiisl, for unsoldterhke and disgraceful condbet, 
every man who bhsU be reported to have drawn, or attempted to draw, his bay¬ 
onet for the purpose of Using it against another person in any case of dispute. 
sStuy, or interfetence. 

His Lordship further desires, that every soldier convicted before a court- 
martial of haviM used, or attempted to use, hia side arms, in any of the cases 
herein eontetnlj^tsd, may, in addition to the punishment awarded by the court, 
be degraded en’the public parade, in front of the regiment or depot to which he 
belongs, by being there stripped of his bayonet, and bayonet belt, and proclaimed 
by the commanding officer as a man unworthy to be entrusted with the eaie of 
his bayonet, except tn the riinks, under the view and Command of his officer.

in all such cases, the offender shaH be stripped of his side arms by the pio¬ 
neers,'In order to enhance li s degradation. He who is thus degraded, shall not 
be sufilered to wear his bayonet or bayonet belt, except upon duty, for one year 
from that date of his degradmion; during which time he shall be denied every 
indulgence to which the good soldier is entitled, and shall march to church, in the 
ranks, without side arms. Uis name shall, moreover, be posted up in softie con 
spituous place in the barrack room of the company to which he belongs, oh thC 
banrrack gate, and on the doors of the guard house, and canteen. 

Tile General Commanding-in-chtef fbeU confident, that these mabiurea' 
will, with the zcaions co-operation of all classes of officers and the vlgiiahcc of 
the Non-commisstoned officers, sCon rescue the army from the stigma k

Tbe Commander-In-Chief takes this occasion to call the attention pf the 
commanding Officers of regiments, to the views which led him to issue the 


o/der under consideration. His object was to be enabled to place in the two 
aituationSj which, in a native corps he considers to he so important, the Officers 
in each regiment who aie really the best calculated to fill them advantageously, 
and at the same time the most deserving, from their application to their duties, 
and from their acquirements. 

In making the arrangement, he put aside every idea of patronage axiA 
personal favor. 

Having done so, he expects that the commanding officers of regimetita 
will do (he same, and that no such feelings shall have away in their minds, - of 
lead to their recommendations. 

If on.any occasion he discovers that such has been tbe case, or that any 
under means have been used to obtain a selection for either of these appoiht- 
menfs,,the officerguilty of the same will meet His Excellency’s decided repro¬ 
bation and discountenance. * 

The Brigadier commanding the corps of artillery has represented, that the 
aforesaid order does not work as well in the artillery, as in the regiments of 
the line, owing to ' tbe frequent change of subalterns troro one battalion to 
another,’ and the unequal' distribution of officers, which tbe exigencies of (he 
service require.'

Having had under ouf considerations the regulations affecting the 
appointmentof Officers to established brigade commands we have resolved . that 
such Ghigadiers, of the 1st and 2ivd classes, as are regimental Colonels, and who 
bavg succeeded to the benefits of the off^reckoning fund, shall be requited to 
vacate their respective commands after having held the appoiuinient of 
Brtga^er for five years ; this regu lation however to be subject to the same 
modificotioR as the appoinlment of General Officers to the staff; via. that if, 
on any particular occasion, you should be of opinion, that the continued tervice 
of any Brigadier is indispensible to the public interests, you may continue him in 
the command until our decision on fils case shall be made known to you. Upon 
(vety such occasion you will furnish us with tlie requisite itifornmtiun with the 
least practicable delay. 

2. This regulation is not to be applied retrospectively to the period whiih 
Brigadiers may have served as such, prior to its announcemeiu in General 
Ciders; but we aro of opinion, that for every tw'o years which they may then 
have served as Brigadiers, they should be considered as having served one

ADDITIONAL CLAUSES. 

With * view to the extinction of fires on board ships when tliey vinfottuoately 
breahout, all ships and vessels in the port aic required to be piovlded with fire 
buckets in the proportion of 5 to every hundred tons of registered burtheR; dne- 
half of which are to be kept constantly bung up on the qu-arier deck, or other 
r'otivenient place with Imyards attached, ready for drawing water, under penalty 
of 250 rupees. The deputy harbour master will visit the vessels to see that,this 
regulation is complied will), and on his reporting any vessel in the port to 'be 
without the proper tiuiTibcr of buckets, thj rommander will become liable to the 
peliaity specified, unless it can be proved that the deputy harbour master is in 
error, that the ship ur vessel really is provided with the number of buckets 
required. 

The practice of drawing off S)itrit3 by candle light f<om which so maqy Ih'ttfl 
accidents to ships have.occurred, is a‘so,sti)ct]y prohibited 10.111 ships and vessels 
in the port, under a penalty of 500 rupees for every offence, h.iif of which will 
be awarded to the party giving informaiion of such infraction of the port regu¬ 
lations. All pilots and officers of the iKirbtnir in.ibiei’s dcpartmeol, are sfrietly 
enjoined to see that this regu'alion is ub^cl ved. and to lepott any infraction of ir. 
As in other cases of bleaches of the port regulations to whi;h any penalty attaclie’, 
whenever and as often as, either of the fines .px.fifiert in this nmi th-* foregbiifg- 
clause, shall have been inenne l, a bHl will be made out against the conitnatider 
for the amount, and no pilot will be appointed to the ve;>sel uis bosid of which the 
offence has been committed, until such fine be paid. 

Notice is hereby given that vessels engaging the hfinovaMe dompany's 
moorings, pre liable to be eemoved from one niooring to another at the disci 
'lion of the master attendant whenever he may consider such a measure neces¬ 
sary, either for the general convenience uf the port or the pifnicular safhty of

ORDER OF HIS EXCELECNCY THE MOST NOBtE THE OOVERHOR-tEHeRAl, IS 

COUSCIE.

Fort William, July 19, im. 

Whereas it hath hitherto baeti the practice for ships Importiing at Calcutta, 
to letatn tbeir gunpowdef uri board while laying in the port; and whereas, the 
CXpIb'siOti of a largb qnatithy of gunpowder on board of ship, lying «(f the^ town, 
ihighi be attended with the ino:>t'destructive rorisequnnces to ihe town, lo.the 
inhabitants thereof, and to tlie shipping in the port; and whereas, instances 
have occurred of shot being fireJ into the town of Calcutta, and into the coun.. 
try adjacent, by ships saluting Fort Wiliiam, or firing guns on other occasions, 
his Excellency the Most Noble the Governor General in Council, with a, view 
of. obviating the seiious consequences which might ensue from a consequeuce 
of these irregular and dangerous practices, has been pleased to cstabiish the 
~following rules, 

1 . The commanders of all vessels bound, to the port of Calcutta, and pro¬ 
ceeding up to the town of Calcutta, or to any other part of the rivet aboVe Moya- 
pore are required on or before their arrival off Moyapoie, to laud at the'niaga- 
sine, which has been erected at that place, all the gunpowder which they may 
4iave on board, (whether, contained in barrels, or made up into ammunition) qx- 
ceediiig the quantity of one hundred pounds, which ipiantity cveiy vess'el4s'per« 
-'tnitted to retain on board, for the purpose of firing salutes or signals in ttaZea ®f 
distress. Officers appointed by Government, will take charge of the gunpowder 
ithmediately onits being cotiveyed to the shore at .Moyapore, and will deposit it 
in’the rostgazine. Commanders of vessefs are required to mark the names of their 
mpective vessels on the barrels and packages of gunpowder, previously to tlwsr 
being landed. A receipt for the gunpowder will be granted by the officer in 
charge of tire magazine. 

i 2'. In oxder that vessels may be detained us sliort a time as possible for the 
'■'dcl'rery of their gunpowder, commanders of vessels are required, on coming in 
‘sight of Moyapore, to hoist a Hag at the fore .top-must-head, whereupon the'0f> 
ficerincharge of the magazine, will immediately order persons to be in' readiness 
at the river side tojeceive the gunpowder. 

. S. Gunpowder shall not be landed or received into the magazine between 
sunset and suniise. 

4. The commanders of vessels outward bound, who may require giinpow- 
der for their outward voyage, slvall not take gunpowder on board in any part of 
the riirer above Moyapore, with the exception of quantity not exceeding one 
ji’itndred pounds, for the purposes before mentioned. Should any gunpowder 

‘ have been lUnded from any vessel, when inward hound, and depoiTrted in'the itra< 
,g.azine, the gunpowder will, upon the application of the commander of Mnsvaffiel 
to the officer in charge of the magazine,'(such application* being accompanied 
by the receipt granted on the deposit of the gunpowder in the magazine)’’ be con- 
' veyed to the river side, and delivered to such person as may be sbnt to take 
bbatge of if. 

5. in future, vessels entering the port nf Calcutta, shall not at any time, 

"wliiiatlying in any patt of the jiver between Mqyapore and Calquttti, j^ve on 
.boatd tsuthuut the express sanction of Government, a^Ty quantity of gunpowder 
czeeoding one hundrijd pounds for Uie purposes before mentioned ;'|lhe collector

6. Onc-hair of the estimated value of all gunpowder which n)ii]i' be con* 
iiscated under this regulation, shall be granted in equal proportions to tite col¬ 
lector of the customs and his deputy; the remaining moiety shall be granted 
in equal proportions to Die informer and to the odicer assisting in m ak i ng the 
seizure 

7. The commanders of vessels lying at Diamond Harbour, on in any othar 
part of the river below Moyapore, will be permitted to deposit their gunpowder 
in the magazine at Moyapore. 

8 . Fqrsuant to the orders contained in the .Ith article of these regulations, 
the commanders of all vessels now laying in the port of Calcutta, having on 
board a quantity of gunpowder exceeding one hundred pmtnds, are required to 
send the quantity of gunpowder exceeding one hundred poimds,. which they 
may have on (>oard of their respective ships, or any place on shore, to the maga¬ 
zine at Moyapore. If the commander of any vessel shall not conform to tlij b 
requisitigii, he shall be liable to the penalties stated in the 5th article. 

9. The commander of all vessels lying off the town of CalciittEt, qr any 

part of the river between the town and Kedgeree, are prohibited from bring gutu 
(excepting for the purpose of sHluting Fort William, or for signals in case of the 
vessels being in distres*) for any pai'pose whatever, without baviug previously 
obtained the permission of His Majesty’s justices of the peace for the town of 
CalcuTta. When guns shall be fired from any ship for the pti'pose of saluting 
Fort or signals in case of the ship being iu distress, and aho in 

cases in Which guns may be fired with the permission of the justices of t|ie pf a c f , 
the commander of the ship is enjoined t* be particularly careful that the gpps 
be not Shotted.

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. And in ftdflUVon to the above tnentioned ~«tock of 'proelsl'dns, and other 
artideaherein before menttbtiedr the’owners' or owne» ef every saeh ship «r 
vessel botein befce tnentiooed, shat) also lay in a stock of tobacco,-saffident for 
the'supply of at least three-fonrth-of the Asiatic saitors, lasirars, or natives on 
boards tat the voyage, at the rat* of one>iialf saer, or one.pound weight per man,' 
per month, to be served olit' to siicVi Asiatic-sailors. laScars, or natives, when 
their own private stock of those articles sltall have been exhausted, whioh 
rpbaceo shall'be estinkstcd'at twenty per cent, on the prime cost of the'arifctes^ 
iTuth prime cost to be certified by the inspecting or other officer apprdnted for 
that purpose, ami the price of such tobacco, to be deducted at the end of the 
voyage; from the wages of such man to whom the same shall have been sup^i« 
cd; and the entire qnnmiity of provisions and o(|ier articles, which «haU be 
laid ill for the* use of the said Asiatic sailors, iascare and native as aforesaid, 
sfaitl be ebtlwated as follows ; vie, to Knrope, North America, the Eastern Const 
of South America, and the Western Coast of America, respectively, customary 
prbvisioni for six months and food of a more nourishing quality fur faar nsiiwitiis; 
To New South Wales, customary provisions for four months, and fcwd of a-^mere 
nonrishinl; quantity for two months. And it is hereby directed, that a stuck- of 
fuel and water shall be laid in, by every such ship or vessel as aforesaid, for the' 
supply of the Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives on board; that it shall. be 
in proportion to the slock of other provisions taken on board as afortsaW:

7 th.^ Widows and female orphans above the age of fifieen years, are re¬ 
quired, to forward to ihe Marine Board Office declarations half yearly, in May 
and November, that they are not married, and that they have not been married 
at any intervening period, 'Che dcclHratiuns are to be countersigned by the 
Executor to the Estate of the deceased member of tlie pilot service, or pen¬ 
sioner, or by the guardian of an orphan, and by a member of tiie pilot service, 
certifying to the truth of the decla.iation to the best of their knowledge and 
belief. Forms of the declaration will be furnished on application at the office

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Bills of lading in duplicate will be granted to aliippers of specie or bulli- 
«H, which will only be delivered to the party presenting one of the bills; and 
in default of application being made fur delivery daring the stay ,of the boat at 
any station, the goods will be carried on, and freight charged for the dtstsgaco 
they may be conveyed. 

.As it will occur sometimes, and more especially during the rainy season 
that the steam boAts come down the river quicker then dawk, winch will pre¬ 
vent the bills of lading for treasure, being received in time, if forwarded by 
ddk after shipment, the following plan rpay be adopted for ensuring delivery 
to a duly aiuhorized person; any person intending to .ship treasure, ,nay some 
days previous to the arrival of the boat, enclose an order per post to his cor- 
TGspondent to receive the consigiimenl, the said order being written on half a 
piece of paper, the corresponding half of which is to be delivered to the com¬ 
mander of the bo.at, with an order written on it, and signed by the shipper, 
authorizing the delivery of the goods to the peison who shall produce the 
order written and signed on the corresponding half piece which has been sent 
forward.

Latteily the demand for freight on’ the iron steamers, from Calcutta to 
the Upper l'fovinco.s, has much increased. When this is the case, in c.vress of 
the tonnage available, the tonnage is put up to public competition at the comp¬ 
troller’s office. In March 1839 two thousand cubic feet of tonnage was put 
up, and the price rose rapidly at the commenci'ineiit of the sale; one lot being 
disposed of at the late of three rupees ten unnas the foot; the general price 
ranged from three rupees six annas, to two rupees seven annas. The dcm.md 
for tonnage, however, fluctuates. In the month following the above, the re¬ 
quisitions for freight, did not exceed the tonnage available; consequently no 
public competition took place; and the freight was of course charged for, as 
prescribed in the foregoing notiheation. 

In June 1839, the demand for freight in the Matabotigah accommoda¬ 
tion, being considerably above the means of supply, the tonnage was put 
up to auction. At the first few lots, the price rose as high as three rupees and 
six annas, from which it gradually fell to two rupees twelve anuas, where it 
stood till the last ten lota were put up ; when it rose again to two rupees four¬ 
teen and fifteen annas at which the remaining lots went off. 

The freight at auction, on the .Id August, 18.39, was bid for so high as to 
vary from four to five rupees per foot; a circumstance quite unprecedented in 
the annals of up-coMiitry steamers. The led to the building in 1841 of cargo 
boats; the rates of which ate subjoined. 

Carriages, buggies, palankeens and packages, of all dimensions will be 
received and freight charged, for whatever i1i.stance, at the rate of one anna per 
lb., excepting on light lioods, which weigh less than 24 lbs. per cubic foot, 
when the former charge of 1 rs. 8 ans per cubic foot will be made, and no 
package, however small, will be received at less charge that one rupee eight 
arinas- 

Boofcing charges will be made in the same rates as formerly.

At the same time the Govcirsnent must at any 
rate, at the couimencement of such private enterpriae, retain thc-ir own btt.jt!,. < 
so that they may be independent of any private cunipatiy, on account of tiatis- 
port of troops and treasure, in cases of emergency.

Rules and Regulations to he Observed on Board the Government ^ M 
/iccomfHodatioH Vessels. • 


1st. The table is provided by the commander of the boat at a charge of 3 
vupees per day, for bicakfa<.t at ,J past S ; biscuits or bread, or cake, at noon; 
dinner at 3, and tea and coffee at (5. Intermediate meals or refieshrnents m«st 
be paid for, according to prices fixed and exhibited on the card, which is to be 
suspended for geneial irrfornaatioii, in a coii'picuous part of the diningroom. 
Every article muff tic paid for at the time of delivery, and the steward is 
strictly pruhibited biippl^inuf any ai tide if not paid for at the time; he is pro* 
vided with plenty of‘mail silver change, and with tokens instead of coppers‘if 
preferred. It i. po&ifivciy prohibited to .send any thing whatever from the mess 
lable to the cabins fi’i (hildrcn, servants, or invalids, as such practices fend only 
to the diseomfott of the passengers generally. Ladies or genilemen prevented 
by indisposition from couimg to table, will be suitably provided with refKsltments 
in their cabins. 

2nd. The servants arc required to be always clean, and diMsed with tlieir 
turbands. Eiiiopean or ( hiistian servants are never permitted to appear 
without their jackets .and shoes ; they are required to keep the r haircut, and 
aiv not permitted to w'car it long and bushy. Each servant, when attending at 
table, is required to cariy a clean napkin in his hand. 

3rd. Any negligence or misbehaviour of the servants is to be represented 
to the purveyor or conductor, who will take the necessary measures to prevent 
a recurience. 

4th. All breakage to be paid for at the time. 

5ih. All meals taken away from the public table, will be charged for as 
extra meals. 

6th. The stewaid is required to exh'bit a bill of fare at 10 o’clock, every 
day.to rem .in suspende 1 in the dining rootn. 

7th. In case of any negligence, or cither fault respecting the table or wines, 
&c., it is reque.sted that the same be represented to the commander, and if not 
remedied or explained, a letter addressed to the comptrollei of government 
steam vesstds wili be attended to, and the cause of complaint, if possible, will 
be removed. 

. Ath. A mehtor is retained on board the vessel for the express purpose of 
attending to the clcanUness of the cabins.

Nine miles below Mud Point, on the hunk, on 
Sstt^or island, are the estates of Farinti'sh and Ktdgunge, 
cleared by Messrs. Kyd and James Calder. 

Thirteen miles from Mud Point, or 74 miles front 
Calcutta, is the entrance to the Ooar Agra river. Into 
this river the steamers turn, leaving the Barratoliah, and may be said to have 
Eater Shuderbaada. properly entered the nninliabited wilds of the Snmler- 
bunds for at bast two tlays. On the southern bank of the 
Dnar Agra are Some pine trees, and the old ruins of Mr. Jas. Prinsep’s former 
estate which was deserted after the May :raie of 1833. At a clump of trees 
abniit one mile B. by S. from the house, is a fresh water 
tank, blinded iu on the bank of the HabiJAge. Tiiia 
place is infested with tigers. From hence Sportsmen 
prepare tor good ball practice at n ligutors, pigs, deer, 
and monkeys; but no dring is pertnnied on board the 
flits, on account of the ladies. Uoud sult-waler bathiug 
is now obtainable. 

F om the lioar Agra the passage Is very intricate 
up to Koolria, owing to the number of windings, rivers, 
creeks and nullahs (43 in number). Tlie vessels have to go llirough without 
pitots, rhe commander should therefore be well aequninitd with the route. 

Balt, water procurable within 12 miles of Kooliia in 
Jesgore. 

Kooiiia b 2u7 milrs from Calcutta by the steamer, 
and 118 miles by land. Pa*>sengers wisliing to prireeed to 
JesHore in the steamers must land here, .Tessore heiiig 3() 
miles from Knolna This is a eoal depot, where vessels 
haul to llie bank ; it is likewise a Post OfHee station ; 
the dawk runs in days; letters for steamers shou d 
leave Oalciitta two days after the vessel. At this place 
fowls, dueka, and cnconnuU.green and dry, may be ob¬ 
tained; also palm juice may be procured.' This is the res'dence of ^Mr. tleiuy, 
indigo factor. From hence a nullah, leading easterly, branches olT for the 
Burrisaul aod Dacda mutes. 

From Knolna steamers proceed up the winding 
4s, Ra«(a rrom Ruolnn miMah of Atiaree Ilankee to the heaiiiifui ar>d bold 
o aminercol j. Burishie, or Muddamuthi river, which is thiykiy 

studded with indigo factories, and very large populous villages. On the hanks 

of these two rivers, us also the Ooiiee river, ehiidrvn 
are luniimrrgble. The Oorice is a difficult river to 
navigate, owing to strong iir.dcr eddies or currents. 
From Knolna up to Commereolly, on the Oorice, is 
130 miles by stearaeir’s route, and is davs tun. 
When running up nr dv/ww the Onriee, passengers 
siioiild abstain from conve^rsing with the officers of the vessel when at their 
stations.

Hronie> 
nades are good liere. Pubiiii passengers should land 
here. 

Ten mi'.’S above Cotnmercolly is the Canges riv¬ 
er, up which tlie steamer proceeds if for the North 
Western provinces, but down, if for Pubiia, Dacca Of 
Assam. 

About Comniercony, on the ri-jht or aoijtbern, 
bunk of tlic Ganges, is the preseni blocked up entrance 
of the Matlabunga, or Broken-headed river,*—very 
appropriately named—it empties itself into the 
tiooghty by the outcast’s village. Above it is the 
blocked up enirancK to the .Jellinifce river, which emp¬ 
ties itself into the head of tlie Honghly riier, off 
Nuiidea, after passitm KishitHgur chil station. 

3i.\ty-Rt:f miles from Comtnercoiiy is tl*urdah, on 
the lelt. bank of t lie Ganges ; was formerly a coal de¬ 
pot, and is nof''d fur Mr. Wafsow’s large silk factory, 
formerly the ilon’ble Company’s. It 19 443 miles from 
flafcutta by steamer’s route, and is 177 miles by 
dawk, t^leamer.s do not. wait here, but rliauge pilots, 
[.otters Ironi ami t't CuU'ulta take 3 days; but they 
sliouiii not, be sent here but to Haiiipuor Peaukab. 
From hence the Bnrreyi river braioilies off to the east, 
thrmigh ihe Chullum and Ketlohnckcry Jbeeis into 
the Hara danger river for the Janai and Dacca; but 
only navkabie for small boats. 

Twelve nt'lf's from Surduli, oil the left bunk of the 
Ganges, is (he civil Rtatioii of Itampore Beatikah, in 
the district of fitijsh iye, distance 4d6miles by steam¬ 
er from Oalculta, and only l.).> miles by land. It is 
the residence of a judge, a iiwgistrate, a collector^ 
postmaster, eiigiiietr oflieen and doctor, as likewise 
some indigo and silk manulactures. This is » coal 
depot for steamers where tbey are geueraliy delaiued 
2 to 4' iiours. ^ere is a good bazar : bread, butter, 
fruits, meat and |Hiattry, are cheap. Tiiere is a flue 
road here, hetters for steamers from Calcutta should 
leave Ihe '6th dity after ■ Ihe vessel. Tire duwk 
takes IJ days for letters; bangy dawk 3^ days:

Letters hir steamers, from June to October, 
sixMikl leave Calcutta on the <itli day after the steam¬ 
er, and from October to June on tlie bill day, dawk 
route beina If days. 

This is u very imcieot city, and the ruins of on 
immense mass of buiidinus, among wliieli is an Oiirieut 
palate, a noted well, a hall of audience, a marble lined 
balcony and gateway, &c. &a., worth insiiecting. 
Here i.re some Chiistian graves and nionuincnts, and 
8 large buasar, wliere milk, curds, palm fruit, palm 
juice, poultry, kids, rice, and hardware in asraalt way, 
arc procarable. Tiie Knropean factors and native 
Kahub reside on the bank, about 2 miles above the 
ateamcr's anchorage or coal depot. Vessels asoerally 
atop here 4 to 5 hours : it is a very sickly place, owing 
to jungle. The hills arc distant abruAt 5 miles inland. 
The Uiinataya hills are visible at times. It is a native 
^arogah's, and’ post odie.e statiuii. 

Tweiity*oiie m.'i^'a above - Hdjmahai, and 2 miles 
below 3nkr«'e'4'uileu liill aitd point is the beatiiiliil 
ftlooler Jiiuri.'i wattrfaiii itisvisibie on the easte rn 
side of tlie hills.

The southern or 
PattargaUah passage, up to Colgong^' Jhaa some ‘Very 
dangerous rucks, where, if a boat tooehiM, not a lod 
can be auved. 
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Oalgtinff viliatta and focks 1« 68 milap abnve 
Rajtnabal, 6£ miles below Mnn(tb>'r, and.- 18 miles 
iMiioiv JJhuiiuulpore; it on the rlcht bank <6f Gan(re8« 
and hat a Hue nullah apd alielter for boaU. It is a coal 
depot for steamers: theJeft pasture thoald never be 
attempted either stetiuers or boats in the raint^ e« 
the currents and eddies between the main and the 
roekt, aimoBt make it certain loss for any native boat, 
and too duni;eruns fur steamers. Eoals in atlempting 
it, must be careful to have very strong tracking linee 
Jovp down to their prows, with plenty of trackers and 
two bowlines as guys to the bank, and kept close in. 
Hock flsh are prouurnble liere. 

Eighteen miles above Coignng is the civil station 
of Bhaugulpore, situated on the right hank of. the 
Ganges. It is very picturesque. It is 2G8 miles hy 
land, and 848 nailes in the rams, and 036 imles in tiie 
dry season from Calcutta. Here is a commissioner, 
ajiidge, a mau!strate,a collector, a doctor, a sub-opium 
Hgcht, a steam agent, a post master, and some indigo 
factors. Letters Fur steamers should leave Calcutta 
the Gill day after the steamer in the rains, and on the 
Ulh dH3v in the dry season. Dawk takes 3;^- days, 
and St earners and U days to arrive here. Pro» 
visions of all kinds nre proearable here ; also a kind 
of light silks, called Tussers, tor coats, jarkets, ladies’ 
gowns ; short silks of various colours fur bed covers, 
and native wear; also a kind of cloth called baiters. 
Here are a few hiil rangers and aaepoy station, under 
charge of an invalid officer. There is also a monument 
here raised by tiie hill people, in memory of their 
lamented patron, Mr. Cleveland of the civil service 
whom they styled the Father of their coniitry. 

Steamers stop here for about an'hour or two in 
the rains, and only a few minutes, at some distance 
below, in the dry season. 

Twenty.five miles above Bliaugulpore is the not¬ 
ed Jaugeera rock in the river, with a Hindoo temple 
unit; Europeans are admitted to iuspect the tem¬ 
ple. 

One hnodered and thirty-three ’miles abpve 
Rsjmahalur iiS miles above Jangeera rock is the civil 
station of Munuhyr'-'-B very large mart. Its old fort 
by the anchorage, is situated on a rocky point extend** 
ing considerably inland on the right bunk, uiid ig 
considered by the steam .regulations to be half way. 
There is a judge, a magistrate, a collector, a doc¬ 
tor, a post-master, and steam agent; likewise a 
general aloreshop for all Europenn aturos and pro¬ 
visions, wines, Ac. Jco. horses, buggies, for a eyen* 
ing’g ride to the noted Seetukouiid well distant 5 
miles Two large bazars are here, where provisions 
of all description, except ducks, may be obtained. 
This is the little. ttirmtngfaata. of the lEaaU tTassera, 
bafters, different native ploths, hardware, furnltg're, 
apparently wall'finlsbed-gons and plstols-’<(bot trefiefa- 
eruus arlieUs}—pikes, ' sworda, gunpowdar, 'Shat,- 
black’woodetni^ywer'.vases and cups, ladies' band? 
fiomB light. wo«d^ jct.black ueeklaces and braeeieia 
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oi variiiuB paUemi), at trum 2 t(i>3 rupt^es the ntl^ 

beada, table ijiata mnt«,;.8tiaw huitil punkii^iB 
and basknls-of'varluua (iliapea aud |Mitterti», }Kujt.‘a' 
hanrjiaome woodttii-woiik box4»,>oo carved a(-7

Le-lers >or 
ateainersshould leave town on Tth dav after linr^ in 
Jniv.and ou the dliLilay in June, Aimusi. Beprentber 
and October, and on tlie lOih day in ilte diy atasooi. 

' On arrival here, the eoliector's and innuistrati'V 
honk is sent on bnard for entry oliill pa-tvettuer's inirnes, 
fee. fee. fee. Steamers stop here 3 to o iionrsfor enuls. 

Two miles S, W. by W. of Mnnghyr are soma 
roeks, with a mark on them : tliev wen lorm.'rly in the 
steamer's truck, but ure now buried in iin nuinense 
sandbank. 

On ifyiltt hunk of the Ganges, 20 miles uhove 
MoriL'liyr, is the l.nue \ ilhige of .i ^t>l'r«jl^Hrr;l, with u 
small river that, runs down from tlie iiiiU. Fowls and 
kids lire proi'nrahlo here, tiirun^h liio ihannatlar’s hssis- 
taireti, for hoat travellers. 

On the ritflil haok of tho rivv^r, (jO iiijlps above 
&fnnifli,\r, mid 50 In low ])ftiai>ore, is (lie larce town 
and mart of Bur. beiiiv a d;i''<ioiiii statino, also a !>)« 
(or stemner's coals. AII this h.ink .pf ll.e river, 
tvt 20 miles lielotv and above, is noted lor pi^icnry vd> 
tuires, Mild saltpetre inaiinfaetoriea. 

Also on the riuhi hunk, B7 miles above (dotu'liyr, 
or B mites below I’titir.i stiilhm, or ruilier Baokipioi', is 
a InrjiC native Imm, wnh a river on il«.in.uerii( ive»ttiii 
end, that flows from tii>^ inlts, ami lius u pumtu brnfuc 
over it; it is a noted inij.infaelory of luhie c'xitliM, of any 
^kterit, piittern, Mild texiniv iliul may Ou ordered. Also 
napaiiis Ilnd towels nf^ull Boris,

about to milesaloMif the riaht bank, 14 iniha below 
Diriapwc j i» noted for o|iiiiin, <jntin,uivd wox-caiidles, 
and is a very large'mart, l7tM) bouts of bnrtiien Une 
been counted Iiiying liereutone lime. It is ttiorcsjdrnce

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Steameni seltitim ttnp here : tometimes not -bping 
abk to KP*'' nitbiii -a laik or two; passeiieerB can laotl 
at the lower end, and get ekhas or haekerie»,(a Dative 
one iioreu contreyence) to take them up to Hanktpore, 
OP to the militar;station of Dinapure^ 14 luileadislaHt, 
by way of a novelty or ehasge, when they can iitapect 
the granary by the road-eide. The road ia very good 
up to the military cantonment. Deriiah farm, ia 
north Ilf Patna. On the left book is the Gundaek 
river from the Nepaul hills, with a large native town 
Oil ite right bank, and on its left, or eeatern hank, ia tiia 
famous Hajeepore bunualow, and race course. J>ari(M< 
its Bniiiiat large fair which is attended by people from 
ail parts of India, very good and cheap nags are 
procuiable. 

liinapore is a large Eornpean and native military 
station, where lhe«teainers put to the bank by thecan- 
tontnent flagstaif, for 5 or 0 hiiurB, to take in coals, dis* 
charge otid lake in cargo, and passengers; it is eoiisi- 
dered as two-third of the paiwage upwards. It ia on the 
right bank of tile Ganges, distant from Calcutta, by 
steamer’s route via Hhsgruttee, 608 miles via dhun* 
derbunds 7U0 miles ; and by land 67(i mPes. Post lakes 
3^ d.iys. Letters for steiitners should leave Cuientta on 
the 10th day after the vessel in the rHins, and 13ih Itt 
the day scasiiti. 

Mnttou, beef, fowls. egg«, bread, b'ltter, fruits ofva.* 
rions kinds, and graprs in May and June, are prucoru- 
bte ; as also tuble'Cloths, towels, napkins, cotton liatid- 
kerchiefs, also hats, mustin and cotton cloth shoes, har<* 
ness, Patna acented wax candles, and gram. European 
shop kee|)era, are he«c also. Here is a steam agent, a 
doetcr, and a clergyman. Plays are performed occa> 
sionaiiy by utiiateur performers* Auciiuns are sofQe« 
times held here. 

Passengers for At rah and Tirhrot land here. 

Four miles above Oinapure is thpjunction of tha 
river boon. 

Twenty two miles above Dina pore, on the left 
bank, is the civil station of Chupra, the capital of Saruri 
district. Here reside a judge, a niag>8trate, aeotlec* 
tor, a doctor,end a post luuster. Steamers seldom 
tuaeh here even in the rains. Paasengers for this place 
should arrange to land above it at IteveJguMge, where 
there is a steanv ageii t. 

Kevelgiitige, 27 iiiUes by water above Dinopore^- 
on the left bank of the river, is a very large grain'and 
saltpetre mart, and noted for buat»building. AU' 
annual fair is held here. 

Steamers merely touch to land passengers and a- 
few packages to the steana- agent's cares From hence 
up to Ghsxcapore, the vllliwgers'are- said to be undvil, 
and dishonest. 

On the left bank, 74 miles above Ditrapore,- is the 
large native village of fihulliuntft darogdii alatfon, 
noted for afulr annually held here,<04 also a grain mart. 

This is the most dangerous part of the Ganges for 
quicksands and shifting (tanks. Tides ore very strong 
■lore ; boats being delstned from 4 to U weeks. Waiting 
for wiiur, and a favourable breeze. 
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Raxar oiMlw ruht b«iik, Rn<l Kurnia4««'«ir the 
left’bank, In 8Br milSA above Uiitapi^re, and Is nvited lor 
beioK th6 Hnn'ble Cn.'a stwi esnibliahiAeit-t. There, in 
a siuaH fort here, where the buttle WHS fanaht* Here 
are eema Eurripean oHicera aLthe stud, a doctor, and 
hospital bungalow, also a steain aoreitr^ 

EiVht miles above Hiixar, on the riaht bank nl the 
river, is the iuncttoi of the Kiirnimriusa river: the 
touch of Its waters is considereti as one of the »reutest 
mtshups that oan happen to a Hindoo, as it is said to 
debar him from admitiaiice into Heaven, There is a 
bridua built net-r it by a rajah. This part of the coun¬ 
try is iiuted for dacoiis. 

One hundred and ninetpen miles above Diiiaporo, 
or 31 miles above fhtxar on (he left bunk of the river, 
is the Civil and Military station of Ghuzeepore, a very 
hainlsomp place. At its lower end is the ruins of an old 
palace. The Native town is built on preeipires. Thu 
European hihabituiits, cwnsistinif of the ji(di;e, tnuais- 
triltes, coliechns, doctor and opium a 4 t:nt, &u. &c. re¬ 
side on a level plain, about the centre of tlie station, 
the cantouinents from tiie upper part, and the Eitro- 
peuu hnapitjil is at the upper extreme. Between the 
civil and military lines is the chapel and Lord Curu- 
waiiis* tomb. 

This place is noted! for ils opimn muniiraotorv, 
and Goveriiiiient stud estuhlUhineiit, where horses 
can be pnrohased; HB also for its rose water, otter of 
roses,anil other perfiiined oils; bread, butter, eirirs, 
fowls, munoii, lamb, kid, milk, and suirar, are pro- 
cumble; also EuropeHii articles of consumption, and 
iDilliiHMy from the European shopkeepers, its dis¬ 
tance from Calcutta is, via Bhiijjruttie, G'j? miles, via 
Soondvrbunds dlo, and by land 4-31 miles. The dawk 
runs ill 4 days, and letters fur steamers should leave 
Calcutta ua the day alter the steamer in the dry 
seasons, and on the 11 th day in the rains the ves- 
aei’s pHSsatre beiui; frurn 17 t-i 20 clays. Steamers re¬ 
main here for pitsscnuers, and coal, and car^ru at the 
steam u^eot's. Paesvugers for Guruckpore should 
laud here. 

Tilts is the lower extreme of the North Western 
Provinces or Avra ■; rrstdeney, and is a ^reat piaee of 
tracts.' It is the lowest station fur the Agra.Eat boats 
or boxes. Kunkerry banks comincuce from hare up¬ 
wards. 

Eight miles above Qhazepore is- the dangerous 
kawket reefof Bairie that strikes across the river. 

Twenty-three miles above Ohazeepure! ds Cito- 
ctioakpore atom*«haut and temple, noted Ibr the nu¬ 
merous monkeys that resort here. 

' Two miles below CImekoukpore, on the rSsiht bank 
of the rivery is a sniikeii kunkur rock, oppaaita to a 
palm tree, jast below Sanontie,. 

. Tfairty-fottv'miles above Gtiszeepore, by Kncharee 
on the bankj ia « very didieuU and daugciuua 
sunken reef. 

Sis miles above H is Saidnpore a large native 
town, with a lebsseeldar and datogah; and 2 miles 
above Saidapore, is tbo junction ol th« GooinUo river, 
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thotcop# Up to Liuiktiow, atiid to be ft very intricate 
ai.d r fky river, too sballww for the mmaHMI boat* fn 
the dry searob. The Qurnsrei* river, frnin above Kueh* 
arce reef, past Saidapara up to the (iugintie,« diataiiee 
of 8 ruiles, ia a very crityal ]»assa<je witli various bad 
patclies Ilf kuiiker rock, on ivliicit native bo8le -a«Hl< 
budi'eruwe eplii iiisr,int.iiirniialy. 

Eive iiiilee aliova tlie Ijii'imiie, ia Gliaiidroiilio, 
with a wliite temple. Here in inid eliatjiie], is a vow 
fittuif«rouj piieku filatfwrm, on ktinker, with the- ruina 
of an old temple on it. and no pasnalde clianiiel rni Hs 
northwest, or Jinliore side, and very datieerou,]. for 
downward bound boats, ua tlie current sets dirijctly 
on it. 

rive miles ahovc ChundroolJe is Hullona Ghairt 
and ferry on ilie rii^ht hank: these banks are furined 
of kuitker ro-k. 

Ibity miles above Gliazeepnre, or 8 mites above 
biiHood (ihaiit, oil the ri^lit bank of the river,,is Kye, 
and its sunken ktinker reef, scarcely av<iidabfe in 
boiiie dry seiiStiiiH. l'r>>iii hence due west over the 
ritflil ti.nik, you will nbserve the fjeiiureS minarets, 
(iistiiijce U miles. 

lleiisres, on the left hniik, is considered as the. 
tniisl lii'ly eiiy in Iiidin, and is certuinly one of the 
mest hundsonio when viewcil from a distance on- the . 
riter, tlicio heiiii! socli iiiiinerous stone uhauts amt 
temples, some ol which Coat 17 laklis of rupees. This 
is llie risideiiee oj sonic of flic iiatiio princes, prosioti** 
ers of tliv iJonorahle J'^u.st India ('oin[>any ; bat 
their dweiliuits arc nivided into so many little uliain- 
hers, or piueon holes, that the luirrnaJ part of theidty 
has the nppcareiii'e of a muss of mean huildiutrs, piled 
up without any regard tic order or appearance, and 
narrow, filthy lanes, in^te.id of streets. There is a 
Iar<ze incloaed mart, called a chouk tliat opens at <r 
p. u , where trinkets, toys, birds, cloth, coarse hard** 
ware are exposed for sale. It has a large well In it, 
and is alsoa re**ort fi>r iiaitvc atictions. Close to the 
cbouk is the priricipal allty or mart for OoolbuduuSy 
a very tine silk, of various paterns, worn by natives, 
as truwsera; al^^o tine cups with ilnsefled crowns 
and very eiegont gold and silver embroidery : also 
lu’arfs ami tiirbun pieces for fancy head dreases. 
There is likewise a traveller’s chouk, a native iuju, and 
a iarge horse mart, whi re very iii>e lioises, of the^ 
Toorky, Persian, and Citbul breeds are procurable, as 
high as 8, 10, and 15,000 rnpeesand are brought here 
bydbe fruit carriers who brinu «rapes and pears irniii 
those countries. Hcie are several mioiatttfe puiiiters, 
and alsu venders of miniatures ou ivory, sard to be 
likenesses nf diiferetit nHtiweiprinGcs, and their queet4s, 
and naulch girlsp true likenesses of natiTft~servantaia 
costunic, tradesmen and beggars. .' f. .i - 

Delhi jewellery Of the best gTold fs' brriukh'l mi 
board tile sieutiiers, by scrirliifi}' for the dealers' rfpro 
is also an old observatory, and two verv^ 
slender mhiare'ls, oiie'Of which bks'a slight Jrt'c'ii a- 
lion ; traveller’sascendhitj tlieih Arc expected fo ttlv’O ' 
the keeper u fee of I ntp^e. Firum ihtir tops la a view 
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of ?he efiy, Ihfi Adjacent cenntry^ anil' the-flver- (ao 
fiRattfy ititf a aktht ahould not be passed over by any tra« 
velier) I'rnrlaiAnaare prncuraUio j purtridaeB, qnaili 
and ni'id ducks of sorts are to ba obtained. Steamers 
reinahi at Itaj Ohaat to disel^Ke and take in pack- 
aaea, audio receive coals. TheWvit and military station 
is about 4 mites inland, direct from llaj Ohant, where 
reside thecommissioner, the judge, mssristrates, eollec* 
tors, the uerieral,and all the rnilitury officers of tlte na* 
tive reuiments stationed here, and some Kurnpean 
artillery. Here also resides a doctor, a pustiiiueter, 
steam agent,coach builder, and European shop>keepers. 

Letters for sleamers, or truveilers, are not for- 
worded to the vessel or boats, but must be sent for 
which is very inooiivenieiit. The city is uboat 9 miles 
]o»S. The natives are very uncivil to strangern. 
Numerous fanatics arc here, who drown themselves 
believing that thO linly Gimga, and the city of the most 
holy, secures them eternal happiness. 

Jienares is from ('nleuttu, via liiinuruttee 606 
via Sundcrbiinds 084 miles, and by land or dawk 
rente496 miles. Letters lake 4 days, Hhungies 7 days 
Letters for ahamers should leave Calcutta, the ISih 
day after the vessel in the rains, and on the 14lh day 
in the dry sesBoii. 

Palanki enH are procMirnhle here, but infested with 
vile.vermin. Travellers wishing to visit the atution 
of Horde, should write up from Ghuzeepore to any 
friend, or the steam aeent, for a conveyance to be 
ready at Uajghaut for them, on their arrival. 

ilamnaghur, 1^ miles above Benares, on the riitht 
bank of the river, is a native palace, the residence of 
the Rajah of Benures. 

< Sooliiinpure. Itenares, is a rative cavalry station, 
17 mihs above Benares, and on the left bunk of tiie 
river. Steamers bring to here a few minutes, on their 
passage np or down, as required, to land and receive 
passengers, It has a kunkery or rocky point, which 
i» very awkward for native bouts, as also fir sleamers, 
owing to narrow channel and strung currents ; it is 
off the stables, which are called Little Caienttu. 

On the right bank of the river, about 4 miles above 
Sooltanporc, is a very neat looking place, called Clia< 
nar, with a very neat-lookiug English church, that 
reminds one of spweet, * sweet home.’ It is an invalid 
ndlitary station, and has a fortification, on an isotalerl 
rocky hill, which projects into the river, forming a 
vary nasty point to pass in the rains. Hindoo tradi¬ 
tion tells^jBSythis fortress was bnilt in one night by a giant, 
and is iinpreguatte : it completely commands the ri- 
Tcrvajtd is ua^ as a place of confinement for. state 
prisoners. There are several detached ruc^y brlls, of 
stone qnariea.here. It is a very sickly plgce, owing 
to ttie heat ftclmDg from the stone, which causes fever 
and spleen-, This )s^ great place for snakes. A lit¬ 
tle above the fort is;'a .temple. TradUino states it to 
conigin a chest, which cantio' be opened, unless the 
pirty opening it lose his hand-—four thieves having so 
suffered once, in an attempt on it. Very fine black 
atui red earthenware is procurable here, such as wine

is iijBerterf, and set ont in ti»e rtraft of t*ie hot westeriy 
wioda, (none other Bcrve* the pupp>^ae,) in liie shad**, 
cnois the confined liquor equal lo ieinu it. The cool¬ 
er luue^ be dried daily. ^Iso' red sandy water-holders, 
or suries, which keep mter rery cool. Black butter- 
pots, with a casing for water, very- neatly finished, and 
laree blaek double urna, to contain bread and - keep it 
moist. Here ia a steam Bifeni; but steamers' selitoni 
stop more than ten minuteB. 

Seven milea above Oluinar, on the ripht bank of 
the nver, is the villase of Kutime, wUh rocky borion'i 
and hiird luinpa of red earth in the river, a little above 
ia a ravine, which is to be avoided by ail boats. 

Fourteen miles above Chunar, is the crossititr ferry 
of the Benares prnnd road, and of Kitwa and Bhnd- 
do*»k!e to Mirzaprire. l^roin hence to the lattcK plsee, ia 
a iiaiEi road, distance 7^ iiiilea by latid,*aiid IG mites by 
water. 

Ten miles above the ferry, and? miles below Mir- 
znpore, on the left hi^li bin.k, is Bliajoiin, with a wbiie 
tomb, and a patch of knnker in the river, on which 
miuiy boats are lost. From here the cantonments of 
Mirzatxire are visible. 

Mirzapore, n inilit.iry eniitOTiinent, ia 2 miles be¬ 
low the city ; and the civil sta'inn, where the judpe'r, 
muffistrate's and colleetor’s othces are, is I mile heto# 
the city. The steauicr stops at the agency ebant, at 
the lower cud of the city. This place is nofed for a 
cotton mart, and cotton manufactory ; as likewise slrell 
l:ic, iac dye, hardware in a hiiiall way. Many bouts are 
here, nt all seasona. 

The city is very confined, and dirty, subject to great 
Bickuess. There are 2 or 3 tine stone ghiiuts here, and 
some small tcmt>U>.s and iniiiuret*. (trend, butter, epus, 
mutton, lamb, kid, beef, veal and fowls are procurable 
here. Both a military aii*l a civil doctor reside here. ' 

Mirzapore is from (lidcutta, via Bhugrutlee, 748 miles 
via SunderbundH, 1036 miles, and by dawk rniKo 4po 
miles. The dawk takes o days, and bhanay 8 days to 
run. Letters for steamers should leave (laicqtta on the 
13th day after her in the rains, and 17 days after .her in 
the dry season; the vessels having plenty of cartto'to 
discharge here, are geucraily detidueJ from fouy to 
five hours.

Sursa is a large cotton matt, on the right bank of 
the river, and. is 6Q miles abo^ Mirzapore, and 23 
miles below Allahabad, to whicnplace is a good rood. 
This is the< station of a Ecropean custom's officer. 
There are several pucha houses here, and two very fine 
tanks at the back of it, and an old mud fort. From 
hence, up to Alliihahad, the river is very intricate and 
shallosv. Ironwork in a small way can be done foe 
boats here. Turkeys and guinea fowls abound. 

Allahabad, U B3 miles above Mirzapore. Its fort is 
at the junction of the rivers Junma and (iniiges. it has 
an niiposing appearance, when on the river, 7 miles 
below it. Xbe Jninna w.'^tcr.s are bine, whilst the 
Ganges are muddy. The steamers put to at the Jumna 
mosque, huiU by fiener.-il Kyd, and ^ m>la inside the 
Jnnina. The native loilit.'iry cantunnicnta are ahnut 
miles inland, and the civilians’ and officeis' are from 
.1 to 4 miles inliiiid. The general and doctor reside in 
Uie fort, as also the steam agent. State prisoners arc 
kept here. Here is al-so alargc stone pillar said to have 
been erected by Alexander the Great, to mark his con- 
(jucsls ! niid a cave full of mitivc stone images, wherein 
is shewn a .smalt entrance in a supposed suhterrauenns 
pass.tge to lienares, but vrhieh, in fact, only extends a 
few-feet. ( fho city is the seat of one of the principal 
native courts of justice the Siidder Dewaimy.) It is 
also a great place of worship, and an annual fair is 
held outside the fort on the sands, at point or junc¬ 
tion, it was formerly the scat ot the residency. Bread, 
butter, eggs, beef, mutton, lamb, kid, fowls, piguons, 
turkeys, guinea fowls, quail, partridges, tee), wild ducks 
and geese are procurable here. European &lio))s are 
here and auctinns held. About 2 miles itom the 
ghaut is the chunk, or market, where all sorts of cloth 
EaropeiUt and native; are procurable. Shawlmer. uoard 
the steamers, if sunt for, with all sorts of Cashmere, 
slittwis, waistcoating, caps, gloves, socks, And AtTgba- 
iiistan woollen cloths; as also Delhi jewellers and ma¬ 
nufacturers of cotton ; carpeting of various patterns — 
showy on rooms, and rather durable. A little beyoml 
the cbouk is the livery stables where heautUul horses 
are'prociirable, of the Pcr»ian, C.abool, and Toorkey 
breeds. The post-office is in the fort, where you must 
send for all letters. Letters for steamers should leave 
Calcutta on the 14lh day in the rains, and on the I7lh 
day in Uiealry season, after the departure of the steam¬ 
er. The distanwe from Calcutta is, vm Bhagruttee, 
H31 miles, via Sunderbunds 1186 and by dawk route 
501 miles Stiraiher’s regulated distance is #00 miles. 
i*ceatRers remain here three entire days whei- they 
depart on their return trip, after discharging and tak.. 
ing in their upward and downward cargoes, and pas¬ 
sengers.'

RULES FOR USING POST OFFICE STAMPS. 

All Idlers and packets wh.itever (save and except newspapers and skip and 
steam letters, heieafter ipecially provided for,) received at any Post OrScc in 
India for despatch by post, whether free or post paid, or liable to postage as the 
case may be, ate to be marked vsitli the appsopriate stamp, bearing the'name of 
such office i.f despatch, and when side-stamps are not provided, when the date of 
the iiiooth mid yeai torma ii.iri of the stamps itself, the said date mu-t he enrered 
in writing acioss tiic inuldle of the face of the stamp. If the letter or packet 
received for despatcli be post paid or beatling postage, the amount of postage so 
paid or due, must be entered in writing on the face of the stamp, after the woid 
" paid" 01 " bearing'’ as tlie case may be.* 

2 'All letters and jiackcls wh.never, received at any Post Office by post for 
delivery at sinh oifice, uie*in like manner to be stamped with the appropriate 
afficc stamp, and marked with the dale of the month and year j but the amount 
of postage paid or due, is not to be entered on the stamp of delivery, as the 
stamp ol despatch rcgul.ucs the levy of posUige. 

3 The stamp for all sei vice, soldiers ov other free letters, or packets is an 
oval li inch long by I inch wide, bearnig the name of the office and the word 
" free,” and muit he stamped red, 

•I The stamp for ail Icttets or packets, on which postage has been paid, is 
an oblong I ^ inch Kmg by 1 inch wide, bearing the name of the office and the 
ivuid "paid” and iiin^t .also he statriped red. 

5 The fttatiip foi ali letters oi p.iukcts, on which a postage has not been paid 
in advance, in an oblong inch long hy 1 inch wide, bearing the name of the 
office and (he word "iiearing” .ind must be stamped llnr/c. 

0 For vaid letleis or pnekets, i. c., those which follow a party addressed 
from stulion, to st.itioii, arc to be stamped at eaah office of fresh despatch, and 
marked with the additional postage due on such fresh despatch. 

7 When a letter exceeds in weight a single tola its weight, doubles, treble, 
Arc. must be entered in writing on tjiic face thereof, and on banghy paiceU, the 
exact weight ruu'ft in all eases be entered in writing on the same. 

8 All service, soldiers or other free letters or packets received from sea¬ 
ward, at any Get'eial I’ost Office are to be stamped with the ship letters ften 
stamp. This st.itnp is a cirenlar IJ inch in diameter, leaving the name of the 
Uoneral Post Office, the date of the monilk and year and the words "ship letters 
free” and must be stamped red. 

9 All other letters or packets received from seaward at any General Post 
Office, aie to be stamped, if received by ship with the ship letter bearing stamp, 
and, if by a (joiernmt'ni .stciiniei, with the steam letter bearing stanp. The for¬ 
mer is a square staiiip, inch in* diameter, bcariiie the name of the General 
Post Office, the date of the month and year, and the words "ship letter bearin*." 
The letter is an ocitigonal stam-p of similar dimensions, but with the words 
“steam letter bearing.” Both these stamps must be stamped 

10 At the gfvcral stations wlieie newspapeis^rc publhshed in India, news¬ 
paper stamps are provided with which all newspapers received at such stations 
for despatch, will be appropriately stamped, whether free, paid or bearing, as 
the case may be, and the postage paid or due, as the case may be, marked on the 
same either by the stauip or in imting. At offices of dtdivery where newsj.apei 
stamps may not be piovuletl. lu-wspapers will be marked with the usual office 
srarnp, in like m.inncr other packets.

sels of war: shall be exempt from

charges; mid shall enjoy therein all 
the honours and privileges accorded 
by the convention of the 14th Juno, 
to the vessels of the two states 
employed in the conveyance of the 
correspondence between Dover and 
Calais.

The Bi-monthly Overland Communication having now been regufarlv cstab 
lisbed between this Couulry and Europe, and the arrangements for the coiivevance 
oftheMails,diiect, between Calcutta and Sues, finallv completed and broiurbt 
into opertuton ; Notice, accordingly, is hereby given, that the rates of -PosiLe 
charged on Letters and Papers ermied by the Government Steamers from and to 
Bombay, will likewise be ievicil, in fntiito, on Letter.s .arid Newspapers conveyed 
by the Peninsular and Oriental ('ompany’s Vessels, from and tu Calcutta both 
by way of Southampton, and via Marseille.'!. ' ' 

The rules relative to the former, having also been made applicable, in ever* 
respect, to the latter, are subjoined for the informaiioii and guidance of'the 
Public, in geiierBl. The scale of British Steam Postage, is, as follows via 
On every letter not exceeding an ounce in weight,. .8 As. or one Shi’lline 

On ditto above 4 o/.. and nor exceeding one ounce.i R. or two ditto 

On ditto above I oa, and not exceeding two ounces_2 Rs. or four ditto 

<>n ditto above 2 oa. and not exceeding three ounces . .3 Rs. or .six ditto 

anA so on, increasing One Rupee, or Two Shillings, for every additional ounce 
weight, or any iiacfion thereof^ 

liritisli weights not being g.>Tiei:.i|. av.iil,ible in thi.s country, the followine 
coins of the Hon'ble Comp.uiy s cuirency, are recommended os the best 
substitutes :

The Term “ paid (or Pre-paid,” whi*h is .syiiotiymoiis) being the distinctive 
mii'k. indicative of the wislies of 'r-ndcis and the only guide for the Post Otfiee 
Receivers, all Letters for the United Kingdom via ” Sontliampton,” which may 
be so marked, will, ftccoidingij, he chaigod with Sleamer Postage, and such as 
are not so superseiihcd, will lie .sent '• Healing.” 

The Inland (Indian) Postage wbicli is quite distinct from, and always levied in 
adililion to, Steam Postage, must be piitl in advance, hy tlie Sender at tlie Post¬ 
ing Otlice, on Letlcs forwatded from i ttr Stations to t.'aicntta or Bombay, or from 
cither one Presidency to tlie other, for transmission by the Steamers, and vice 
versa, that is, by the A ddrc.ssee at tlie Heceiving OlTiec. The word paid, liierc- 
fore, should not lie pot on any Letter, except on tliose on wiiidi benders, having 
the option, intend to Pre-Pay bteain Postage aUo. ^ 

No Letter exceeding 12 tolas, (a fraction under n onnec.s) in weight can be 
transmitted per Letter Mail i hut if foi warded by Government Banghy Post, or 
otlierwise sent to Bombay or Lalitilta, it may be despatched by the Steamer, from 
either Presidency. 

It is particularly requested, tliat Letters and Papers from the Mofiisstif, 
intended for despatch by the Oveiland Mail from ('alcutta, may be accordingly 
superscribed, fur llte giiiil-tnce of tile peison wh<< oiigitiilly receives such Lettorf 
at the Posting Oilire.

The Officiating Post Master General being desirous to infuse into the system ' 
of dcVivory of Lettei.s, s .me iiieasnre of activity, oidcr, and despatch, begs to 
intimate to the public, (he from and after the 13th .Inlv, tlie following Clanses 
of the “ Rules for the management of the Post Office Department, passed by the 
“ Governor Geiictal of India in (’onncil or, the ,'hJth August 18^7," will, withou 
deviation or respect of persons, be rigorously enforced. 

The Delivering Peons are prohibited from delivering letters 
“ papers or parrels out of the usual course, and without immediate payment of 
“ the exact amount of postage; and they arc not bound to give change, should 
“ they be subject to detention, they are not to deliver the letters, papers or 
“ parcels, but to return them in the evening to the Pofi Otlice (Vir future delivery. 

N. B. Under the provi>,i(Mis of .Section 3, Act XXI. 1835, ( opper (.’oiiii 
" is not a legal lender in payment of any demand, except for fractions of a 
“ Rupee.” 

“ XXIV. Whatever postage is marked on a letter, paper, or parcel, must be 
“ paid at once on delivery, after which any complaint of overcha'ge will be duly 
** attended to. In all complaints of overcharge or unncces.s.ary delay in delivering 
” letters, papeis or parcels, the covers or envelopes, bearing the Post Office 
” Stamp, must be presented for inspection ; and as all Post Office Peons wear a 
” badge regularly numbered, when any complaints are preferred against any indi- 
“ vidual, the number of the badge should be specified.” 

In carrying into efffect this vety essential measure, neces-sary alike to prevent 
malpractises on the part of the Pepns, and to secure a prompt and orderly 
delivery of letters, the Officiating Post Master General confidently anticipates tha 
cordial co-operation of the community; and has accordingly issued this Notifi- 
catinu, that all parries may make their arrangements to meet this change of 
system, with as little inconvenience as possible. ''

OlcuruiiceA, wlipthcr inward or outward, can be given only in regular 
tuyn, and it ia f<>r ouninandcra «;r others on their part, to see that their appli* 
cations be duly noted, tviih the dote and liour of receipt by the Supervisors, 
respeofively. Applicaiiono for outward clearance, (or export manifests,) 
t'annot be nceiveii, unW^ss that giu>h applieiilicms be presenteil, at least three 
conip1e<e days pieviously to (he date on wliieb port eleai-jiice is desire^ in 
order that time may lie allowed for the udjudgment of cKpurt cargoes, tlmagh 
it will he issued etirlier if proetii'ubie. 

No f<cs are taUeri for any aflid.ivits sworn in tilts office, on subjects of 
f'ustom ilnnse business, nor ari'any fees wliaie\er allowed to be taken by any 
person beluiicioi! to thisestablisliinent, whether sitting within the ofiice, or 
atationed rot of doors. 

Importers of (innpnwder are requested to refer to the notideation, by

REGULATIONS FOR THE AGRICULTURAL AMO HOK I’ICl LXlJRAli 

SOCIETY OP INDIA. f 

Sanctioned at a fseneral meetinf^, held ut Uu Town HaU, Calcutta, • 
March I4t/i, lS:tS. 

ART. I.—The promotion and iniprovein<>nt of the agrectilture and hortir 
culture of India, consiitiite the objects of tluj society . 

ART. 2.-—Gentlenicii of every nation shaU be eligible as inenihers of the 
society. 

ART. 3,—-Candidates for admission as ordinary members, shall be pro¬ 
posed by two niciohers, at a gencrut meeting, and balluttcd for sit the suc¬ 
ceeding, when a Majoiity of votes will determine the election. 

ART. 4.—Honorary meiiibets shall be peisuns eminent for their knovv- 
ledge of or encouragenicnt given to ugiieulture, or horticulture or for servites 
rendered to the society. They or to he jiropused and ballotted for as ordi¬ 
nary members, but two-thirds of the votes are to deteriuine their election. Or¬ 
dinary members who may peculiarly distinguish themselves in the advance- 
meiit of the objects of the society, shall, on their finally quitting India, be eli¬ 
gible as honorary members, but must be ballotted for as above. 

ART. 5.—Oldinary members are to pay an adinissiun fee of 8 Rs,, and 
the same sum quarterly, in advance, so long as they continue resident in India, 
it shall be optional for any member to compound tor the quarterly Cuntribu- 
tivns, by the payment of 'jilO Rs. to the funds of the .society. 

ART. 6.—Menibei.s, whose absence from’ India beyond the Cape is 
merely temporary, shall (ontiiiuc to be borne on the list of members, but shall 
be exempt front the. payment of subscription, until their leturn to the coun* 
tiy. 

. ABT.^ 7—Resident members, allowing four quarterly bills to run into' a 
firth unpaid, the same linving been duly demanded, shall cease to be members 
of the society, and iheii innnes shall be erased (roin its list. Ex-nieiiibers 
tlnis situated, shall not be eligible to re-election, except upon payineni of all 
a rears; and it shall be the duty of the secretary to bring this aiticle to the 
iiotiee of the parry pioposing such ex-nieinber, and prevent the name from 
being brought forward uniil all arrears of subsriipiion are discharged. 

ART 8. The aim.ver.sary meeting shiiil be held iii January when the

ART. 9.-Ageneiat committe shall also be elected annualtv, consiiiiing 
ofthe office-bearers, and six mcuiliers. There shall, besides he select stainlmg 
cummiltees, for tl>e more ready despatch ufhuiii >ess, as shall be airangcd from 
time to time, at the general monthly nieetingB.

Art.’ XUl —bhould the Managers of any member or members, be desirous 
of bringing forward, at a half yearly meetir)g|any new general question, or any 
question involving an increase or diminution o( the rale of contrihutioh now fixed 
or any essential addition to, or alteration in the rules and principles of the insti¬ 
tution, now established, or any case not .distinctly providctl for under tltese rules^ 
due notice of the purpart thereof shall be given in the Galcuti a Gazette and in 
two of the daily papers, at least two months before sucii meeting; provided huw- 
ever, that on such questions and cases iiu resolution of a general meeting, prhether 
half yearly or special shall be conclusive, but the determination of the meeXitig 
tball be referred to the subscribers at large, for iiiij\l adopdon, or rejcctioOf-by tlxe 
transmission of their votes lo the Managers within'^two months after the date of 
issuing the notice, either by advertisement or by separate letters to each subscri¬ 
ber as may be determined by the meeting. It shad be live special duty of the 
chairman of anv- meeting, to require attention to this rule. < 

Art. XIV.—The resolution of a general meeting on any qupstion not falling 
within the provisions .of the pieceding article, shall be open to revktqn, after two . 
months previduB'iiotice given’ through the secret’r),-and published in the Gal,)-,, 
.'utta Gazelto and In two of the daily papers, of a‘'motion to that effect, at the 
next general meeting which maybe held at a period of nW moTs titan font 
noutUs auhsequemly to the.general meeting at which auejt resolution wM passed, ' 
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ftiid two luetiths Attbstquentijr to the date of tho imtifu’ I'ion altove pre*c#ibed ; 
but lh4 resolntibn .bf 'such <ul>«etittent meeting on <uch question, ;ehall be-final and 
conclusive provided always, that no resolution of a prior meeting-siiall be rever¬ 
sed br altered at‘a subseqiient tnectiug, except by a majority consisting of as 
many votes,-at the least, as-tfe'cided the' ({uestion in the firse instance. All 
resolniioifs not subjicted to revifion under this Article, shall be deemed final and 
donduslve. ■ • 

AhT, XV. - Upon all questions duly advertised fi-r dlscnssion, «t any gene¬ 
ral or special meeting, all subsc.ibers shall be allowed to deliver theie 'sentiments 
drtd votes, either by a written communication, to be signed by them andnddres'sed 
' ttrihe chaimiain of the meeting, or by oroxy- General proxies will only be 
allowed on behalf of members, who have proceeded to sea, and then will last 
fill the reiucn or the receipt of intelligence of the decease of the parly giving 
such proxy. 

Parties bolding general proxies, shall be entitled to vote on any question 
whatever that may arise The holder of a special proxy, shall be entitled to 
vote oh any point connected wiih the question for which the special proxy was 
given, that may be discussed at the meeting summoned for its determination. 

But it is hereby provided. 

1st. That no proxy, either special or general, shall he in any way valid, 
unless the same shall haVe been registered in the office of the secretary to the 
fund,' and countersigned by that officer, at least fifteen day s prior to the oecur- 
rrhfee of any'meeting at which such proxy is intended to «bc used, and 2ndly. 
That uo individual shall, under any circumstances, hold at one time more thran 
twenty proxies, rhould more than twenty proxies be tendered for registry in 
faVor of any Individual, .it shall be the'doty of the secretary to the fund, to-give 
noiide thereof to the holder and to the granters whose proxies are last tendered- 
fot registry, with the view to their appointing some other party-to vote on their 
beliulf.

AllT. XVII—The committee of Managers, oi the majority of those 

- present at, a meeting of five or more, or if less than five be present, any three 
' Members of the committee who may concur in opinion, shall be competent to 

decide, in the first instance, upon ail matters connected with the fund, not ex¬ 
pressly reSbived,for the determination of a general‘meeling; but every act of 
the Managers shall be liable to levU-iou and contiol by the resolution of a 
general meeting, ft ^hall, moreover be the duty of tiie Managers, in report at

period. 

-Art. XVI II.-^Thc committee of Managers shall, subject to the control 
of a gene »1' meeting, appoint tire .sccretai y and accountant to the lund, 
hud sha 1 fix such altowahce for him payable from the fimd, as they may 
Consider adi-qnate to his services.

•Art. XIX ■—■In the event of any of the managers, who may be eleeted 
atinually being subsequently remos’ed from the presidency, without an inten¬ 
tion or expectation of returning during the year of slteir election, ;i shnl,i be 
ct'ininunicated to the subscribers at the >next .general meeting, and in. Hnoli 
instances as well as in ail instances ot a vacancy in tire situation of inansger 
by death or otherwise, a new election, if necessary, shall take place for thef un- 
expired term of the current year. 

Art. XX.-All applications for ndiuission to the benefits of tjieJfund 
sha<I be made to the committee of managers, and stiall be, accompanied by 'the 
necessary information, documents, and pi oofs, to-enable the managers >q a>-ccr' 
tain the circumstances aijid situation of the party on whose t>eha)t the appli- 
catioii is made.

*Abt. XXI.—On the death of any subsciiber to the fund, who may not 
be possessed of property suffieieut to provide for his .family, and may .leave a 
wife co-habiting with, or in<diiiaiiied by him, or living undgr his piOtectign at 
the period of his decease, viuiiout an adequate provision for her s»p;tort,. as 
hereafter specified, if from the iuformaiion which may be Submitted by,her or 
in her b'i^alf to the managers of the fund, it shall appear to the satisfocuon of 
a general meeting of the subscribers, that she is a proper object uf tlie fund, a 
pension shall be assigned to her from the fund under the provUiuns and,with 
the Imiitations stated in the following article.

.signed fiom the fund, acquiring aubsequeiitly, by inheritance, bequest or other.- 
vvisMf, any property or income which, .with tlie properly left on her husband's 
deenuse, and the pension received by bet from the fund, may render her total 
income, im-luding her pension from the fund, more ilinn four hundred compa¬ 
ny's riipees per mensem daring her residence in India, or nuire tlian four linn-' 
dred pounds hteriing per anmini in Kurope, or elscwliere, her pension from the 
fund .shall be liable to abateinent in proportion to the eviesi, of her entire jn- 
cotne, Jncluding the pensiou above the sum specified ; or be altuge-ther discoii- 
tinuexi in the event of her property or income, exclusive of the jieiiaion assigned 
to. her frotn tire fund, being equal to the full $nm of four hundred roinpauy’s 
rupees per mensem in India, or four huiulied pounds sitriing per annum in 
Europe, or elsewhere.

—WJiatever ffai er personal property the widow *f off* 
spring of a Subscriber may be puscessed of at the time of ■ application for 
admission to the benefits of the t'ivii Fund, shall be regarded aa an available 
sonree of income, ujid, as sudi, shall be taken into account at a just valna* 
lion, or according to the amount realizable by public sale, the income derive* 
ble from such property bdng caicniated at a rate of intereat at four per cent, 
per annum.

ART. XXXVI, —If a subsciibci to the fund shall be dismissed from the

Art. XXXVif.—Anypc'son admitted into the Bengal civil service with 
permission to take rank in tliat service above any pe'son that'has,been-a 
subscriber to t lie fund, fora buget peiod than one year, shall not be entitled 
to become u subscilmr to the fund except upon the following conditieiis': vis. 

First. It the individual so ci cunistanccd shall be unmarried, he shall nut 
become a member of the fund, ex- ept on condition of his paying to the trea* 
surer, within a period not exceeding six months, fiom his commencing to re*

It will be in the <li«cre<ion of the 
Directors in eieh particaiur case to say whether - be hiuVier or the- lower rule of 
premium shall be cbarueHble, and that discietiun will be remulated by the par- 
tieolar eirenrnstances of the case. 

When application is made for assuring a life subject to more tha' ordinary 
buaard, an aoaniented preniiiini will be ebartred proportionate to tin increased 
risk, the rate of wliich will be rpGfuInted by the strictest attention to justice be¬ 
tween tlia Society and the Assured, accnrilitie' to rirciimsiHnces. 

Premiums are ordinarily payable half yearly in adoxnr.e ; but policw- 
hnlders are at liberty to make arratieements with the Sucletv to pay their pit- 
mlittns in one amount, in aiiniml nr quarterly paynieDts, or for a uiren number 
of years, via. 6, H), 15, or 20. Some persons may wish to avail Ihemselvea 
of a present season of prosperity, and adopt the latter pourse, in which case 
(althoueh their coiitributioriH will cense with the expirntioii of the term they may 
Ex upon) their share of the profit will coiiiiitue to be added tof their policies 
annually during the remainder of life. 

The Parent Instiititioii being in London, with a similar Establishment in 
Puleutta for grautirty: policies, prerntums as well as elriims are payable in 
either country at the upiion of the Poliey'bolder. The appoiotmciit of Sub¬ 
committees at Madras nnd Ihiinbay with power toerniit Policies, affords similar 
facilities to persons residint; at either of the sister Presidencies. 

All policies becoming claims ou the i^oeirty will be dis'-burged withio three 
monttis after satisfactory proof of the death, and cause ol death, of the assured 
shiiJl have been furnisbed to the Directors eniier in Loudoii or Calcutta. 

The Directors of the India Hraiich of > he Society are empowered to treat for 
the purchase of Policies on which Premium shall have been paid for a period of 
nut less than five years, or to advance, if required, on such policies, by way of 
loan, two'tiiirds of tiie esiiraaled value. 

The accounts of this Society, after being investigated by Auditors, chosen 
as welt by the Assured us by the Proprietors, are laid before General Meetings 
eoiivened twice a year for that purpose:—iu like manner the Bceuunta of tho 
Parent Bociely are reqiilurly transmitted to India for inspectioii, the India 
Branch enjoying reciprocal advaniaces with the Parent Huciety. 

Where the applicutioa for ussnraoce makes no iiieiitinn uf the date from 
wliich the assurance is desired to take efiect, the p<dioy will be issuetl on tha 
date of approval of tlie risk by liie Directors, but no assurance to be binding 
on tha Suciaty until the first premium shall have been actually paid to the 
Agents. 

Every proposal for assnrance will he immediately attended to, and the 
avsurance completed generally witiii-i a few days utter the application is made. 

All applications for assurance must be aecompanied by a Medical Pee af 

Eigiit Rupees.

1 HB Bbncvl Hukkabu, tlic senior and the largiest journal of India, was 
eslablished, as a Newspaper, in January, \79ij. It was oris^inally prinU-rl 

on sn>all folio sl)eeta, and published every Tuesday morninjr, with supplements 
as occasion required, during the week: suhsequeiitly, the day of its publication 
was ejianged to Saturday, find erentufilly it became a daily Paper. 

'I'he first nnniher of the daily fliirkaru (be'ug likc>\vi.se the ylrsf 'DAILY Paper 
ever pnhlisherl in India) appeared on tlje 29th April, 1819, printed on a single 
quarto sheet, whicit was then judged the utmost that could be got np daily at 
an Indian Press. Very soon, however, a second sheet was considered neces¬ 
sary and inean.s were found to publish it; and on the Ist July, 1821, a third 
sheet was added, and tlie material upon wViich it was printed changed from 
Bengal medium to good £urope<iii royal paper—the first ever used for an Indian 
Newspaper. Quarto, and even small folio, sheets, having, however, been 
found, by experience, nusnited to the purposes of a daily paper, on the 1st 
February, 1821. it was printed on a royal folio sheet, and so continued until 
Jst January. 18;i I, when it assumed iU present imperial size. 

The interests and resources of several Calcutta journals liave, from time to 
time, merged la the Bkvgal HdrkarD, and it received an important nccession 
on the 1st October, l834, w hen the then oldest Newspaper in India, India 
Gazette} with all its stock, was united to the llurkarn Prcs.s: on the Ist Ja¬ 
nuary, 1844, the Bengal JferrtJcf and Calcutta Literary Gazette were added 
us a Weekly Supplementary (Tth)Sheet—thus tendering the Bengal Hurkarn, 
the largest and most comprehensive Newspaper, e ver yet published in India. 

The Bengal HutiKVKU is dehrpred,dres of expense, every inoniiiig, by the 
peons of the cstahlisluneut, throughout Calcutta and its eDvirAns.lucliiding Kiissa- 
pugla. Garden Reach, Seehpore, Howrah, Sulkea, Cossipotv, Dum-Dum. 
Barrnckpore, Seraniporc, Chaudemagore, Chinsurali, and [looghly. 4 second 
edition is despatched by Dawk every evening, bearing postage. 

The weight allowed for Ne wspapers is 3^ sicca w eight each cover, upon which 
postage is levied at two rates—two annas to stations within 400 miles, and three 
nnas to stations exceeding that distance.
